The  remains  of  Lieut.  Commander  De  Long  and  his  comrades,  who 
sacrificed  their  lives  in  the  interest  of  science  in  exploring  the  Arctic 
regions  in  the  ill-fated  Jeannette,  will  arrive  in  New  York  City  on  or 
about  February  20th,  1SS4,  when  they  will  be  received  with  proper  honors 
by  the  U.  S.  Government  and  the  city  authorities  of  New  York.  The 
funeral  ceremonies  will  he  among  the  most  imposing  ever  witnessed. 

At  the  close  of  the  ceremonies  in  New  York,  the  remains  of  Geo.  W. 
Boyd,  the  only  Philadelphia!)  among  the  number,  will  be  forwarded  to 
Philadelphia  for  interment.  Extensive  preparations  are  now  being  made 
by  the  city  authorities  to  pay  proper  tribute  to  its  brave  and  patriotic 
dead.  He  was  the  son  of  John  J.  Boyd,  of  this  city,  who  served  his 
country  faithfully  and  well  in  the  95th  Regt.  Pa.  Vols.,  and  who  was  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Chancellorsville,  May  3d,  1863. 


To  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  due  the  credit  of  having  taken 
the  first  steps  in  the  matter,  and  through  their  efforts  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment and  the  city  authorities  of  Philadelphia  have  been  induced  to 
participate  in  the  ceremonies.  All  arrangements  are  in  the  hands  of  a 
general  committee,  composed  of  sub-committees  from  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  the  members  of  the  press,  and  the  citizens  of  Philadel 
phia.  The  funeral  procession  will  be  composed  of  U.  S.  officers  and 
marines,  Battalion  of  Police,  National  Guard  of  Pa.,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  civic  organizations. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Committee  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic- 
lie  the  special  feature  of  this  display,  and  to  that  end  they  respectfully 
ask  that  each  Post  be  represented  by  as  large  a  detail  as  possible,  and 
participate  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  regardless  of  Post 
organization,  except  where  Posts  decide  to  parade  as  a  distinctive  Post, 
and  furnish  their  own  music.  If  the  different  details  report  to  parade 
collectively,  as  representing  the  Department,  the  expense  of  music  will 
be  borne  by  private  contributions,  secured  by  the  Committee  from 
citizens. 

The  date  of  arrival  of  remains,  the  hour  and  point  of  formation  of  the 
funeral  procession  cannot  now  be  announced,  and  comrades  will  receive 
all  necessary  information  of  that  character  through  the  columns  of  the 
daily  papers.  It  is,  however,  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  have  the 
ceremonies  on  the  afternoon  of  February  22c.!,  if  possible.

By  Resolution  of  Department  Encampment,  1SS3,  no  supplies  will  be 
issued  unless  the  money  accompanies  the  requisition.

The  reduction  in  prices  of  Badges  is  from  Department  to  Posts,  the 
price  of  75  cents  to  members  remaining  the  same.

The  following  extract  from  letter  received 
from  lion.  \V.  \V.  Dudley,  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  is  given  to  show 
the  good  work  that  is  being  accomplished,  and  the  necessity  of  com- 
rades attending  to  this  matter  without  any  further  delay.  "We  have 
received  several  thousand  cards,  from  the  various  Departments,  and  they 
have  been  arranged  by  Regiments  and  Companies,  and  have  proved  an 
excellent  foundation  lor  the  record  of  all  living  soldiers,  that  it  is  our  aim 
to  establish  in  the  Pension  Office.  During  the  last  fifteen  days  in  April, 
we  furnished  from  the  cards  on  file,  about  J,ooo  names  of  officers  and 
enlisted  men,  with  their  Post  Office  addresses,  for  use  in  over  125  cases, 
that  are  pending  in  this  office.  This  item  alone,  must  prove  to  every 
member  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  as  it  has  to  us,  that  here  is  one  of  the  best 
opportunities  ever  offered  the  organization,  to  aid  the  ex-Soldiers  of  the 
Union  Army."  Jt  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  comrades,  or  Posts,  who  have 
not  already  forwarded  the  Service  Cards,  may  realize  the  importance  of 
at  once  doing  so. 

II.  The  coming  Semi-Annual  Encampment  at  Bellefonte,  from  August 
16th,  to  21st,  inclusive,  promises  to  be  one  of  unusual  interest  and  enjoy- 
ment. The  comrades  of  that  section  of  the  State,  are  using  every  effort 
to  provide  comfortable  quarters,  desirable  camping  grounds  and  furnish 
amusement  for  all,  during  the  entire  time. 

The  famous  Weccacoe  band,  of  Philadelphia,  will  be  in  attendance. 

The  rale  over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  branches,  will  be  two 
cents  per  mile  each  way,  except  in  cases  where  a  sufficient  number  can 
be  secured  to  run  a  special  train,  when  a  much  lower  rate  can  be 
obtained.  A  special  train  will  be  run  from  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh, 
provided  two  hundred  persons  can  be  secured  from  each  point.  The 
rate,  if  special  train  is  used  going  and  regular  trains  returning,  will 
he  about  1. 'i  cents  per  mile  each  way. 

Railroad  rates  on  other  roads  and  other  information  will  he  given  in 
future  orders.

There  will  be  a  camp  provided,  easy  of  access,  at  which  all  who  desire 
can  secure  quarters  free,  and  meals  for  a  small  price. 

Those  who  wish  can  secure  accommodations  in  private  families,  in 
boarding  houses,  or  in  hotels. 

Any  letter  of  inquiry  may  be  addressed  to  Department  Commander, 
E.  C.  B.ibb,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  who  will  refer  it  to  the  proper  Com- 
mittee. 

There  will  be  a  Grand  Reunion,  Parade  and  Review,  on  Tuesday,  July 
22(1  ;  a  grand  Camp-Fire  in  camp  in  the  evening  of  that  day,  and  other 
entertainments  during  the  week." 

III.  A  special  train  has  been  secured  to  leave  Philadelphia  (Ninth  and 
Green  streets,)  at  6  I'.

I.  In  conformity  with  a  resolution  unanimously  adopted  at  the  Semi- 
Annual  Encampment,  the  Department  Commander  calls  the  attention 
of  the  comrades  to  the  Celtysburg  Battle-held  Association,  and  urges 
upon  every  Post  and  as  many  comrades  as  possibly  can,  to  subscribe  for 
at  least  one  share  of  stock,  and  thus  become  part-owners  of  the  great 
battle-field  of  the  Republic. 

II.  "  The  Association  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  holding  and  pre- 
serving the  battle-grounds  of  Gettysburg,  with  the  natural  and  artificial 
defences  thereof  and  to  perpetuate  the  same  with  such  memorial  struc- 
tures as  might  be  erected  thereon,  in  commemoration  of  the  heroic  deeds 
and  achievements  of  the  actors  thereon." 

Many  Posts  and  individual  comrades  have  already  subscribed  for  stock. 

It  was  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  that  within  a  few  years  revived 
an  interest  in  the  Association  that  now  has  complete  control  of  the  man- 
agement, nearly  all  the  Directors  being  comrades  of  this  Department. 

Since  they  secured  the  management  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania 
appropriated  #10,000 — with  which  additional  land  was  purchased  and  a 
wide  avenue  opened  along  the  line  of  battle,  from  the  Taneytown  Road 
to  Round  Top. 

Since  that  time  Massachusetts  appropriated  $5,000  for  the  purchase  of 
land,  and  last  winter  made  an  additional  appropriation  of  #500  to  each 
Regiment  and  Mattery  of  the  State,  engaged  in  the  battle,  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  a  memorial  shaft  to  mark  its  position  on  the  held. 

These  twenty  i\\\c  memorials  will  be  erected  within  a  year,  and  at  least 
twenty  others,  it  is  known,  will  be  put  up  within  that  time  by  Regimental 
Associations  of  this  and  other  States. 

Such  is  the  interest  manifested  that  it  is  believed  it  will  be  but  a  short 
time  until  all  the  commands  engaged  in  the  battle  will  have  their  positions 
accurately  marked  by  some  enduring  memorial'. 
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The  Association  lias  acquired  and  holds  in  fee-simple,  considerable 
portions  of  the  battle-field  including  points  of  the  greatest  interest  viz.: 

ist.  That  portion  of  the  grove  near  the  Katalysine  Springs  west  of  the 
town,  in  which  General  Reynolds  fell,  July  ist,  1863  ;  containing  four  and 
one-half  acres. 

2d.  "  Little  Round  Top,"  containing  seventy  acres;  also  about  thirty- 
five  acres  additional  on  the  east  and  south  slopes  of  Round  Top,  includ- 
ing the  ground  held  by  the  201I1  Maine  Volunteers,  July  2d,  1863. 

3d.  The  north  slopes  of  Round  Top,  containing  twenty-nine  acres. 

4th.  The  Park  opposite  to,  and  east  of  the  National  Cemetery,  con- 
taining ten  acres. 

5th.  McKnight's  Hill,  lying  between  and  connecting  Cemetery  Ridge 
witli  "Culp's  Hill."  containing  about  thirteen  acres. 

6th.  "Culp's  Hill,"  containing  thirty-one  acres,  and  thirty-two  acres 
additional  on  the  east  and  south  of  "Culp's  Hill," including  the  "Spang- 
ler  Spring"  and  the  ground  over  which  the  2d  Massachusetts  Volunteers 
made  their  gallant  charge,  July  y\. 

7th.  The  "  wheat-field  "  and  woods  south  of  it  which  lias  been  aptly 
styled  the  "whirl-pool"  of  this  great  battle  and  upon  which  so  many 
brave  men  gave  up  their  lives;  this  makes  the  amount  of  land  held  by 
the  Association.  240  acres,  or  including  "Crawford's  Glen,"  the  title  to 
which  is  held  by  General  S.  W.  Crawford,  but  which  is  under  our  care, 
an  aggregate  of  about  280  acres,  embracing  the  most  interesting  portions 
of  this  great  battle-field  for  the  preservation  and  improvement,  of  which 
it  is  the  business  of  the  Association  to  provide. 

All  these  grounds  remain  as  they  were  at  the  time  of  the  battle,  except 
so  far  as  the  marks  have  been  effaced  by  the  operation  of  natural 
causes;  and  to  a  large  extent  the  lunettes  and  infantry  defences  have 
been  renewed  and  preserved  as  originally  constructed  on  these  portions 
of  the  field. 

More  land  including  the  most  important  part  of  the  field  not  yet  owned 
by  the  Association,  must  be  acquired,  and  the  Posts  and  comrades  are 
asked  to  help  in  the  purchase  of  it. 

The  shares  of  stock  are  #10.00  each  for  which  application  can  be  made 
to  Thos.  J.  Stewart,  Assistant  Adjutant  General.  Each  shareholder  is 
entitled  to  vote  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  at  all  elections  of  the 
Association.

The  Department  Commander  appeals  to  the  Commander  of  every 
Post  to  not  only  do  all  in  his  [lower,  to  add  to  our  numbers  and  increase 
our  efficiency  and  usefulness,  but  to  use  every  endeavor  to  have  each 
comrade  do  his  part. 

Almost  every  Post  in  the  Department  can  add,  at  least,  fifty  per  cent. 
to  its  membership  before  January  1st,  if  each  comrade  will  go  actively 
to  work. 

The  Post  meetings  should  be  made  entertaining  and  instructive,  the 
hours  spent  there  should  be  made  both  pleasant  and  profitable.  This 
can  be  done  by  appointing  a  proper  committee,  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
provide  proper  entertainment. 

An  enforcement  of  the  discipline,  so  necessary  to  the  life  and  useful- 
ness of  every  Post,  has  in  many  cases  resulted  in  the  suspension  of  a 
large  number  of  comrades  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  The  great  loss 
in  membership  occurring  in  this  manner  can  in  almost  every  case  be 
avoided  by  the  appointyneut  of  a  compeloit  committee  to  whom  should 
be  referred  the  case  of  any  and  all  comrades  who  may  be  in  arrears. 
They  should  confer  with  the  Quartermaster,  who  may  be  Chairman  of 
the  committee,  and  get  from  him  the  names  of  comrades  who  may  be 
becoming  in  arrears  by  absenting  themselves  from  meetings  of  the  Post, 
or  by  negligence  in  regard  to  payment  ol  dues,  &c. 

The  Committee  on  Delinquents  should  visit  the  comrades,  urge  them 
to  pay,  and  retain  their  membership  and  standing  in  the  Post.  Many  of 
them  may  be  unable  by  reason  of  sickness,  or  other  causes,  to  pay,  if  so, 
let  the  committee  investigate  the  case,  and  if  they  deem  the  comrade 
worthy,   recommend  a  remission  of  his    dues    to  an    amount  that  will 
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I3y  active  well  directed  work  and  especially  by  Commanders  of  Posts, 
tliis  Department  can  not  only  retain  its  present  proud  position  but  be  so 
far  advanced  that  it  will  be  an  honor  for  any  comrade  to  be  able  to  say, 
I  am  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic- 
Great  good,  would  result  from  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  on 
Recruiting  to  whom  the  comrades  of  the  Post  could  give  from  time  to 
time  the  name  and  residence  of  any  old  soldier  they  may  know,  let  the 
committee  collect  the  names  and  either  see  the  old  soldier  in  person  or 
arrange  for  some  comrade  acquainted  with  him  to  visit  him  and  induce 
him  to  connect  himself  with  the  Post. 

Comrade  see  to  it  that  proper  and  efficient  committees  are  appointed 
at  once  that  they  go  actively  to  work,  and  let  not  a  single  name  remain 
on  the  suspended  roll  of  your  Post  on  January  ist,  18S5.

The  inspection  of  Posts  is  one  of  the  most  important  branches  in  the 
government  of  the  Department.  By  proper  inspection,  Posts  are  made 
to  work  uniformly,  the  Ritual  is  properly  observed,  errors  in  positions 
and  duties  of  officers  are  corrected,  di 
ing  and  condition  of  Posts  properly 
quarters. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  work  committed  to  your  care,  the 
Department  Commander  appointed  you,  not  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
honoring  you  with  title  or  position,  but  because  of  your  knowledge  of 
the  work  and  your  ability  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

The  semi-annual  inspection  of  Posts  in  this  Department,  should  be 
made  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  and  the  Reports 
of  same  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Assistant  lnspector-at-Large  of  your 
District,  not  later  than  December,  in  order  that  he  may  be  enabled  to 
forward  all  the  Reports  for  his  District  not  later  than  December  22d, 
otherwise  the  Department  Inspector  will  be  unable  to  consolidate  them, 
and  prepare  his  Report  for  the  Annual  Encampment. 

Assistant  Inspectors-at-Large  will  immediately  detail  the  Assistant 
Inspectors  to  inspect  the  Posts  in  their  respective  Districts. 

In  cases  where  those  already  appointed  are  unable  to  perform  the  work 
in  the  time  specified,  other  comrades  can  be  detailed  by  the  Assistant 
lnspector-at-Large  to  assist. 

The  plan  of  inspection  as  announced  in  General  Orders,  No.  9,  dated 
May  15,  188.1,  is  the  most  complete  we  have  ever  had  and  there  can  be 
no  good  reason  for  not  having  every  Post  properly  inspected. 
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The  attention  of  Assistant  Inspectors  is  called  to  the  following  matters 
in  connection  with  Form  H.  Question  No.  2,  is  a  double  question  and 
requires  two  answers.  The  work  of  the  Ritual  may  be  memorized  and 
improperly  performed  or  vice  versa. 

The  answer  to  Questions  Nos.  32,  33  and  34  should  include  the  entire 
year,  beginning  October  1st,  1883,  and  ending  September  30th,  1884.

Let  your  aim  be  to  make  the  official  positions  in  your  Post 
worthy  of  the  ambition  of  the  most  competent  and  able;  and  let  every 
comrade  who  may  be  selected  feel  that  he  has  been  highly  honored,  and 
bring  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  his  best  efforts.

copy  of  Credentials  properly  signed  to  these  Headquarters.  The  atten- 
tion of  Post  Commanders  is  called  to  Chapter  III,  Article  II,  Section  3, 
Rules  and  Regulations,  which  says:  "All  Posts  in  arrears  for  reports 
or  dues  shall  be  excluded  for  the  time  being,  from  representation,  either 
by  Post  Commander  or  otherwise  in  the  Department  Encampment." 

Delinquency  in  Posts  is  due  entirely  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
Commander,  as  it  is  his  duty  alone  to  see  that  reports  are  forwarded 
promptly.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  but  few  Posts  are 
delinquent,  and  it  is  but  just  to  commend  those  Commanders  who  have- 
so  faithfully  performed  their  duties.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  our 
Department  Encampment  meets  not  a  single  Post  will  be  reported  as 
delinquent. 

II.  Chaplain,  Rev.  John  VV.  Sayers,  Chairman  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Orphans  Schools  desires  the  Soldiers'  Orphans  Committee  of  the  differ- 
ent Posts  to  forward  to  him  reports  of  their  work  during  the  year,  in 
order  that  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Orphans  Schools  may  make  a  full 
and  complete  report  to  the  Department  Encampment,  The  reports 
called  for  by  the  Chairman  should  be  forwarded  to  him  at  these  Head- 
quarters as  promptly  as  possible. 

III.  Each  Aide-de-Camp  on  the  Staff  of  the  Department  Commander 
is  required  to  make  a  report  to  these  Headquarters  on  December  31st, 
showing  what  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year.  Those  fail- 
ing to  comply  will  be  so  reported  in  report  to  Department  Encampment.  , 

IV.  The  Department  Commander  takes  pleasure  in  calling  attention 
to  a  work  recently  compiled  by  Comrade  Robt.  P>  Beath.  Past  Com- ' 
mander-in-Chief,  under  the  title  of  the  "GRAND  Aumv  BLUE  Book," 
which  gives  to  each  Section  or  Article  of  tlie  Rules  and  Regulations,  in 
notes  appended  thereto,  the  decisions  of  Commanders-in-Chief,  or 
opinions  of  the  Judge  Advocates  General,  bearing  thereon,  with  addi- 
tional notes,  explanations  or  suggestions,  by  Comrade  Beath.  The 
system  of  references  adopted  in  this  Book,  with  the  varied  information 
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it  contains,  not  easily  accessible  in  any  other  form,  makes  this  work  one 
of  great  value  to  every  officer  or  comrade  desiring  to  be  fully  informed 
on  Grand  Army  laws  and  usages.  Each  Post  should  have  a  copy,  and 
should  keep  it  for  reference  by  comrades. 

The  sale  of  this  Book  is  not  restricted  to  Posts  alone,  but  can  be  pur- 
chased by  comrades  from  these  Headquarters  at  $1.00  per  copy.  Every 
Post  officer  should  be  well  informed  on  the  laws  governing  the  Post 
and  in  this  Hook  will  be  found  the  information  necessary  to  an  intelli- 
gent performance  of  his  duty.

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The    Department   Commander   then   delivered    the   following 
address : 


Comrades: 

It  is  with  no  little  pleasure  that  I  greet  you  all  and  bid  you  wel- 
come to  this  our  Thirty-sixth  Semi-annual  Encampment. 

We  meet  to  renew  in  pleasant  intercourse  that  spirit  of  frater. 
nity  which  binds  us  so  closely  together,  to  survey  the  progress 
we  have  made  thus  far,  and  through  interchange  of  ideas  to  pre- 
pare for  the  duties  yet  to  come. 

We  cannot  but  feel  highly  gratified  when  we  look  back  on  the 
past  six  months  and  realize  the  grand  results  accomplished,  the 
harmony  that  has  prevailed,  and  the  prompt  and  intelligent  work 
that  has  been  performed  throughout  our  entire  Department. 

I  have  been  able  to  visit,  in  company  with  other  Department 
officers  and  members  of  my  staff,  quite  a  number  of  Posts  and 
camp-fires  during  the  past  six  months,  and  I  am  proud  to  say 
that  in  every  instance  we  have  been  received  with  marked  cour- 
tesy, by  citizens  as  well  as  by  Comrades.  This,  it  seems  to  me, 
indicates  the  high  esteem  in  which  our  organization  is  held. 
The  kindly  greetings  extended  us  by  all  Comrades  assures  us  that 
the  Fraternity  which  unites  and  cements  us  together  so  closely  is 
a  living  reality.  I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  report  that  nearly  every 
Post  in  the  Department  has  made  material  gains  since  January 
last,  and  many  have  added  largely  to  their  relief  fund  through 
fairs  and  other  entertainments. 

We  have  instituted  fifty-two  (52)  new  Posts,  and  the  net  gains 
have  been  larger  than  ever  before  in  the  same  period,  aggregating 
upwards  of  3,000  members. 

The  character  of  those  who  are  being  mustered  daily  into  our 
ranks  is  also  cause  for  congratulation,  and  we  may  truthfully  say 
that  our  Order  represents  in  its  membership  the  very  best  of  that 
Grand  old  Army  and  Navy  who  so  nobly  battled  together  for 
the  integrity  of  the  country  during  those  dark  days  in  its  history 
from  1S61  to  1865. 

The  reports  received  this  year  from  all  Posts  of  this  State,  as 
well  as  from  tin:  entire  country,  indicate  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  interest  in  the  observance  of  Memorial   Day.     The*' 
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observance  of  this  day  has  become  universal,  and  it  is  exceptional 
to  find  a  town  or  village  that  fails  to  pay  its  tribute  of  love  and 
respect  to  the  memory  of  those  who  freely  gave  their  lives  that 
the  nation  might  live.  The  reports  received  also  show  that  the 
exercises  were  more  in  accordance  with  the  objects  fur  which  this 
day  was  set  apart. 

Inspection. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  Lancaster  En- 
campment, placing  the  matter  of  a  more  suitable  plan  for  inspec- 
tion in  the  hands  of  your  Council  of  Administration,  several 
meetings  were  held  at  Department  Headquarters,  at  all  of  which 
nearly  the  entire  Council  were  present,  and  after  a  thorough  re- 
view of  the  whole  question,  a  plan  was  decided  upon  whicn  can- 
not but  result  in  a  nearer  approach  to  the  standard  than  could 
otherwise  be  attained. 

The  State  was  divided  into  nineteen  Inspection  Districts,  one 
being  assigned  to  the  Department  Inspector,  and  an  Assistant  In- 
Inspector-at-large  placed  in  charge  of  each  of  the  others,  with  a 
suitable  number  of  Assistants  in  each  District,  under  his  control 
and  direction. 

The  exhibit  made  by  the  Department  Inspector's  Report  will 
show  you  that,  as  far  as  possible  in  the  limited  time  allowed  these 
officers  for  the  spring  inspections,  thorough  and  systematic  work 
has  been  done,  and  that  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  exists. 

It  is  my  desire  that  no  Post  shall  be  reported  this  year  as  not 
inspected,  and  I  confidently  predict  that  under  our  present  plan 
all  will  receive  an  official  visit  from  a  Department  officer,  ere  the 
year  closes. 

National  Encampment. 

The  Eighteenth  National  Encampment,  held  at  Minneapolis, 
July  23d  to  25th,  was  a  notable  event  in  the  history  of  our  organi- 
zation, and  was  a  success  in  every  respect. 

This  Department  was,  as  usual,  fully  represented,  and  it  affords 
me  pleasure  to  report  that  every  one  of  the  representatives  were 
faithful  in  their  attendance  during  the  entire  session.  In  the  legis- 
lation of  the  Encampment  Pennsylvania  occupied  a  prominence 
commensurate  with  her  extent  and  influence,  and  was  again  com- 
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plimented  by  the  selection  of  one  of  her  most  active  workers, 
Comrade  W.  D.  Hall,  M.  D.,  who  was  unanimously  elected  to 
the  position  of  Surgeon  General.  And  also  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief-elect,  through  the  re-appointment  of  Comrade  John  Tay- 
lor as  Quartermaster  General.  Pennsylvania  will  unite  in  saying 
that  this  appointment  is  not  only  a  compliment  to  this  Depart- 
ment, but  is  a  just  tribute  to  one  who  has  ever  been  zealous,  faith- 
ful, hard- working  and  honest  for  the  best  interests  of  our  Order. 
I  now  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  various  officers  ot 
my  official  staff. 

The  work  of  the  Adjutant  General's  office  has  been  most 
promptly,  efficiently  and  thoroughly  conducted  by  Comrade 
Thos.  J.  Stewart.  No  more  faithful,  earnest  or  devoted  worker 
in  the  cause  exists,  and  to  his  untiring  zeal  and  devotion  may  be 
most  largely  ascribed  the  magnificent  success  that  has  attended 
our  first  half  year's  work. 

And  now,  Comrades,  a  word  for  the  future.  For  several  years 
past  Pennsylvania  has  been  the  banner  Department,  and  yet  holds 
the  right  of  the  line,  but  is  in  danger  of  losing  that  highly  hon- 
orable position,  unless  the  same  vigorous  work  and  determination 
to  lead  which  has  characterized  her  Comrades  for  years  past  be 
kept  up.  We  claim  for  our  Department  the  honor  of  first  re- 
viving interest  in  our  Order. 

The  influence  of  her  enthusiastic  and  earnest  devotion  to  the 
principles  of  the  Grand  Army  has  extended  to  other  Departments 
and  aroused  in  them  such  a  desire  to  emulate  our  good  work  that 
now  we  can  no  longer  hold  undisputed  the  proud  position  we 
have  occupied.  Other  Departments  are  pressing  us  closely  and 
for  us  to  remain  passive  will  be  fatal.  Let  me  urge  upon  you  the 
importance  of  renewed  effort  in  the  line  of  recruiting  during  the 
next  six  months. 

We  have  had  marked  prosperity  and  progress  during  the  first 
half  year,  let  us  see  to  it,  that  there  is  no  falling  off  in  our  efforts 
to  enlighten  those  who  are  yet  outside,  as  to  our  objects  and 
purposes  and  induce  them  to  come  into  our  ranks  and  enjoy  with 
us  the  bonds  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty. 

In  conclusion,  I  trust  that  all  who  are  here  assembled  have  and 
will  enjoy  themselves  fully  and  yet  within  reasonable  bounds. 
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In  bidding  adieu  to  the  good  people  of  Bellefonte  who  have  so 
hospitably  received  and  welcomed  us,  let  us  feel  sure  that  nothing 
has  occurred  that  would  reflect  discreditably  upon  any  member 
or  upon  the  organization  we  are  proud  to  represent. 


The  Assistant  Adjutant  General  then  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Headquarters,  Department  of  Pennsylvania, 
Grand  Army  ok  the  Republic, 
Camp  Curtin, 
Bellefonte,  August  20th,  1884. 
F,  II.  DYER,  Department  Commander. 

Sir  and  Comrade:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report 
of  the  affairs  of  my  office  since  the  Encampment  at  Lancaster,  February 
7th,  1SS4: 

The  Department  still  maintains  its  proud  and  enviable  position,  and 
has  never  been  more  uniformly  prosperous  than  at  the  present  time. 
This  is  best  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  we  have  mustered  since  the 
Department  Encampment  at  Lancaster,  (a  period  of  six  months)  fifty-  . 
two  Posts.  In  hut  two  cases  has  an  application  been  received  with  less 
than  twenty-five  signatures,  while  seven  had  forty-eight,  and  but  few 
indeed  less  than  thirty.  The  character  of  the  membership,  and  the 
enthusiasm  shown  at  the  organization  proves  all  the  new  Posts  to  be 
valuable  acquisitions  to  our  ranks. 

Many  of  the  older  Posts  are  deserving  of  especial  mention  for  increase 
in  membership. 

In  the  great  progress  made,  I  am  indebted  to  Aides-dc-Camp  D. 
Stewart  Elliott,  A.  D.  Albert,  J.  B,  Haverstick,  and  II.  C.  Sayres,  for 
work  of  mustering  Posts.  Others  of  your  Staff  have  been  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  Order,  and  I  assure  you  it 
affords  me  pleasure  to  refer  to,  and  commend,  the  efficiency  and  earnest- 
ness of  those  whom  you  have  appointed  as  Aides-de-Canip  on  your 
Staff. 

Basing  my  calculations  upon  reports  received  to  June  30th,  I  can  safely 
report  to  this  Encampment  a  membership  at  this  time  in  the  Department 
°f  33,5"°  comrades,  and  I  fully  believe  that  2,000  more  can  be  added 
during  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Reports  show  that  we  are  expending  upwards  of  $50,000  per  year  in 
charity,  but  1  am  sorry  to  say  too  great  a  proportion  of  this  sum  is  being 
paid  to  impostors  and  unworthy  persons.  Posts  and  comrades  should 
bear  in  mind  that  it  will  not  always  do  to  believe  the  pitiful  story  as  told 
by  a  seeming  "old  soldier"  or  even  the  wearer  of  a  Grand  Army  badge. 
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The  story  so  full  of  exact  dates  and  correct  names  can  be  easily  com- 
mitted to  memory,  and  should  a  flaw  occur,  or  a  misstatement  be  made,- 
how  convenient  to  have  a  memory  impaired  by  age.  The  badge  of  the 
Grand  Army  having  been  lost  by  comrades,  or  stolen  from  them,  too 
often  adorns  the  breast  of  those  who  have  not  a  single  qualification  of 
eligibility  to  membership  or  iota  of  right  to  wear  our  badge,  yet,  in  the 
above  manner  are  Posts  and  comrades  imposed  upon,  and  the  charity 
that  should  go  to  the  honest  and  deserving  comrade  whose  pride,  (a 
pardonable  one,)will  not  allow  him  to  make  his  wants  known  is  used 
to  encourage  the  very  people  who  are  a  curse  to  the  land  for  which  the 
soldier  fought.  For  our  own  protection  every  case  should  be  thoroughly 
and  closely  investigated  before  charity  is  extended.  If  the  applicant 
cannot  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  and  is  in  immediate  want,  afford 
only  the  most  temporary  relief. 

As  in  former  reports  I  can  still  refer  with  pride  to  the  excellent  disci- 
pline of  this  Department.  It  is  unequalled  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  yet  it  can  be  improved  upon  by  a  closer  attention  to 
General  Orders  on  the  part  of  Post  officers.  They  should  all  understand 
that  General  Orders  are  a  necessity  in  the  Department,  and  the  require- 
ments of  each  Order  should  be  promptly  complied  with,  more  especially 
in  forwarding  reports. 

Our  present  Encampment,  under  canvass  at  Bellcfonte,  has  been 
highly  successful,  yet  could  have  been  made  more  so  had  not  the  Kail- 
road  companies  ruled  so  harshly  against  us  in  the  matter  of  rates.  I 
regret  to  say  that  none  of  them  show  a  disposition  to  encourage  us,  but 
rather  to  discourage,  by  yearly  advancing  rates  and  placing  additional 
restrictions  upon  us  in  procuring  tickets. 

1  have  worked  earnestly  to  secure  low  and  acceptable  rates  and  have 
been  ably  assisted  by  comrades,  especially  by  Comrade  Louis  Wagner, 
yet  to  no  purpose. 

Our  continued  requests  for  the  canvass  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania,  while  always  cheerfully  complied  with  by  Comrade  P.  N. 
Guthrie,  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania,  I  feel  sometimes  places  him 
in  an  embarrassing  position,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  to  secure  the  necessary  legislation  that  will  give 
us  the  use  of  the  canvass  and  camp  equipage  by  authority  of  the  State. 

The  increasing  number  of  camp-fires  and  reunions  of  Posts  is  very 
noticeable,  and  I  believe  that  they  should  be  encouraged  as  a  means  of 
recruiting  our  ranks  and  maintaining  an  interest  in  our  organization.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  for  the  past  six  months  : 

A  detailed  financial  statement  would  be  voluminous  and  require  to  be 
repeated  at  the  close  of  the  present  term,  thereby  causing  unnecessary' 
expense  to  the  Department. 

The  receipts  have  exceeded  those  of  any  previous  period  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  Order,  while  the  expenditures  have  been  most  carefully 
guarded  by  the  Council  of  Administration,  who  have  personally  exam- 
ined all  bills  and  vouchers  for  the  same. 

Much  time,  labor,  and  expenditure  of  personal  funds  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  has  been  requited  of  them,  and  no  recognition  thereof 
has  been  given  by  the  Department. 

It  would  seem  but  just  that  Officers  and  Comrades  of  the  Department 
who  maybe  detailed  for  special  duty  should  Ik-  reimbursed  for  their 
actual  expenditures  for  transportation  and  subsistence  while  performing 
the  duties  required  of  them. 

The  Assistant  Quartermaster  General's  Department,  occupying,  as  it 
does,  a  portion  of  the  rooms  at  Headquarters,  is  thereby  enabled  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  office  with  the  least  possible  expense,  the 
principal  items  of  which  are  stationery,  and  postage  on  correspondence 
and  supplies. 

The  financial  reports  of  the  various  Posts  show  that  the  Department 
is  in  a  most  prosperous  condition,  and  the  fact  that  they  report  an  ex- 
penditure of  nearly  125,000  for  relief  during  the  past  six  months  proves 
how  faithfully  and  well  they  are  performing  the  noble  work  of  our  Grand 
Army  in  caring  for  our  needy  comrades.

Address  of  the   Department   Commander. 


Comrades  of  the  Grand" Army; 

Assembled  here  this  morning  in  the  Nineteenth  Annual  En- 
campment in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of 
this  State,  and  gathering  in  larger  numbers  than  ever  before,  we 
should  return  our  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  to  the  Great  Conf- 
mander  of  us  all  for  the  mercy  which  has  permitted  so  many  of^s 
to  again  renew  the  pleasant  memories  of  past  associations.        ? 

Looking  over  this  large  assembly,  each  face  beaming  with  re- 
newed interest  in  the  work  which  lies  before  us,  I  feel  like  extend- 
ing to  each  and  every  one  of  you  my  most  thankful  and  hearty 
congratulations  upon  the  continued  growth  and  prosperity  of  our 
grand  old  Keystone  Department. 

We  have  come  together  to  settle  the  affairs  of  the  past 
year,  and  plan  for  the  further  advancement  of  the  principles  and 
influence  of  this  grand  organization  in  the  future,  and  may  a  true 
spirit  of  fraternity  be  present  with  us  and  rule  over  all  our  delib- 
erations. 

In  summing  up  the  year's  work,  and  its  measure  of  prosperity, 
it  is  fitting  tQ  refer  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  our  Order 
was  called  upon  to  pass  through  one  of  the  most  exciting  and 
heated  political  campaigns  ever  known  in  our  country's  history, 
and  it  should  be  a  matter  of  great  congratulation  to  us  all  that  in 
spite  of  the  excitement  and  partisan  strife  thus  engendered,  and 
its  effect  in  drawing  the  attention  of  comrades  from  Grand 
Arm)'  work  and  affairs,  we  have  still  been  able  to  stem  the  tide 
and  again  show  a  substantial  and  gratifying  gain  to  the  membership 
of  this  Department.  I  am  also  glad  to  say  that  the  members 
throughout  the  State,  with  but  few  exceptions,  so  conducted 
themselves  as  to  .show  to  the  world  that  our  Order  is  formed   for 
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higher  and  purer  purposes  than  the  advancement  of  partisan. in- 
trigue or  political  machination.  In  speaking  of  the  work  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  being 
in  any  sense  boastful,  but  simply  grateful  that  we  have  been  able  to 
accomplish  so  much  in  the  face  of  so  many  adverse  circumstances. 

When  I  was  so  signally  honored  by  an  election  to  the  high  and 
responsible  position  of  Commander  of  this  Department  by  the 
delegates  to  the  last  Encampment,  I  determined  to  work,  and 
work  hard  during  my  term,  not  only  to  maintain  the  line  estab- 
lished by  my  honored  predecessors,  but  to  make  a  still  further 
advance,  if  such  were  possible;  and,  now  that  my  term  is  over,  ] 
can  truthfully  say  that,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  1  have  done  all 
that  lay  in  my  power  to  promote  the  interests  and  extend  the 
benefits  of  our  organization  in  this  Department.  « 

We  have  had,  during  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  the  distractions 
beforeenumerated,  very  hard  times  to  contend  with,  and  thegejperal 
suspension  of  work  in  so  many  industries  throughout  our  State, 
and  the  general  depression  in  all  business,  has  resulted  in  a  very 
large  increase  in  our  suspended  membership.  Stricter  attention 
has  been  given  by  our  Posts  to  the  rules  relating  to  delinquents, 
and  the  material  gains  that  have  been  made  in  new  members  has 
been  more  than  offset,  in  many  cases,  by  the  losses  resulting  from 
the  strict  enforcement  of  those  rules. 

I  do  not  feel,  however,  that  all  of  these  comrades  are  lost  to 
the  Department,  but  am  sure  that  with  the  return  of  prosperity 
a  large  proportion  of  them  will  again  renew  their  membership! 
and  help  swell  the  ranks  of  our  Order. 

While  we  have  not  fully  reached  the  advanced  position  I  had 
hoped  for,  because  of  these  adverse  circumstances,  our  net  gain  in 
membership  is  fully  up  to  that  of  previous  years,  and  the  proud 
distinction  of  being  the  Banner  Department  still  remains  with  us. 
I  have  not  been  over  anxious  for  the  formation  of  new  Posts 
during  my  term,  believing  more  in  the  building  up  and  strength- 
ening of  those  already  in  existence,  and  feeling  sure  that  with 
proper  and  determined  effort,  the  active  membership  in  nearly 
every  Post  in  the  Department  could  be  largely  increased. 

Applications  for  charters  for  new  Posts  have  been  required  to 
have  at  least  twenty-five  signatures,  ami   none  have  been  granted 
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with  a  less  number,  or  where  the  formation  of  a  new  Post  would 
seriously  conflict  with  the  work  and  efficiency  of  one  or  more 
already  in  existence.  Of  the  large  number  of  applications  re- 
ceived during  the  year  hut  65  have  been  grunted  and  added  to 
our  Roster.  All  of  these  .ire  in  excellent  condition  ami  increasing 
their  membership  rapidly. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General, 
Thomas  J.  Stewart,  we  now  have  in  this  Department  472  Posts, 
with  35,000  members,  a  gain  of  65  Posts  ami  4,000  in  membership 
for  the  year  1884.  No  county  in  the  State  is  now  without  its  Post, 
and  the  territory  seems  to  me  to  be  well  occupied. 

CHARITY. 

The  finances  of  our  Department,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  detailed 
report  of  the  Assistant  Quartermaster  General  II.  G.  Williams,  Sire 
in  a  healthy  condition  and  require  no  attention  at  my  hands.     | 

The  amounts  expended  in  charity  by  the  several  Posts  during 
the  year,  aggregate  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  $60,000.  Many 
Posts  are  not  particular  in  making  reports  of  the  amounts  they 
expend  for  relief,  and  therefore  an  accurate  total  cannot  be 
given. 

The  largest  amount  expended  by  any  one  Post  for  charity  is 
#3,380.00,  by  Post  151,  of  Pittsburgh.  This  is  closely  followed 
by  Post  1 28  of  Allegheny  City,  which  reports  an  expenditure 
for  the  year,  in  charity,  of  $2,300.00. 

These  facts  certainly  make  a  magnificent  showing'  for  the  Posts 
of  this  Department  and  one  in  which  we  can  feel  a  just  pride. 

INSPECTIONS. 

From  the  report  of  the  Department  Inspector  as  well  as  from 
my  own  personal  observation,  I  am  prepared  to  say  that  the  plan 
for  inspections  devised  by  the  Council  of  Administration  has 
proven  a  decided  success. 

The  report  of  this  officer  will  show  that  a  larger  number  of 
Posts  were  inspected  both  Spring  and  Fall,  during  the  last  year 
under  this  plan  than  has  ever  been  reached  before  in  this  Depart- 
ment. Considerable  delay  was  experienced  in  the  perfecting  of 
plan  and  promulgation  of  necessary  orders  for  Spring  Inspections, 
which  delay  was  unavoidable,  but  through  the  active  co-operation 
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and  faithful  attendance  to  duty  of  these  comrades  who  weje 
selected  as  assistants  420  Posts  were  visited  and  inspected.  The 
Fall  Inspections  were  also  materially  interfered  with  by  reason  of 
the  political  excitement  which  prevailed  to  a  late  day.  0(  the 
472  Posts  upon  our  Roster  420  have  been  inspected  once  and  358 
Posts  twice  during  the  year,  and  1  am  happy  to  say  that  the 
reports  received  indicate  that  the  Posts  of  this  Department  are 
performing  the  work  of  the  Ritual  in  a  uniformity  of  manner 
that  has  never  been  excelled  since  the  organization  of  the  Order 
in  this  State.  This  most  successful  showing  has  been  largely 
due  to  the  untiring  work  of  the  Department  Inspector,  Comrade 
S.  M.  Duvall,  who  has  devoted  a  large  share  of  his  time  to 
developing  and  carrying  out  the  general  plan,  and  by  personal 
appeal  to  the  comrades  intrusted  with  the  details,  has  imbued  the 
greater  portion  of  them  with  his  own  sense  of  the  importance}  of 
their  duties,  and  with  his  own  desire  to  achieve  the  results  ainjed 
at.  In  addition  to  the  very  large  correspondence  required  by  she 
duties  of  his  office,  Comrade  Duvall  has  made  personally  over 
sixty  inspections  during  the  year.  His  constant  attention  to  duty 
and  the  success  which  has  attended  his  efforts,  certainly  merits  a 
substantial  recognition  at  your  hands. 

GATHERINGS    OK    THE    ORDER. 

The  Semi-Annual  Encampment,  under  canvas  at  Pellefonte, 
was  largely  attended  and  was  a  most  gratifying  success;  every- 
thing was  done  by  the  Comrades  of  Post  95,  having  the  matter  1 
in  charge,  aided  by  the  generous  people  of  Centre  County,  to 
make  the  Encampment  an  enjoyable  one,  and  the  days  spent 
among  the  beautiful  and  interesting  mountain  scenery  will  long 
be  remembered  by  those  who  participated. 

The  business  session  was  the  largest  and  best  ever  held  in  this  • 
Department  at  a  Summer  Encampment  ;  423  delegates  were  in 
attendance.  But  one  accident  occured  to  mar  an  unbroken 
week  of  pleasure.  As  the  business  session  was  adjourning, 
Comrade  J.  W.  Reimer,  of  Post  283,  Fairmount  Springs,  slipped 
and  fell,  injuring  his  spine  and  breaking  three  of  his  ribs. 
lie  was  promptly  cared  for  by  the  comrades  of  Post  95,  and,  at  a 
camp-fire  held  that  evening,  $500  was  subscribed  tor  the  sufferer, 
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a  broad  exercise  of  our  charity,  which  placed  the  comrade  grid 
his  family  beyond  the  fear  of  immediate  want  on  account  of  his 
misfortune. 

In  addition  to  this  Encampment  several  large  Re-unions  and 
Post  gatherings  have  been  held  during  the  year  throughout  our 
Department.  Among  those  deserving  of  especial  mention  are 
Williamsport,  Carbondale,  Titusville,  Williams  Grove,  Montrose, 
Pittsburgh,  Shamokin,  Philadelphia  and  Renovo.  All  of  these 
were  very  successful,  both  in  point  of  members  participating  and 
in  the  interest  manifested. 

The  Order  in  Philadelphia  participated  on  Grand  Army  Day, 
in  the  unveiling  of  the  Reynolds  Statue,  and  the  Department  was 
honored  upon  that  occasion  by  the  presence  of  Commander-in- 
Chief,  John  S.  Kountz. 

Grand  Army  Day  in  Pittsburgh  was  celebrated  by  a  large 
parade  of  the  Comrades  of  Allegheny  County  and  a  monster 
Camp  hire,  the  largest  ever  held  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  in 
the  evening.  Camp-fires  were  also  held  in  connection  with 
most  of  the  other  gatherings,  and  the  good  order  and  enthusiasm 
which  prevailed  on  every  occasion  popularized  and  advanced  the 
interests  of  our  Order  materially. 

soldiers'  orphans. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans  Committee,  Depart- 
ment Chaplain  Rev.  J.  W.  Sayefs,  will  again  present  a  complete 
and  very  important  report  upon  matters  pertaining  to  this  work^ 
He  has  labored  untiringly  during  the  past  year,  visiting  all  the 
schools  in  the  State,  and  doing  all  in  his  poWer  to  overcome  the 
difficulties  arising  from  a  deficiency  in' the  State's  appropriation. 

He  again  deserves  your  thanks  for  a  year's  hard  work  well 
performed. 

soldiers'  home. 

The  Committee  on  Soldiers  Home,  appointed  at  the  last  En- 
campment, was  increased  from  5  to  15  comrades,  at  the  Semi- 
Annual  Encampment  held  at  Bellefonte,  at  their  own  request. 

I  would  call  your  earnest  attention  to  their  report,  and  urge 
upon  you  the  importance  of  giving  to  this  grand  object  your  best 
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efforts,  and,  with  the  active  co-operation  of  the  35,000  comrades 
who  compose  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  success  in  this 
grand  undertaking  cannot  be  doubted. 

To  provide  a  home  in  reality  for  the  hundreds  of  old  soldiers 
who  are  now  in  our  almshouses,  a  home  where  they  can  pass  their 
remaining  days  in  comfort  and  relieved  of  the  taint  of  pauperism, 
is  certainly  an  object  worthy  of  our  best  efforts,  and,  with  success, 
another  proud  monument  to  the  work  of  our  Department  will 
have  been  erected. 

The  sympathies  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  will  un- 
doubtedly be  with  us  in  furthering  so  grand  a  charity,  and  liberal 
contributions  from  patriotic  men  and  women  will,  I  am  sure,  not 
be  wanting  to  aid  in  its  establishment  and  support. 

SONS    OF    VETERANS. 

I  have  been  repeatedly  asked  during  the  past  year  to  say  a 
good  word  for  the  organization  known  as  the  Sons  of  Veterans, 
but  as  the  matter  and  manner  of  their  recognition  byjour  Order 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  appointed  by  th£  last  Na- 
tional Encampment,  I  have  no  recommendations  to  After  under 
this  head. 

ladies'  aid  societies. 

Reports  received  from  the  several  Ladies'  Aid  Societies,  organ- 
ized as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Posts  of  this  Department,  show  that 
they  have  proven  most  efficient  allies  in  relief  work,  and  are  of 
great  benefit  to  the  Posts  with  which  (hey  are  associated,  i  am 
of  the  opinion  that  we  should  follow  in  the  footstens  of  the  last 
National  Encampment  and  give  to  them  an  expression  of  our 
hearty  appreciation  and  approval  of  their  work  and  sympathy  in 
their  objects,  which  are  to  assist  the  Grand  Army  in  the  care  and 
relief  of  the  destitute  families,  and  widows  and  orphans  of  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  late  war,  and  to  generally  advance  the  interests 
of  the  Posts  to  which  they  are  auxiliary. 

We  have  two  societies  working  within  our  Department,  each 
having  a  separate  Department  organization  but  identical  in  their 
objects  and  differing  only  in  their  membership. 

The  Ladies'  Loyal  League  restricts  its  membership  to  the 
mothers,  wives,  sisters,  and  daughters  of  soldiers  of  the  late  war, 
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while  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  accepts  every  loyal  woman  who 
is  willing  to  become  an  active  and  useful  member  of  the  organi- 
zation. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  last-named  is  the  broader  and  more 
comprehensive  basis  for  such  organizations,  but  let  us  assure 
both  of  our  hearty  good  will  and  support  in  carrying  out  the 
good  work  they  are  engaged  in. 

The  Department  president  of  each  organization  has  submitted 
a  report  of  their  year's  work,  and  they  will  be  incorporated  in  the 
proceedings  of  this  Encampment.1 

veterans'  rights  union. 

At  our  last  Annual  Encampment,  held  at  Lancaster,  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  endorsing  a  society  or  order  known  as  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Veterans'  Rights  Union.  There 
has  been  much  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  scope  and  meaning 
of  this  endorsement,  so  far  as  it  n 
partment  Officers  in  the  premises, 
ings  of  this  society  were  properly  a  part  of  my 
have,  therefore,  while  in  perfect  sympathy  with  the  declared  ob- 
jects of  the  organization,  taken  no  part  in  its  deliberations  or 
work.  I  am  led  to  believe,  however,  alter  a  careful  review  of  its 
objects  and  accomplishments,  that  its  work  can  be  safely  approved 
by  our  organization,  as  they  are,  among  others,  the  objects  of  our 
attention. 

It  appears  to  me  that  it  would  be  entirely  proper,  and  in  no 
sense  partisan,  to  give  to  an  effort  looking  to  a  practical  enforce- 
ment of  Section  1754,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  Slates, 
which  was  passed  by  a  grateful  government  as  a  reward  for  the 
valor  and  patriotism  of  the  soldiers  who  periled  all  in  defence  of 
their  country,  but  which  has  been  violated  and  ignored  both  in 
letter  and  spirit  until  it  has  become  a  dead  letter,  all  the  force  of 
our  large  membership  in  this  Department. 

Fair  consideration  of  the  claims  of  the  old  soldiers  upon  the 
government  will  be  given  him  in  these  days,  only  when  it  is  fairly 
understood  that  we  are  a  unit  in  demanding  that  consideration 
for  our  comrades,  which  is  guaranteed  by  law,  and  with  the  full 
assistance  ol  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  it  can  be  success- 


relates  to  the  action  jjbf  your  De- 
s.  I  have  not  felt  tlyat  the  work- 
/  a  part  of  mv  official  labors,  and 
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fully  demonstrated  that  laws  passed  in  the  interest  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  old  soldier  are  not  to  remain  a  dead  letter,  but  are 
mandatory  and  must  be  obeyed.  This  matter  will  be  laid  before 
you  at  the  proper  time  by  the  Officers  of  the  Union,  and  I 
bespeak  for  them  your  earnest  attention  and  consideration. 

NATIONAL    PENSION    COMMITTEE. 

I  wish  to  impress  upon  the  members  of  this  Encampment  a 
matter  that  should  command  their  earnest  attention  ;  namely,  the 
importance  of  giving-  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions,  appointed  by 
our  highest  authority,  the  National  .Encampment,  and  therefore 
representing  our  entire  Order,  the  united  and  unqualified  support 
of  every  Post  in  this  Department.  Any  endorsement  by  our 
Posts  of  individual  or  outside  schemes  will  seriously  impede  and 
imperil  the  success  of  such  legislation  upon  this  subject,  as  this 
Committee,  in  its  judgment  and  experience,  and  after  mature  de- 
liberation and  discussion,  has  deemed  best  to  prepare  and'  advo- 
cate. 1  earnestly  hope  that  no  Post  in  this  Department  will  array 
itself  in  opposition  to  this  Committee,  which  represents  the  Grand 
Army  before  Congress  and  the  entire  country. 


And  now,  comrades,  the  year's  work  is  nearly  over.  I  have 
worked  hard,  and  feel  that  success,  to  a  reasonable  extent,  has 
crowned  my  efforts.  The  work  has  not  been  agreeable  at  all 
times;  but  I  shall  never  forget  the  many  kindly  greetings  ex- 
tended to  me  by  comrades  all  over  the  State  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties. 

I  have  visited  a  large  number  of  Posts,  reunions,  and  camp- 
fires,  although  not.  able  to  reach  one-tenth  part  of  those  to  which 
I  was  invited  ;  attended  the  Eighteenth  National  Encampment  at 
Minneapolis;  have  travelled  many  thousand  miles;  and  have 
given  to  the  Grand  Army  nearly  the  entire  year. 

I  have  the  consciousness  of  a  duty  performed  to  the  best  of 
my  ability,  and  I  can  but  ask  the  kind  forbearance  of  your 
thoughts  in  remembering  my  mistakes  and  failures. 

In  all  the  work  of  the  year  I  have  been  most  ably  assisted  by 
the  Officers  of  the  Department  Staff. 
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Senior  Vice-Commander  Curtin  lias  been  ever  ready  to  resppnd 

to  any  call  for  duty,  and  has  visited  many  Posts  and  gatherings 
of  the  Order,  traveling  many  miles  in  the  performance  of  his 
work.  Junior  Vice-Commander  Caldwell  has  also  devoted  a  large 
amount  of  time  to  visiting  Posts  in  his  district,  and  his  record  for 
work  performed  is  an  enviable  one.  The  important  duties  of  the 
Assistant  Adjutant  General's  Office  have  by  no  means  grown 
lighter  during  the  year  just  closed,  but  Comrade  Stewart  has  shown 
himself  fully  able  to  meet  the  increased  requirements,  and  the 
successful  management  of  the  affairs  of  this  Department  during  the 
year  are  again  in  a  great  measure  due  to  his  care  and  efficiency. 
As  a  faithful,  prompt  and  efficient  officer  Comrade  Thos.  J.  Stewart 
has  no  superior. 

Assistant  Quartermaster  General  H.  G.Williams  has  devoted  his 
entire  time  to  the  affairs  of  his  office.  His  strict  attention  to  his 
duties  ;  admirable  business  talent  ;  and  uniform  courtesy  has 
made  him  a  most  valuable  member  of  my  official  staff.  Hut  few 
can  realize  the  amount  of  labor  required  in  keeping  up  the 
accounts  of  a  Department  so  large  as  ours,  and  I  would  urgently 
recommend  that  the  matter  of  an  increase  in  the  salary  attached 
to  this  office,  which  appears  to  me  to  be  inadequate  for  tlfie  labor 
performed,  receive  your  consideration.  B 

I  have  been  compelled  to  make  frequent  calls  upon  Judge  Ad- 
vocate Bowman,  during  my  term,  and  have  always  found  him 
ready  to  respond  with  his  time  or  legal  knowledge.  His  wise 
counsel  has  harmonized  many  differences,  and  I  return  him  my 
sincere  thanks  tor  material  aid  in  my  labors. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  before  said  of  Comrade  Duvall, 
Department  Inspector.  He  has  been  a  most  valuable  officer, 
giving  liberally  of  his  time  to  the  work  during  the  year,  and  the 
success  of  the  Department  will  be  amply  shown  by  his  report. 

Medical  Director  Davis  and  Chief  Mustering  Officer  Osborn 
have  exercised  watchful  care  over  the  interests  of  our  Order,  in 
their  respective  sections,  and  have  responded  cheerfully  to  every 
call  made  upon  them. 

Each  and  every  one  has  performed  his  duty  faithfully  and  well, 
and  I  have  the  gratification  of  knowing  that  I  selected  as  my 
official  staff,  workers  in  the  cause. 
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To  every  one  of  them,  and  to  the  members  of  my  personal 
staff,  as  well  as  to  every  comrade  of  this  Department,  I  tender 
my  must  grateful  thanks  lor  the  hearty  co-operation  and  generous 
support  that  has  been  given  me  during  my  term. 

I  shall  turn  over  to  my  successor  the  trust  confided  to  me  one 
year  ago  without  a  bitter  thought  toward  any  one,  and  shall  re- 
turn to  the  ranks,  to  labor  lor  the  further  advancement  of  our 
Order  as  earnestly  as  I  have  done  during  the  past  year. 

Anil  now,  comrades,  in  conclusion,  again  accept  my  heartfelt 
thanks  for  the  great  honor  conferred,  anil  for  the  uniform  kind- 
ness received  at  your  hands.  I  have  made  mistakes,  but  am 
stimulated  by  the  thought  that  you  will  ileal  leniently  with  them. 
While  I  would  have  done  more  if  it  had  been  possible  the  evi- 
dence is  before  you  that  I  have  honestly  tried  to  maintain  the 
dignity  and  advance  the  interests  of  our  beloved  Order  in  this 
Department.  If  my  efforts  meet  with  your  approval,  then  am 
1  amply  repaid  for  what  I  have  been  able  to  do.

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Extreme  cart  was  taken  in  the  organization  of  these  Posts,  the  ques-^ 
tion  of  locality  being  carefully  considered  in  order  that  Posts  already 
in  existence  should  not  be  in  any  way  interfered  with,  and  the  best  evi- 
dence of  the  excellent  material  composing  the  new  Posts  is  shown  by 
calling  attention  to  the  rapid  progress  made  by  si  ime  since  their  organiza- 
tion, and  in  this  connection  I  deem  the  following  worthy  of  especial 
mention. 

Post  No.  415,  mustered  March  15,  with  34  members,  has  now  92.

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Returns  for  the  year  show  the  following  result  : 

Membership  of  Posts  for  1884,  with  Gains  and  Lasses. 
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I  stated  in  my  Report  of  last  year  that  I  thought  it  would  be  necessary 
to  disband  but  one  Post,  and  assigned  the  reasons  therefor.  In  tins  "I 
was  correct.  But  one  Post  has  been  disbanded  during  the  year,  namely, 
Harry  McEwen  Post,  No.  ioi,  at  Oakdale  Station,  Allegheny  County. 
A  new  Peist  was  immediately  organized  at  Hatboro',  Montgomery 
County,  with  this  number. 

As  maybe  expected  there  are  some  Posts  in  the  Department  now, 
numbering,  as  it  does,  almost  500  Posts,  that  have  not  been  as  successful 
as  could  be  desired.  The  suspension  of  members,  and  various  other 
causes,  have  contributed  to  this  condition  of  affairs,  and  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  disband  at  least  four  Posts  that  are  now  on  our  Roster.  I  have, 
however,  taken  steps  to  recusitate  them,  and  hope  to  'be 'successful'.  1 
will  visit  three  of  them  personally,  and  do  all  in  niy  power  to  keep  them 
in  our  ranks. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1883,  two  counties  did  not  appear  on  our  Ros- 
ter,—  Pike  and  Fulton.  During  the  year  we  have  succeeded  in  locating 
a  Post  at  Milford,  Pike  County,  and  Wells  Tannery,  Fulton  County,  and 
now  the  Grand  Army  is  established  in  every  county  in  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  present  at  fifty-seven  camp-fires  ;  have 
visited  sixty-nine  Posts ;  attended  ten  memorial  services ;  inspected 
two  Posts;  mustered  two  new  Posts;  publicly  installed  the  officers 
of  two  Posts;  1  also  delivered  an  address  on  .Memorial  Day  for  Post 
No.  8,  and  at  Memorial  service  for  Post  No.  58.  A  number  of  the 
he  character  of  paid  entertainments,  given  for 
and  were,  with  but  very  few  exceptions,  highly 
and  otherwise.  1  am  fully  convinced  that  these 
ions,  if  properly  conducted,  are  very  beneficial 
they  not  only  afford  amusement  and  entertain- 
keep  comrades  actively  interested  in  the  per- 
ies.  Cases  have  occurred  where  comrades  have 
been  so  indiscreet  as  to  hold  public  camp-fires  on  Sunday.  This 
breach  of  discipline,  and  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  was  made  the 
subject  of  General  orders,  ami  I  firmly  believe  that. never  again  will  it 
be  necessary  to  caution  the  comrades  against  such  a  grave  error.  We 
need  the  aid,  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  public.  We  can  only 
hope  to  receive  it  by  observing  the  laws  of  the  land  as  an  organization, 
and  as  individuals.  To  do  other  than  this  would  be  to  merit  the  con- 
demnation of  all  good  and  true  citizens  of  the  Republic. 

In  my  Report  for  1883,  I  gave  several  extracts  from  reports  of  Aides- 
de-Camp  on  the  Staff  of  the  Department  Commander,  it  lis  having  been 
commended  by  the  Encampment.  1  take  pleasure  in  noting  the  reports 
of  the  following  Aides-de-  Camp  on  your  Staff: 

J.  II.  Mansur,  Post  No.  18,  says:  "I  have  visited  3S  Posts.  I  am 
pleased  to  report   that  in  all  these   Posts  there  appears  to  be  a  spirit  of 
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harmony  and  unanimity  which  is  highly  to  their  credit,  and  gives  great 
promise  for  our  future  prosperity." 

A.  J.  Speese,  Post  No.  35.  "  I  have  visited  many  Posts  in  this  Depart- 
ment and  performed  the  duties  of  the  position  with  all  the  ability  I  pos- 
sess."

"Matters  in  this  section  in  a  very  pros- 
perous condition." 

David  Schortz  Post,  No.  182.  "Have  tried  to  organize  a  new  Post; 
have  attended  my  own  Post  regularly." 

"Have  visited  all  posts  in  my  terri- 
tory; organized  one  new  one ;  have  increased  membership  of  my  own 
Post  one  hundred  per  cent." 

"The  Posts  in  this  district  are  gaining  in 
numbers  ;  an  increasing  interest  in  the  ( )rder  is  being  taken  by  the  com- 
rades and  the  public." 

I  desire  also  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  work  of  Comrade  Joseph 
Ferguson,  of  Post  114,  and  Past  Medical  Director.  During  the  year  we 
have  secured  admission  to  the  Soldier's  Home,  of  12S  old  and  destitute 
soldiers  and  comrades.  Each  application  required  a  strict  medical 
examination  of  the  applicant,  said  examination  to  be  properly  sworn  to. 

a  personal  sacrifice  to  him,  of  time,  money,  and  comfort — yet  did  it  all 
uncomplainingly,  and  gladly,  ami  I  know  of  no  case  where  any  comrade 
has  done  more  in  his  individual  capacity  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  and 
render  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  the  poor,  and  suffering  "old 
soldier."  The  following  letter  from  Comrade  Ferguson  will  show  very 
clearly  what  has  been  done. 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  January  31,  1885. 
TIIOS.  J.  STEWART, 

Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Dept.  of  Pa.,  O,  A.  K. 
My  Dear  Comrade: 

Not  being  a  Department  officer,  no  report  will  be  looked  for  from  me  ; 
however,  if  you  desire  it,  I  will  prepare  for  you  a  tabulated  "form"  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  whom  you  have  had  sent  to  soldier's  homes.  It  was 
through  the  great  influence  of  the  Grand  Army  these  unfortunate  patriots 
secured  permanent  homes — not  through  me.  But  1  thank  God  these 
men  came  to  me  for  examination.  In  their  disability  the  United  States 
should  take  care  of  these  men  as  a  ditty,  not  as  a  charity  ;  and  I  feel  like 
yourself,  any  act  we  can  do  for  them  should  lie  a  pleasure,  and  I  am  glad 
to  know  I  have  been  useful  in  this  respect,  if  not  in  some  other  objects 
of  life. 

1  believe  some  record  of  this  work  should  be  kept  by  the  Department 
i    therefore    send    you    the    following   brief    statement    of   exain'mati 
made  by  me  since  the  Lancaster  Encampment: 

Soldiers,  120;  sailors,  8;  total,  12S;  wounded,  42;  partially  blind,  10; 
totally  blind,  2;  sunstroke,  rheumatism  and  other  disabilities,  74 ;  white, 
127;  colored,  1  ;  oldest,  So  years ;  youngest,  40  years;  average  a,<j;e,  48 
years;  Pennsylvania  regiments,  75;  average  length  of  service  of  each, 
3  years;  number  belonging  to  the  Grand  Army,  36;  had  been  prisoners 
of  war,  16;  number  of  pensioners,  39;  highest  pension,  tf.24  ;  lowest 
pension,  $2.

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Such  work  deserves  more  than  a  passing  recognition  from  the  De- 
partment. The  Quartermaster  General  John  Taylor,  in  his  capacity  as 
notary  public,  lias  contributed  largely,  in  this  matter,  by  taking  the 
affidavit  of  the  applicant,  and  the  medical  examiner,  and  affixing  his 
official  seal  in  each  case  without  charge.  This  together  with  personal 
contributions  I  know  the  comrade  to  have  made,  is  worths-  the  attention 
of  the  encampment.      Honor  to  whom  honor  is  due. 

Charity  Dispensed, 

One  of  the  most  perplexing  duties  devolving  upon  me  during  the  year, 
was  the  proper  disposition  of  the  many  rases  reporting  at  Headquarters 
for  assistance.  From  careful  observations  made,  I  find  that  about  four- 
fifths  of  all  applications  come  from  those  not  members  of  our  organiza- 
tion, \et  a  large  majority  of  them  are  beyond  doubt  very  deserving. 
I  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  properly  assist  all  deserv- 
ing case's,  taking  into  consideration  the  means  at  my  disposal,  but  in 
many  cases  was  only  enabled  to  do  a  very  small  fraction  of  what  was 
really  needed.  The  number  of  applicants  was  exceedingly  large,  many 
of  the  cases  stated  were  extremely  necessitous  and  deserving,  yet  with 
the  limited  means  at  my  disposal  1  have  been  enabled  to  alleviate  the 
sufferings  of  many,  and  make  the  old  soldier  feel  that  when  he  proves 
himself  worthy,  tin-  Grand  Army  will  be  both  fraternal  and  charitable. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  our  desire  to  do  good  and  aid  the  deserving 
we  have  to  some  extent  been  imposed  upon  by  unworthy  persons. 
Attention  has  been  called  to  some  ol  these  in  General  Orders,  in  order 
to  protect  Posts,  yet  cases  exist  where  aid  has  been  given  to  the  person 
so-named,  and  on  the  same  night  the  orders  were  read.  Posts  should  use 
every  precaution  and  every  effort  to  prove  the  applicant  for  aid  worthy, 
and  if  so  proven,  then  aid  him  to  the  extent  of  your  ability. 

During  the  year  four  old  soldiers  were  "found  dead,"  and  the  fact  re- 
ported to  me  by  the  Coroner  of  Philadelphia.  1  have  been  enabled  through 
the  courtesy  of  Post  No.  5,  to  have  them  decently  interred  in  a  soldiers' 
lot,  the  expenses  of  said  interment  being  borne  by  the  Department  from 
a  Relief  Fund  secured  at  Headquarters.  In  this  connection  1  wot 
stale  that  in  compliance  with  the  instruction  of  the  last  Departnu 
Encampment,  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  has  been  asked  to1 
enact  a  Mortuary  Statute,  providing  for  the  interment  of  any  honorably 
discharged  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  who  may  hereafter  die  in  destitute 
circumstances. 

Relief  Fund. 

In  many  sections  of  the  Department,  more  particularly  in  Allegheny 
county,  the  Posts,  by  concerted  action,  have  provided  a  Relief  Fund  for 
the  care  of  destitute  soldiers,  thus  enabling  each  Post  to  bear  its  share 
of  the  burden.  The  Council  of  Administration  of  the  Department,  re- 
alizing the  importance  of  having  such  a   fund  at    Headquarters,  and   be- 
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lieving  that  the  general  iiinds  of  the  Department  should  not  be  iised 
for  that  purpose,  were  enabled  during  the  year  to  establish  such  a  fund, 
the  condition  of  which  can  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  the  Report  of 
the  Assistant  Quartermaster  General.  A  benefit  or  (".rand  Army  Day 
was  arranged  for  with  Mr.  Adam  Forepaugh,  in  which  the  Council  of 
Administration,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  in  Philadelphia,  were  to 
participate  in  the  profits.  Each  Post  retained  all  profits  accruing  from 
sale  of  tickets  by  its  members.  One-half  of  the  cash  receipts  of  the  day 
were  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  Relief  Fund  and  the  Posts  par- 
ticipating. .M.my  of  the  Posts  afterward  gave  their  proportion  to  the 
Relief  Fund.     The  amount  realized  was  #349. 

Another  sum  was  secured  to  the  fund  by  the  contribution  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Society  towards  defraying  the  expenses 
incident  to  Grand  Army  Day  at  Pennsylvania  State  Fair,  on  which  oc- 
casion the  Department  had  the  honor  of  having  as  their  guests  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, John  S.  Kountz  ;  the  Department  Commander  and  Staff 
of  the  Department  of  New  York,  besides  contributing  very  largely  in- 
deed to  the  success  attending  the  unveiling  of  the  Equestrian  Statue  of 
General  John  F.  Reynolds. 

The  net  sum  realized  on  this  occasion  was  $364. 85. 

Memorial  List. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  added  to  our  Memorial  List  the  names 
of  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  comrades.  Many  names  among  the  num- 
ber will  be  recognized  as  those  of  comrades,  whose  places  in  the  ranks 
of  the  Grand  Army  few  can  till.  W'c  shall  miss  them  in  our  Post  rooms 
and  in  our  Annual  Encampment.;.  We  shall  feel  deeply  the  absence  of 
their  counsel  and  encouragement  in  the  great  work  they  have  left  us  to 
do.  Let  us  ever  remember  them  with  feelings  of  gratitude  and  affection, 
and  as  we  recall  their  names  and  recount  their  deeds,  resolve  that  the 
pledges  given  them  to  care  for  their  surviving  comrades,  and  to  protect  and 
defend  the  widows  and  the  orphans  of  the  fallen,  shall  be  sacredly  kept. 

Soldiers  in  Almshouses.  \ 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Department  Encampmeii, 
a  General  Order  (No.  5),  was  issued  asking  for  information  oil  this  sub- 
ject. The  reports  (though  every  effort  was  made  to  procure  them}  are 
very  incomplete.  Reports  were  received  but  from  seventeen  Counties, 
showing  r99  old  soldiers  in  almshouses  in  those  counties,  and  of  these, 
live  counties  reported  having  none.  Philadelphia  reported  115,  the  av- 
erage age  being  60  years;  Allegheny  Count)  (from  but  one  institution), 
14;  Montgomery  County,  17;  Delaware  County,  15;  Erie  County  11; 
other  counties  from  1  to  7.  These  reports  would  not  be  any  indication, 
in  my  opinion,  of  the  number  now  in  almshouses  in  the  counties  named, 
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This  is  a  subject  to  which  I  have  given  considerable  attention,   ami 
regret  exceedingly  to  find  that  the  number  remaining  suspended  has 

increased  over  fifty  per  cent,  during  the  year,  and  1  am  satisfied  that 
wen-  the  law  governing  arrearages  more  rigidly  enforced,  the  number 
would  be  very  much  larger.  1  am  mure  than  ever  convinced  that  this 
condition  of  affairs  is  not  the  result  of  comrades  desiring  to  sever  their 
connection  with  the  Order,  but  is  owing  entirely  to  the  fact  that  they  do 
not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Post  and  keep  informed  of  their  financial 
standing.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  have  the  meetings  of  the  Post 
entertaining.  The  dry  routine  of  business  will  not  be  sufficient.  Every 
muster  of  the  Post  should  be  enlivened  by  song,  reminiscence,  or  story. 
Every  comrade  could  contribute  something.  Many  of  our  comrades  are 
in  destitute  circumstances,  and  are  ofttimes  unable  to  spare  from  their 
small  earnings  even  their  dues  to  the  Post.  A  proper  efficient  Delin- 
quent Committee  in  each  Post  should  be  directed  to  thoroughly  investi- 
gate each  case,  and  in. ike  proper  recommendation.  If  the  comrade  is 
worthy,  remit  his  dues.  Do  not  let  his  poverty  deprive  him  of  the  fra- 
ternity and  comradeship  of  our  organization.  Many  Quartermasters  of 
Posts  do  not  notify  a  comrade  of  his  arrearages  until  he  is  six  months  in 
arrears,  and  liable  to  suspension;  the  amount  then  seems  large,  and  he 
feels  unable  to  pay  at  the  time,  and  consequently  becomes  suspended. 
I  would  recommend  that  every  comrade  in  the  Post  be  notified  at  the 
end  of  each  quarter  the  amount  due  the  Post,  no  matter  how  small.  In 
Posts  where  this  plan  is  adhered  to  suspensions  are  very  rare.  The 
amount  will  be  small,  for  the  first  three  months  at  least,  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  pay. 


ARTIiRMASTE 


Notwithstanding  the  very  strict  orders  issued  regarding  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  requiring  that  "every  Quartermaster  shall  give  bond,  in  a 
sum  to  be  named,  with  sufficient  sureties,  etc,"  this  provision 
many  instances  been  utterly  disregarded,  and  many  cases  have  occur 
where  Posts  have  suffered  from  such  delinquency.  Delinquencies 
this  character  tend  to  dissatisfaction  in  Posts.  If  our  laws  are  complied 
with  no  Quartermaster  can  be  installed  until  his  bond  has  been  executed 
and  delivered  to  the  Post  Commander,  and  therefore  if  the  Commander 
of  each  Post  did  his  duty,  the  Post  would  in  every  case  be  protected.

Court  Martials. 

Many  Posts  it  appears  to  me  fail  to  realize  the  severity  of  a  sentence  of 
dishonorable  discharge  and  dismissal  from  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.     It  should  be  more  than  an  ordinary  offence,  that  shall  deprive 
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the  accused  of  the  associations  of  our  Grand  Army,  yet,  but  very  few 
Court  Martials  are  convened  that  do  not  impose  this  sentence.  There  is 
no  doubt  but  some  offences  deserve  such  punishment,  but  many  more, 
are  of  such  a  trivial  character,  that  suspension  or  reprimand  would  in 
my  judgment  be  sufficient  punishment. 

The  business  of  the  office  lias  increased  greatly  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  Report,  however,  that  every  communication  received 
has  been  promptly  replied  to.  I  cannot  say  as  much,  however,  for  the 
replies  received  to  the  communications  from  this  office.  In  many  cases 
important  orders  and  communications  have  been  utterly  disregarded. 

an<l  forwarded  by  the  Post  Commander,  yet  many  Commanders  pay  no 
attention  whatever  to  this  requirement,  and,  judging  from  the  persistency 
with  which  they  delay  them,  they  must  deem  extraordinary  delay  an  evi- 
dence of  extraordinary  discipline. 

The  reports  from  Department  to  National  Headquarters  are  thus  de- 
layed, and  a  gross  injustice  done  every  officer  of  Posts  who  do  their 
duty. 

The  Semi-Aimual  Encampment,  under  canvas,  at  Bellefonte,  in  August, 
was  successful  in  the  highest  degree.  Again  were  we  placed  under  ob- 
ligations to  Comrade  P.  N.  Guthrie,  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  kindly  loaned  the  canvas,  and  to  Comrade  Thos.  F.  Maloney,  Com- 
mander Post  No.  58,  who  superintended  the  shipment  of  same  from  the 
National  Guard  Encampment  at  Gettysburg.  The  thanks  of  the  Depart, 
meat  are  due  these  comrades.  The  local  Committee  of  the  Grand 
Army,  and  the  citizens  of  Bellefonte,  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to 
make  the  week  one  of  extreme  pleasure,  and  those  whose  good  fortune 
it  was  to  be  present  during  the  Encampment  will  ever  have  pleasant 
recollections  of  the  Encampment  at  Bellefonte. 

Many  displays  were  made  in  the  Department  during  the  year.  Grand 
Army  Days  at  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Shamokin,  Carbondale,  Beaver 
Falls  and  Renovo,  together  with  reunions  at  Williams  Grove,  Montrose, 
Susquehanna,  Dubois  and  other  places,  were  all  very  successful,  afid 
tended  largely  to  increase  the  interest  of  not  only  comrades,  but  the  pub- 
lic generally  in  our  organization.  ? 

A  full  account  of  most  of  these  demonstrations  will  be  found  in-  the 
unofficial  proceedings. 

In  compliance  with  instructions  of  the  Semi-Annual  Encampment, 
General  Orders  were  issued  calling  attention  of  Posts  to  the  necessity  of 
subscribing  to  the  stock  of  the  Gettysburg  Battle-field  Memorial  Associ- 
ciation.  The  following  subscriptions  have  been  received  at  these  Head- 
quarters to  date  :  Posts  No.  12,  15,  31,  44,  63,  76,  79,  97,  114,  122,  146,  172, 
203,  210,  226,  345,  266,  283,  2S7,  398,  and  426,  each  one  share  (#10).     Post 
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No.  232  subscribed  for  two  shares.    Attention  lias  also  been  called  to  this 
matter  in  Orders  issued  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  corrections  in  reports  for  iSd3. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Inspector,  Post  No.  19  is  not  reported  as  dis- 
pensing charity,  whereas  it  should  show  an  expenditure  of  $374.06. 
Post  No.  94  dispensed  $1,523,  instead  of  $15.23,  as  reported.  Post  No, 
21  dispensed  $534,  instead  of  $5.34,  as  reported. 

In  my  Report  for  the  year  1SS3  I  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
every  comrade  possessing  a  badge,  and  of  Posts  including  in  their  mus- 
ter-in fee  the  price  of  the  badge,  and  in  all  cases  using  the  badge  presen- 
tation in  the  muster-in  ceremony.  This  recommendation  I  renew,  and 
hope  it  may  be  adopted  by  every  Post.  1  also  call  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity of  officers  becoming  proficient  in  their  duties,  and  enforcing  discipline 
in  the  Post.  If  the  work  is  performed  in  a  proper  manner,  the  meetings 
will  be  quite  entertaining  and  attractive,  and  comrades  will  retain  their 
interest  in  the  Post. 

The  work  of  recruiting  is  one  of  importance  to  every  Post,  and  I  would 
recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
secure  the  name,  residence  ami  service  of  any  old  soldier  or  sailor  not  a 
member.  Let  them  be  visited  by  any  comrade  who  may  know  them  and 
ask  them  to  unite  with  us. 

It  afi'ords  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge,  with  sincere  thanks,  the  many 
■courtesies  extended,  and  kind  assistance  given  me,  by  the  Council  of 
Administration  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  They  have  labored 
diligently  during  the  year  and  have  endeavored,  in  every  possible  way,  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  Department.  None  could  have  done  more, 
many  others  might  have  done  less. 

To  H.  G.  Williams,  Assistant  Quartermaster  General,  my  thanks  are 
due  for  the  valued  assistance  given  me  during  the  year.  He  has  been 
constantly  on  duty,  always  ready,  able  and  willing,  and,  by  his  energy 
and  fidelity,  has  contributed  largely  to  our  success. 

Another  year  has  been  added  to  the  history  of  the  Department  of 
Pennsylvania.  To  the  Department  it  has  been  one  of  success ;  to  ml 
one  of  pleasure  ;  and  1  shall  ever  recall  with  pride  and  gratification  tlf 
generous,  open-hearted  welcome  I  have  always  received  at  the  hands  |)f 
both  the  Officers  and  Comrades  of  the  Department.  The  encourage- 
ment received  from  them  has  made  my  duties  pleasant  and  agreeable, 
and  it  has  always  been  my  earnest  desire  to  serve  them  with  all  the  zeal 
and  ability  I  possessed,  and  whatever  of  success  has  attended  my  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  office  is  due  to  their  hearty  co-operation. 
To  you  my  warmest  thanks  are  due  for  the  high  honor  you  conferred  on 
me,  and  for  the  confidence  you  reposed  in  me,  and  I  acknowledge  with 
gratification  the  cordial  support  1  have  always  received  from  you.  With 
the  official  relations  that  bound  us  so  closely  together  during  the  year 
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about  to  terminate,  I  trust  in  the  years  to  come,  inspired  by  the  successes 
of  the  past,  that  not  only  you  and  I,  but  every  Comrade  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  may  be  found  laboring  earnestly  for  our  noble 
organization,  and  see  to  it,  that  as  far  as  in  our  power  lies,  every  hon- 
orably discharged  soldier  or  sailor  who  merits  our  confidence  and  com- 
radeship is  enrolled  in  the  ranks  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

Comrade : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Quar- 
termaster General's  department  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1885, 
with  abstracts  ami  vouchers  audited  and  approved  by  the  Council  of 
Administration. 

The  rapid  increase  in    Posts  and   membership  lias  greatly  increased 
the  work  of  this  office,  which  now  requires  the  entire  time  and  attention, 
of  the  occupant,  and  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  futur 
additional  facilities  for  the  transaction  of  business  with  thai 
which  the  interest  of  the  Department  demands. 

During  the  year,  by  direction  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  a  con- 
siderable reduction  in  price  of  supplies  has  been  made  and  a  number  of 
articles  added  to  the  list  furnished  Posts. 

The  profit  realized  on  supplies  at  their  present  prices  is  a  fair  one,  and, 
after  the  expense  of  shipment  is  deducted,  is  as  small  as  1  believe  the 
interests  of  the  I  (epartment  will  allow. 
(184) 
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he  account  of  a  fund  created  by  the  Council 
ts  of  Philadelphia,  from  the  proceeds  of  a 
Army  by  Adam  Forepaugh,  at  his  circus  on 
April  21st,  18S4.  The  frequent  calls  for  aid  in  burying  deceased  soldiers 
and  assisting  others  who  were  not  members  of  the  Grand  Army,  made- 
it  necessary  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  this  purpose,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Council  and  Post  Commanders  it  was  decided  to  set 
aside  a  certain  portion  of  the  proceeds  for  this  object,  the  balance  being 
retained  by  the  Posts  participating. 

Statement  marked  VII  was  a  fund  subscribed  for  the  relief  of  Geo.  W. 
Reimer,  Past  Commander  of  Post  No.  2S3,  at  Fairmount  Springs,  Luzerne 
County,  who  while  attending  the  Department  Encampment  at  Bellefonte, 
as  a  representative  from  his  Post  was  severely  injured  by  falling  from  one 
of  the  seats.  At  the  Camp  Fire  held  in  camp  that  evening,  a  fund  was 
subscribed  which  provided  necessary  medical  attendance  and  enabled 
him  to  care  for  his  large  family  during  his  long  illness. 

The  item  of  postage  is  large  owing  to  the  prepayment  of  postage  on 
supplies  issued  and  the  greatly  increased  bulk  of  printed  matter  both 
from  National  and  Department  Headquarters. 

A  considerable  saving  could  be  made  if  Posts  would  order  enough 
supplies  at.  the  beginning  of  each  quarter  to  last  during  that  time,  which 
if  done  would  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  requisitions  which  amounted 

to  1149  for  the  year  1SS4.

In  examining  the  books  of  the  Adjutants  in  the  District  over  which  I 
had  direct  supervision,  1  find  that  while  the  record  as  a  general  thing  is 
properly  kept,  the  descriptive  book  has  been  sadly  neglected.  1  wish 
to  call  the  attention  of  Comrades,  Adjutants  particularly,  to  the  item  with 
reference  to  Comrades  who  have  been  wounded  ;  this,  to  my  mind,  is 
most  essential,  because  it  is  the  only  means  we  have  of  giving  credit 
where  credit  is  due.  We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department 
to  the  number  of  Posts  whose  Quartermasters  have  given  no  bonds, 
past  experience  teaches  us,  or  should  do  so,  at  least,  that  a  more  strict 
attention  be  given  to  this  subject. 

The  especial  attention  of  Comrades  is  called  to  the  very  bad  practice 
of  wearing  the  G.  A.  R.  uniform  and  badge  on  the  street  and  in  public 
places;  we  believe  that  this  custom  is  fast  bringing  the  G.  A.  R.  into 
disrepute.  Comrades,  the  right  to  wear  this  badge  has  cost  us  too  much 
to  have  it  flaunted  flagrantly  to  the  public  gaze  upon  all  and  every  occa- 


We  believe,  and  the  record  shows,  that  the  plan  adopted  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  Posts  throughout  the  Department  has  proved  the  best 
that  has  ever  yet  been  tried. 

In  [883  there  were  1S5  Posts  inspected  out  of  396.  In  18S4,  under  the 
present  plan,  there  were  inspected  out  of  466  Posts,  421). 

We  would  urge  on  Posts  Commanders  the  necessity  of  calling  the  Offi- 
cers of  the  Post  together  frequently  for  the  purpose  of  drill  in  the  work 
of  the  Older,  and  in  localities  where  there  are  a  number  of  Posts  to- 
gether, it  would  be  beneficial  for  the  Inspector  to  call  the  Post  Com- 
manders, Of(i<  cis  ol  the  Day,  and  as  many  of  the  other  Officers  together, 
for  the  exemplification  of  the  work. 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  Ladies'  Re- 
lief Corps,  the  ladies'  Loyal  League,  and  other  similar  organizations. 
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The  noble  work  accomplished  by  them  demonstrates  beyond  a  doubt 

that  they  are  what  they  were  intended  to  be,  a  great  help  to  the  G.  A.  R. 

I  cannot  close  tin-,  report  without  returning  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the 

Department  Commander ;  Thos.J.  Stewart,  Assistant  Adjutant-General  ; 

II.  G.  Williams,  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  and  the  Assistant  In- 
spectors-atdarge,  and  their  Assistants  throughout  the  Department,  for 
the  uniform  kindness  with  which  I  have  been  treated  by,  and  the  valu- 
able assistance  given  to  me  by  them. 

To  the  Comrades  of  the  Posts  who  came  under  my  personal  super- 
vision, I  wish  to  sincerely  thank  them,  one  and  all,  lor  the  kind  and 
generous  support  they  have  given  me. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  congratulate  the  Department  on  the  grand 
work  that  has  been  done  during  the  past  year,  and  bespeak  for  it  a 
grander  success  in  the  near  future.

Sir  and  Comrade  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  formal  report  as  Judge  Advocate  of 
this  Department,  and  regret  beyond  expression  that  my  severe  and  pro- 
tracted illness,  not  only  prevented  me  from  forwarding  it  at  an  earlier 
date,  but  also  deprived  me  of  the  great  satisfaction,  pleasure  and  honor 
of  being  with  my  comrades  at  the  Harrisburg  Encampment. 

The  labors  of  this  office  during  my  term  may,  with  propriety,  be 
divided  into  two  kinds,  the  unofficial  and  official  work.  I  regard  as 
unofficial  work  the  answering  of  numerous  letters  and  communications 
from  comrades  throughout  the  Department,  addressed  directly  to  me  as 
Judge  Advocate,  asking  for  information  and  opinions  on  various 
questions  and  matters  concerning  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Paws 
governing  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  All  such  communications 
were  answered  in  an  unofficial  manner,  as  a  comrade,  and  not  as  Judge 
Advocate,  giving  the  desired  information,  with  instruction  that  no  official 
opinion  would  be  given  unless  the  inquiries  or  matters  in  question  were 
forwarded  through  the  regular  official  channels.  This  work  was  con- 
siderable during  the  year  but  I  need  not  enter  into  a  specific  and  detailed 
account  thereof  in  this  report. 

'Phe  official  work  and  duties  consisted  in  giving  consideration  to  and 
writing  opinions  upon  such  matters  as  were  duly  forwarded  through 
Department  Headquarters.  Under  this  head  the  following  opinions 
were  written  : —

Sir  and  Comrade  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  opinion,  as  requested  by  the 
Department  Commander,  upon  the  application  of  Comrade  Thomas  J. 
Gist,  lor  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  General  Court  Martial 
appointed  by  Special  Order  No.  192,  Headquarters,  Department  of  Penn- 
sylvania, G.  A.  R.,  dated  October  31st,  1:883,  f°r  tllc  tri.al  of  Comrade 
Thomas  G.  Sample,  of  Post  12S,  upon  charges  preferred  by  said  Com- 
rade Gist. 

By  the  records  submitted  to  me  it  appears  that  a  Department  Court 
Martial  was  convened  at  Pittsburg,  County  of  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania, 
in  accordance  with  above  order,  to  try  Comrade  Thomas  G.  Sample, 
upon  charges  preferred  by  Comrade  Gist.  The  Court  thus  convened, 
after  hearing,  trial,  deliberation,  and  mature  consideration  of  the  evi- 
dence adduced,  found  the  accused  "Not  Guilty  "on  all  the  specifications 
and  charges.  These  proceedings  and  findings  were  duly  submitted  to 
the  then  Department  Commander,  the  proper  reviewing  officer,  who, 
on  December  31st,  1883,  approved  the  same. 

The  question  therefore  to  be  decided  is  whether  or  not  the  complainant 
has  the  right  to  an  appeal  and  re-hearing  under  the  circumstances  as 
stated.  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  this  question  must  be  answered 
in  the  negative.  The  subject  of  discipline  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  is  enforced  when  necessary  by  Courts-Martial,  which  are  gov- 
erned in  accordance  with  the  United  States  Army  regulations  and  mili- 
tary usage.  If  there  is  any  authority  for  granting  the  complainant's 
request,  it  must  be  found  somewhere  within  the  bounds  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  United  States  Army  and  of  military  law  and  usage.  We 
look  in  vain  in  either  direction  to  find  any  authority  for  the  appeal  or 
re-hearing  from  the  finding  of  a  General  Court  Martial  acquitting  the 
accused  and  approved  by  the  proper  reviewing  officer.  The  complainant 
has  had  his  day  in  court,  and  likewise  the  accused.  The  court  found  the 
Litter  "  Not  Guilty."  Military  law  and  usage  say  that  it  shall  be  his 
shield,  and  the  complainant,  however  great  the  wrong  done  him,  must 
submit  to  the  result.  Military  law-is  merciful  towards  the  accused,  and 
where  he  has  passed  through  the  regular  ordeal  of  a  trial  successfully 
the  prosecution  is  helpless  The  finding  of  "Not  Guilty"  is  conclusive 
against  the  complainant.  The  principle  is  analagous  to  criminal  pro- 
ceedings in  a  criminal  court  of  justice.  If  the  defendant  is  acquitted  the 
Commonwealth  is  by  general  practice  barred  from  prosecuting  him  again 
for  the  same  offence,  and,  however  much  the  citizens  may  have  been 
wronged,  the  verdict  of  acquittal  is  generally  conclusive,  and  no  appeal 
or  new  trial  can  be  "ranted  the  prosecution.  This  principle  is  founded 
upon  a  spirit  of  humanity  as  old  as  trial  by  jury,  and,  although  it  may 
cause  injustice  at  times,  public  sentiment  has  never  been  strong  enough 
to  change  it. 

The  law,  therefore,  denies  the  complainant  the  right  to  an  appeal  or 
re-hearing  in  this  case

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade: 

Yours  of  the  20th.  inst.,  with  enclosure  duly  received.  The  question 
submitted  for  my  decision  is  as  follows  :  "Can  an  application  for  mem- 
bership be  withdrawn,  by  the  applicant,  or  his  friends,  whilst  said  appli- 
cation is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  and  not  reported  upon." 

Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6.  7,  8,  9,  and  10  of  Article  II,  Chapter  II,  of  the 
Rules  andRegnlations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  provide  the 
way  and  forms  by  which  an  applicant  must  proceed  to  become  a  member 
of  our  Order,  and  what  action  a  Post  must  take  in  the  premises. 

Where  an  applicant  presents  his  application  in  due  form  and  elects  to 
stand  or  fall  by  it.  he  has  the  right  to  have  a  Post  comply  with  the  rules 
of  our  organization  in  dealing  with  his  application;  it  is  also  the  right 
and  duty  of  a  Post  to  see  and  require  that  every  rule  applicable  to  an  ap- 
plication for  membership  is  complied  with.  This  right  is  a  reciprocal 
one,  as  long  as  the  applicant  stands  upon  his  application  and  insists 
upon  his  right  to  become  a  member. 

Hut  suppose,  whilst  the  application  is'in  the  hands  of  the  Committee, 
the  applicant  dies?  Would  not  that  remove  the  necessity  for  all  further 
action  by  the  Committee,  except  to  report  the  death,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  complete  record  ?  Certainly  no  one  would  contend,  that, 
under  Section  4,  Article  II,  of  the  Rules' "a  ballot,  with  ball  ballots  sliall 
be  had  "  on  the  application?  When  the  life  is  taken  out  of  the  applica- 
tion by  the-  death  of  the  applicant,  it  would  seem  an  unnecessary,  if  not 
an  absurd,  illogical  proceeding  to  say,  that  a  ballot  shall  be  taken  on  it. 
II  this  lie  the  correct  reasoning  in  a  case  of  the  death  of  an  applicant, 
will  not  the  same  principle  apply  where  the  application  is  withdrawn  by 
the  applicant,  whilst  before  the  Committee? 

The  applicant  alone  can  give  the  application  life,  it  is  he  who  calls  it 
into  being,  not  the  Post :  it  is  his  act  that  puts  the  machinery  of  our  Order 
in  motion,  and  why  can  he  not  stop  that  motion  and  relieve  the  Com- 
mittee from  all  further  action  by  withdrawing  his  application  ?  It  is  his 
request  to  become  a  member;  until  he  is  such  the  Grand  Army  has  no 
jurisdiction  over  him  to  compel  him  to  do  anything  except  comply  with 
the  rules  in  making  application.  Why  can  he  not  withdraw  his  request  ? 
Is  there  anything  in  our  Order  which  attempts  to  prevent  an  applicant 
irom  changing  his  mind?  1  know  of  nothing,  I  fail  to  find  any  rule  or 
regulation,  or  any  law  or  authority,  which  can  prevent  an  applicant  from 
changing  his  mind,  for  good  or  bad  reasons,  and  withdrawing  his  ap- 
plication or  request.to  become  a  member  of  the  Post,  whilst  the  Com- 
mittee are  considering  the  same,  and  when  lie  withdraws  his  request, 
that  puts  an  end  to  the  life  of  the  application,  and  there  is  no  more 
reason  for  the  Post  to  say,  that  the  application  shall  be  balloted  on  after 
the  applicant  has  refused  to  be  an  applicant,  than  where  he  dies  whilst 
it  is  under  consideration.  The  4th.  Section  of  Article  II — simply  means 
that  where  an  applicant  stands  upon  his  application  and  insists  upon 
becoming  a  member,  which  is  his  right  to  do,  it  is  likewise  the  right  and 
duty  of  the  Post  to  see  that,  "a  ballot,  with  ball  ballots  shall  be  had  "  and 
proceed  to  elect  or  reject,  the  applicant.  To  give  the  rule  any  other 
construction  would  lead  to  but  one  of  two  conclusions,  viz  :     An  appli- 
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cant  after  he  once  presents  his  request  to  become  a  member,  would  be 
compelled  to  go  through  the  ordeal  of  either  being  elected  or  rejected. 
Because,  if  the  application  cannot  be  withdrawn,  and  "  a  ballot  with  ball 
ballots  shall  be  had  "  on  all  applications,  as  contended  for,  but  one  of 
two  thing's  can  be  done,  namely :— proceed  to  elect  or  reject.  To  elect 
a  man  after  he  declares  his  change  of  mind  and  requests  not  to  become 
a  member,  would  be  assuming  a  right  which  the  Grand  Army  nowhere 
possesses:  to  reject  him,  after  withdrawing  his  request  to  become  a 
member,  would  be  pi, icing  a  disgrace  upon  him  which  we  have  no  right 
to  inflict. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  an  application  for  membership  can 
be  withdrawn  by  the  applicant  or  his  friend,  whilst  said  application  is 
still  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  ami  not  reported  upon. 

The  question  decided  in  Opinion  C,  XXXVI II,  September  15th,  1S82, 
in  decisions  and  opinions  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Judge  Advocate 
General,  is  not  the  precise  point  which  is  raised  in  this  case. 

In  that  case  the  Investigating  Committee  made  their  report,  before  the 
application  was  withdrawn,  and  the  point  there  decided  we  must  regard 
as  law,  with  binding  authority  as  such  until  overruled. 

Opinion  XV  of  November  6th,  1871,  same  book  as  above,  seems  to 
support  the  conclusions  herein  arrived  at.  it  certainly  admits  the  right 
of  an  applicant  to  withdraw  his  application  even  alter  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  and  conflicts  in  thisjrespect  with  the  above  decision,  which 
is  a  much  later  case  than  Opinion  XV,  and  might  be  said  to  overrule  it.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  following  opinion  upon  the  questions 
submitted  to  me  by  the  Department  Commander,  in  enclosures  of  the 
12th,  ult  : — which  enclosures  I  herewith  return  as  a  part  of  the  record  in 
the  premises  : — 

The  principal  question  for  consideration,  and  upon  which  the  others 
will  depend,  is  whether  or  not  James  Kane,  Past  Commander  of  Post 
No.  19,  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic"? 

The  facts  of  the  case  as  they  appear  from  his  military  record  are  as 
follows  : 

Comrade  Kane  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  Service  as  a 
private  of  Company  E,  5II1  Regiment  of  Cavalry,  Irish  Brigade,  February 
10th,  1862;  discharged  as  private  by  order  of  War  Department  and 
commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  of  Company  E,  13th  Regiment  of  Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry  and  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  as  such, 
March  20th,  1862;  promoted  to  first  Lieutenant  same  Company  and 
Regiment  in  April  1863,  at  Winchester,  Ya.  and  mentioned  in  general 
orders  for  gallant  conduct  in  action  at   Fisher's   Hill,   Va.,  April   161I1, 
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1S63.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Winchester,  June  15th, 
iS63,and  held  as  a  prisoner  of  war  until  March  20th,  1864,  in  Libby  prison,  * 
Va.,  and  paroled  at  Richmond.  Va.,  March  20th,  1S64  ;  reported  at  Camp 
Parole,  Annapolis,  Md  ;  received  twenty  days  leave  and  returned  at  the 
expiration  thereof.  Applied  for  another  leave  but  before  same  was 
granted  he  left  Cam])  Parole  without  permission  and  went  home,  leave 
being  granted  before  his  return.  On  return  he  was  ordered  before  a 
Military  Board  which  reported  adversely  on  his  case  and  by  direction  of 
the  President  he  was  dismissed  from  the  service,  June  10th,  1864,  while 
yet  a  prisoner  of  war  on  parole.  On  July  29th,  j 879,  the  disability 
resulting  from  his  dismissal  from  the  service  was  removed  by  the  proper 
authorities  at  Washington  and  official  notice  thereof  forwarded  to  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  Subsequently  lie  was  mustered  into  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  has  served  in  all  the  chairs  of  his  Post, 
being  Commander  thereof  at  the  time  that  the  papers  in  this  inquiry 
were  forwarded  to  Department  Headquarters. 

Upon  the  foregoing  facts  there  is  but  one  question  raised  in  connection 
with  the  eligibility  of  James  Kane  to  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  that  is,  as  to  his  having  an  honorable  discharge. 
All  other  questions  as  to  his  eligibility  to  be  a  member  and  worthiness 
to  associate  with  his  late  comrades  in  arms  for  the  suppression  of  rebell- 
ion against  the  Union,  are  admitted  to  be  ample  and  have  been  passed 
upon  l)V  his  Post  in  bis  election  .mil  muster  anil  subsequent  elevation  lo 
the  highest  office  in  the  -ill  of  the  Post.  We  may  slate  here  also,  that 
no  concealment  of  any  fiict  connected  with  his  record  was  made  in  his 
application  or  at  the  time  of  his  election  ;  on  the  contrary,  every  fact  con- 
nected with  his  military  record  was  known  to  the  Post,  and  some  of  the 
members  thereof  served  with  him,  thus  having  personal  knowledge  of  his 
conduit  as  a  soldier  and  officer  and  of  his  worthiness  to  enter  into  a  corn- 
case. 

Now  let  us  consider  whether  his  record  brings  him  within  the  require- 
ment of  Article  IV,  chapter  I,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  which 
provides  inter  alia,  that  no  soldiers  of  the  United  States  service  but 
"those  having  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  after  such  service  " 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  etc.  This  is  the  turning  point  in  the 
case,  and  the  only  question  to  be  decided. 

It  will  be  determined  by  the  character  and  effect  of  the  proceedings 
and  order  from  the  War  Department  of  July  29th,  [S79,  removing  the 
disability,  resulting  from  his  dismissal  from  the  service  in  1864.  We 
believe  in  such  a 'case  as  this,  that  both  the  rule  referred  to  and  the 
relief  afforded  by  the  War  Department  should  receive  a  liberal  con- 
struction. Where  a  soldier  has  not  been  convicted  of  an  infamous 
crime,  but  has  committed  some  technical  offence  only,  which  lias  had 
the  stigma  taken  out  of  il  by  the  subsequent  exercise  of  the  just  powers 
of  the  Government,  and  he  produces  papers  to  show  that  lie  has  been 
relieved  and  the  stigma  of  the  disability  or  offence  removed  by  proper 

honorable  discharge,  we  believe  he  comes  within  the 
such  papers  should  be  received  as  equivalent  to  an 
therefrom  after  such  service." 

mslrued  liberally,  at  the  same  time  having  a  true- 
it  and  intention.  We  take  it  lo  mean  that  a  soldier 
amounts  practically  and  honestly  to  an  honorable 
>l  mean  that  he  must  have  the  regular,  ordinary 
nary  color  and  size,  issued  at  the  ordinary  time, 
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but  it  means  he  must  have  that  which  is  practically,  and  equivalent 
thereto,  an  honest  record,  clear  upon  its  face  in  its  final  aspect  in  the 
official  departments,  which  practically  places  him  upon  the  footing  of  an 
honorably  discharged  soldier.  It  matters  not  whether  he  receives  such 
final  record  in  1864  or  1879,  so  that  he  honestly  possesses  it  after  said 
service  when  he  applies  for  membership  in  our  body.  For  instance, 
it  has  been  held  that  a  soldier  without  any  discharge  at  all  is  eligible  to 
membership,  on  his  procuring  a  certificate  from  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  State  showing  that  he  was  enrolled  in  a  certain  regiment  and 
producing  evidence  to  identify  him  as  the  man  named  in  the  rolls. 
The  certificate  and  proof  served  as  an  honorable  discharge  and  thus 
brought  the  applicant  within  the  spirit  of  the  rule.  As  a  further  illustra- 
tion of  this  principle  of  construction  it  has  also  been  held,  where  a 
soldier  was  regularly  mustered  and  subsequently  taken  out  of  the  service 
by  his  parent  on  writ  of  habeas  coipus  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a 
minor,  that  he  was  eligible  under  this  rule,  although  he  had  no  discharge 
in  the  common  acceptation  of  the  term,  no  paper  in  usual  form,  but  he 
came  within  the  spirit  of  the  rule  because  he  had  that  which  is  practically 
equivalent  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  admission  to  our  Order,  a  release 
from  said  service  by  competent  authority,  with  a  clear  final  record.

The  current  of  authority  shows  a  commendable  tendency  to  give  a 
liberal,  and  at  the  same  time  just,  construction  to  the  rule  under  con- 
sideration so  that  worthy  applicants,  whose  final  records  honestly  show 
that  they  are  worthy  of  association  with  loyal  soldiers  of  the  war,  and  who 
have  papers  or  records  which  ultimately  establish  what  is  equivalent  to 
an  honorable  discharge,  showing  that  tin-  stigma  of  all  technical  offenses 
and  disabilities  has  been  overcome  or  removed,  by  the  government,  by 
subsequent  action,  can  be  admitted  to  our  ranks.  To  illustrate  the 
growth  of  this  spirit  of  liberal  and  just  construction  we  may  refer  to  the 
change  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  Those  of  1868  expressly  provided 
that  "  no  soldier  or  sailor  who  has  been  convicted  by  Court-martial  of 
desertion  shall  be  admitted."  On  the  revision  of  these  rules  in  1869  it 
was  considered  that  many  soldiers  were  convicted  of  technical  desertion 
who  never  had  any  intention  of  actually  deserting  the  Flag,  and  it  was 
thought  best  not  to  go  behind  a  subsequent  honorable  discharge  in  the 
general  Regulations,  so  the  rule  of  1868  was  omitted.

The  wisdom  of  this  change  in  our  rules  is  beyond  question  ;  it  admitted 
to  our  ranks  many  worthy  comrades  who  were  under  the  odium  of 
technical  desertion,  but  who  were  never  guilty  of  deserting  their  Flag 
and  Country's  cause.  Illustrations  of  this  principle  of  liberal  construc- 
tion of  the  rule  under  consideration,  might  be  cited  upon  authority  still 
further,  but  we  regard  the  foregoing  sufficient  and  proceed  to  inquire  into 
the  effect  of  the  action  of  the  War  Department  in  1879,  removing  all 
disability  from  Comrade  Kane's  record  as  a  soldier,  and  apply  the  con- 
struction herein  laid  down  to  said  record. 

We  need  not  go  behind  the  final  record  of  Comrade  Kane  as  present- 
ed by  the  official  Document  from  the  War  Department,  dated  July  29th, 
1879,  to  ascertain  its  effect.  Its  power,  terms  and  meaning  are  clearly 
expressed  upon  its  face  and  must  be  accepted  as  binding  authority.  It 
clearly  states  "That  the  disability  resulting  from  your  dismissal  lias" 
"been  removed  by  letter  of  this  dale  to  his  Kxceilency  the  Governor" 
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"of  Pennsylvania.  In  this  connection  your  attention  is  invited  to  the  " 
"following  opinions  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  relative  to  a  re-" 
moval  of  disability." 

"The  effect  of  a  removal  of  disability  is  a  measure  of  reparation, 
"  equivalent,  practically,  to  an  honorable  discharge."  Can  language  be 
plainer  or  more  comprehensive  in  its  terms  ?  Can  any  one  say  that  this 
linal  record  does  not  bring  Comrade  Kane  within  the  spirit  of  the  rule 
requiring  him  to  have  an  honorable  discharge  therefrom  after  said  ser- 
vice? The  highest  military  authority  in  the  land  declares  to  him,  over 
its  own  official  hand,  in  effect.  "  The  Government  which  you  served  in  " 
"its  hour  of  peril  has  removed  the  stigmas  upon  your  record  as  a. soldier," 
"ami  now  delivers  to  you  that  which  is  a  '  measure  of  reparation  equiva-  " 
"lent,  practically,  to  an  honorable  discharge'."  And  it  is  needless  to  say 
that  such  has  been  the  effect  of  "  a  removal  of  disability  "  from  a  volun- 
teer ofiicer  ever  since  that  system  of  relief  was  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
ment. The  official  paper  issued  to  Comrade  Kane  but  follows  in  the 
pathway  of  custom  and  authority,  adopted  in  such  cases.  In  the  lan- 
guage of  the  law,  the  effect  of  such  removal  of  disability  is  to  "remove 
(he  stigma  .of  dismissal,  and,  if  a  re-appointment  followed,  to  fully 
rehabilitate  the  ofiicer." 

Digest  of  Opinions  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General,  U.  S.  A.,  page  426.  \ 

In  other  words,  the  stigma  of  dismissal  from  the  service  has  been 
removed  from  Comrade  Kane,  and  he  stands  to-day  practically  with  all 
his  rights  to  a  soldier's  record,  free  and  clear  from  all  cause  for  challenge 
or  objection  by  the  Government  or  its  officers. 

Whilst  the  "removal  of  the  disability"  does  not  operate  to  expunge 
the  record  of  dismissal  and  place  therein  the  ordinary  entry  of  the  term 
"honorably  discharged"  yet  the  effect  is  clearly  to  remove  from  the 
soldier  the  stigma  of  the  record  of  a  summary  dismissal  and  give  him  a 
measure  of  relief  and  reparation  equivalent,  practically,  to  an  honorable 

Certainly  a  stronger  case  for  the  spirit  if  not  the  very  letter  of  the  rule 
could  not  well  be  presented.  We,  therefore,  have  no  doubt  of  the 
eligibility  of  Comrade  Kane  to  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  upon  his  record  as  presented. 

Reference  is  made  to  Opinion  XXII,  January  29th,  1872,  Decisions  and 
Opinions  of  the  Commander-in -Chief,  etc.,  Page  35.  I  need  only  say 
that  it  does  not  decide  the  question  raised  in  this  case.  The  facts  of 
that  case  are  very  unsatisfactory  and  hence  the  opinon  is  upon  very 
general  terms.  It  does  state,  however,  that  the  result  must  "turn  upon 
the  extent  of  the  order  removing  the  disability  of  the  sentence."  If  it 
had  appeared  as  a  fact  in  that  case  as  in  this,  that  the  "removal  of 
disability  is  a  measure  of  reparation,  equivalent,  practically,  to  an 
honorable  discharge"  tin;  opinion  would  have  been  specific  in  defining 
the  eligibility  of  the  applicant. 

The  conclusion  herein  arrived  at  disposes  of  the  other  questions  raised 
.in  this  case.

Dear  Sik  and  Comrade: 

[  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following;  opinion  on  the  question 
referred  to  me  by  the  Department  Commander,  in  his  communication  ol 
the  5th  hist,   with  enclosures. 

It  appears  from  the  facts  as  submitted,  that  Post  No.  19,  held  its  first 
regular  stated  meeting"  in  January  following  the  election  of  its  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  in  the  usual  way  and,  after  the  transaction  of  the 
ordinary  Post  business,  was  closed  in  due  form  for  the  purpose  of  hav- 
ing a  public  installation  of  said  officers.  Alter  the  formal  closing  of  the 
Post  the  public  who  were  invited  entered  the  Post  room  to  witness  the 
installation  which  followed  on  the  sameevening,  shortly  after  the  formal 
closing  of  the  Post  as  aforesaid. 

Was  such  installation  legal  ? 

This  question  must  be  determined  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and 
recognized  custom  thereunder.  The  written  law  upon  the  subject  of 
installation  of  officers  is  found  in  Section  I,  Article  VII,  Chapter  II,  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  entire  section  must  be  construed  so 
that  it  may  be  given  practical  effect  according  to  the  evident  meaning, 
spirit,  and  intent  of  its  framers.  It  must  not  have  a  narrow,  technical 
construction,  but  a  broad,  reasonable  one,  so  that  it  may  be  enforced  in 
its  fullest  spirit  and  intent.  It  provides  tbat^tlie  newly-elected  Post  Offi- 
cers "shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  first  stated 
meeting  in  January  following,  and  such  installation  may  be  conducted 
publicly."  It  fixes  a  lime  for  the  installation.  The  rule  originally  re- 
quired that  it  must  be  at  the  first  staled  meeting  in  January  ;  then  public 
installations  were  not  permitted  and  were  not  sanctioned  until  some  time 
thereaf.er.  Originally  of  necessity,  the  installations  had  to  be  during 
and  at  the  private,  stated  meetings  of  the  Post  ;  they  could  not  be  at  a 
public  meeting.  Hut  in  course  of  time  the  public  interest  grew  in  our 
organization  so  that  without  any  authoritative,  official  action,  but  with  offi- 
cial sanction,  a  custom  grew  up  of  allowing  public  installations  at  the 
first  meeting  of  a  Post  in  January,  and  finally  at  the  Minneapolis  En- 
campment of  our  National  Department,  new  legislation  was  had  upon 
the  subject  and  the  rule  in  question  was  amended  by  the  latter  provision 
expressly  giving  the  ri^ht  to  all  Posts  to  conduct  their  installations  pub- 
licly. No  change  was  made  as  to  the  time  for  meeting  for  the  installa- 
tion but  the  express  and  undoubted  right  was  given  to  have  it  public  at 
that  time  of  meeting,  to  wit :  "the  first  stated  meeting  in  January  follow- 
ing." Now  how  could  this  section,  as  amended,  be  carried  into  practi- 
cal effect  in  any  better  form  than  in  the  case  before  us?  A  public 
installation  could  not  be  given  at  or  during  the  formal  muster  or  meeting 
of  a  Post,  without  violating  every  important  requirement  of  our  Order 
and  its  private  obligations  and  observances.  No  part  of  the  opening  or 
closing  services  of  the  Ritual  can  be  used  on  such  occasions,  nor  can  you 
use  the  Salutation  in  the  presence  of  those  not  members.  Therefore  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  give  a  public  installation  at  a  private  muster 
or  meeting  of  a  Post,  and  when  the  subsequent  or  later  legislature  grants 
the  right  to  have  the  public  installation,  it  modifies  the  prior  mandatory 
clause  in  the  section  requiring  the  installation  to  be  "at  the  first  stated 
meeting"  so  that,  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  entire  section  as  it  stands 
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it  must  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  installation  may  be  private  or 
public,  at  the  option  of  the  Post,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Post  in  Janu-  ■ 
ary  following  the  election.  If  private  then  perhaps  under  the  head  of 
new  business  during  the  ordinary  ceremonies  after  the  opening  and  be- 
fore the  closing  services;  but  if  public,  then  without  any  of  the  usual 
ceremonies  and  services  of  the  Post  at  a  private  stated  meeting.  The 
whole  assembling  on  that  evening  was  practically  but  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Post  after  the  election.  The  fact  of  a  private  meeting  of  the  Post 
having  been  held  and  closed  in  due  form  before  the  public  were 
admitted,  certainly  ought  nut  to  invalidate  the  public  installation.  The 
spirit  and  intent  of  the  rule,  and  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  can  not  be  defeated  and  prejudiced  by  permitting  such  a 
technical  construction,  of  a  portion  of  the  rule  only,  to  prevail.  The 
spirit  of  the  entire  rule  its  object  and  intent,  must  govern  in  construing 
its  meaning  and  its  requirements. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  the  installation  in  this  case  was  in 
accord. nice  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  rule  and  custom,  and  lawful 
and  binding  on  all  concerned.

Sir  and  Comrade  : 

As  Medical  Director  of  this  Department  I   have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report  : 

The  present  status  or  condition  into  which  the  office  of  Medical 
Director  has  drifted  renders  it  quite  impossible  for  me  to  make  either  a 
tabulated  or  consolidated  report  of  Post  Surgeons  in  this  Department, 
because  of  former  action  of  the  National  Encampment  in  abolishing 
form  "  F."  Since  which  it  seems  that  reports  from  Past  Surgeons  have 
become  entirely  obsolete,  for  want  of  some  proper  method  or  system  by 
which  a  Past  Surgeon  whether  a  medical-man  or  not  could  properly  and 
intelligently  render  a  report  to  the  Medical  Director,  embodying  that 
which  actually  concerns  the  dispensing  of  charity  of  a  medical  or  surgical 
character,  to  alleviate  the  wants  and  sufferings  of  indigent  and  needy 
soldiers  and  their  families.  By  the  introduction  of  such  simple  system 
could  be  gathered  and  collated  the  most  valuable  statistics  which  should 
certainly  go  on  record,  to  show  to  the  public  that  the  Grand  Army  is  do- 
ing a  noble  work  in  the  interest  of  the  old  soldier  and  his  family.  I  would 
therefore  renew  the  recommendations  so  earnestly  made  by  my  prede- 
cessors in  office,  that  the  gratuitous  services  rendered  by  Post  Surgeons 
to  the  indigent  and  poor  comrades  including  their  families,  and  of 
services  rendered  to  needy  and  worthy  soldiers  who  are  outside  of  the 
organization,  that  the  character  and  aggregate  cash  value  of  such  services 
be  reported  to  the  Medical  Director,  and  to  be  by  him  incorporated  into 
his  report  to  the  Surgeon  General.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  some  kind  of  a  blank  form  will  be  devised,  simplified  and  formu- 
lated so  that  a  Post  Surgeon  whether  a  professional  man  or  not  can 
readily  comprehend  it  and  fill  out  his  report. 
(232) 
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During  my  term  of  office  I  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  my  time,  to 
the  interest  and  advancement  of  our  noble  Order,  and  have  attended  the 
meetings  of  large  number  of  Posts,  and  also  many  important  Grand  Army 
gatherings  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  1  have  also  had  the  .pleasure 
during  this  year  in  an  official  capacity  in  connection  with  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  and  staff  to  meet  at  different  limes  and  places,  viz: 

Meeting  of  Council  of  Administration  at   Philadelphia. 

Official  visit  to  Postal  Philadelphia. 

Semi-Annual  Encampment  at  Hellefonte. 

Grand  Army  day  at  Shamokin. 

Grand   Army  day  at  Philadelphia. 

The  gratuitous  services  rendered  by  me  during  the  year  to  destitute 
soldiers  and  their  families,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $328.75. 

My  official  correspondence  during  the  year  upon  matters  connected 
with  the  Order  has  been  large. 

To  my  predecessor,  Past  Medical  Director,  Joseph  Ferguson,  Post  114, 
of  Philadelphia,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  courtesy  and  uniform  kindness, 
and  for  the  interest  he  has  manifested  in  the  Order  during  the  year  in 
rendering  gratuitous  professional  services  to  destitute  soldiers  and  their 
families. 

To  the  Department  Commander  and  staff,  1  extend  my  heartfelt  thanks 
for  their  kindness  and  many  courtesies  shown  me. 

I  also  feel  very  grateful  to  all  the  comrades  with  whom  I  have  had 
intercourse  during  my  official  term,  and  for  theNmany  warm  greetings  I 
have  enjoyed  at  their  hands. 

And  now  in  retiring  from  my  official  capacity  as  Medical  Director  to 
resume  my  humble  position  in  the  ranks,  it  will  be  with  renewed  energy 
and  vigor  that  1  enter  upon  the  duties  of  a  true  soldier  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  may  Cod  protect  and  guide  us  in  the  way  of 
righteousness,  that  our  Grand  Army  may  prosper.

It  is  the  momentous  period  in  which  the  Legisla- 
ture must  determine  whether  any  of  the  present  applicants  should  be 
turned  unhelped  away.  1  hope  no  question  of  mistaken  economy  shall 
induce  a  single  voice  to  withhold  the  necessary  appropriation. 
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We  owe  this  duty  lo  the  memory  of  those  who,  in  the  hour  of  need, 
offered  up  their  lives  in  defence  of  our  institutions. 

We  owe  to  their  orphans  shelter,  food  and  education.  The  investment 
will  be  paid  hack,  an  hundred  fold,  in  good  citizenship  and  uncompromis- 
ing allegiance.  I  would  that  these  facts  should  stir  up  every  loyal  im- 
pulse in  the  hearts  of  our  Legislators  to  prompt  and  favorable  action.  Just 
yonder,  in  the  near  future,  the  influence  of  this  noble  work  will  have  its 
fruition.  The  money  expended  is  not  wasted  or  lost.  Every  dollar, 
will  pay  an  abundant  interest  in  all  that  loyalty  could  hopeior  or  patriot- 
ism desire. 

In  conclusion  1  congratulate  you  upon  the  nourishing  condition  of  our 
Departmi  nt  and  the  growing  interest  everywhere  exhibited  for  its  in- 
crease.

Comrade: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  my  official  doings 
from  the  date  of  my  election  to  the  present  time. 

My  first  duty  was  performed  in  attending  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  Administration,  at  Department  Headquarters,  March  5II1, 
1S84.  Since  the  time  mentioned  I  have  attended  each  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  Administration  up  to  date.  1  have  obeyed  all  orders, 
National  and  Department,  that  I  have  received,  and  strictly  performed 
all  duties  named  therein.  I  have  officially  visited  forty-one  (41)  Posts 
of  the  G.  A.  R.,  encouraged  them  in  their  efforts  to  further  the  object  of 
the  organization,  and,  when  necessary,  instructed  them  in  the  secret 
work. 

In  all  my  visits,  with  two  exceptions,  Comrade  J.  C.  Aitken,  A.  1).  C, 
has  accompanied  me,  and  rendered  me  valuable  assistance  in  whatever 
duty  I  had  to  perform. 

In  company  with  Comrade  Thos.  j.  SlcuaV,  A.  A.  G.,  Eli  G.  Sellers, 
Department  C.  of  A.,  and  G.J.  R.  Miller,  Q.  M.,  Post  19,  I  visited  Hat- 
boro'  for  the  purpose  of  mustering  a  new  Post  in  that  town,  Assistant 
Adjutant  General  Stewart  was  the  mustering  officer.  Iliad  the  hi. nor 
of  installing  the  officers  of  this  Post,  Lieut.  John  II.  Fisher  Post,  No. 
101,  the  number  being  that  of  the  Post  disbanded  at  Oakdale  Station. 

I  have  attended  numerous  camp-fires  (believing  that  they  are  of  great 
benefit  to  the  (}.  A.  R.  in  creating  a  more  fraternal  feeling)  and  had  the 
honor  to  preside  at  the  following,  viz.  :  Ellis  Post,  No.  6  ;  Winfield  Scott 
Post,  No.  114;  Col.  Ulric  Dahlgren  Post,  No.  14;  George  Smith  Post, 
No.  79  ;  and  Gen.  Robert  Patterson  Post,  No.  275.  I  attended  the 
Semi-Annual  Encampment  at  Bellefonte,  from  August  16th  to  21st, 
1S84.  It  was  a  -rand  success,  and  thanks  are  due  to  Comrade  S.  V.  C. 
Curtin  and  the  comrades  of  Gregg  Post,  No.  95,  and  particularly  so  to 
Comrade  Amos  Mullen,  of  that  Post,  and  to  the  "local  committee" 
composed  of  the  citizens  of  liellefonte,  who  spared  no  effort  in  provid- 
ing for  the  comfort  of  the  old  soldiers.

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I  took  an  active  part  in  the  observance  of  the  Eighteenth  Anniversary 
of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  which  was  celebrated  fn 
Philadelphia  by  a  parade  and  a  visit  to  the  State  Agricultural  Society's 
Exhibition.  About  three  thousand  comrades  in  uniform  participated. 
The  streets  passed  over  were  thronged  with  people  in  honor  of  the 
defenders  of  the  country. 

1  have  attended  many  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  Veterans'  Rights  Union,  and  paid  particular  attention  to  the 
object  of  the  organization.  I  believe  their  object  is  a  good  one  and 
should  receive  all  the  encouragement  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
can  give  it.  With  the  limited  means  at  their  command  they  have  ac- 
complished much  good,  and  I  find  from  ,1  report  in  my  hands  that  they 
have  succeeded  iii  placing  many  comrades  in  positions  under  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  prevented  many  contemplated  removals,  and  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  some  of  the  railway  companies  in  Philadel- 
phia, in  which  veterans  are  given  the  preference.  Comrade  J.  C.  Aitken, 
Post  191,  President  of  the  Veterans'  Rights  Union,  and  his  Secretary, 
Comrade  E.  Caldwell,  Post  19,  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  that 
organization  deserve  credit  for  their  unselfish  devotion  to  that  fraternity 
that  should  ever  bind  honorably-discharged  soldiers  to  one  another  and 
in  carrying  out  the  first  principles  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  rendering  such 
assistance  to  their  comrades  as  will  give  them  honorable  employment 
and  place  them  beyond  the  reach  of  want.  Asylums  for  the  destitute 
of  the  G.  A.  R.  are  all  very  good  in  their  way,  but  how  much  better  is  it 
to  place  comrades  out  of  the  rea<  h  of  such  necessity  ? 

I  would  recommend  the  establishing  of  Labor  Bureaus  throughout 
the  Department,  which  1  think  can  be  done  at  a  trilling  expense.  I 
would  have  aides-de-camp  in  the  different  cities,  towns  and  villages  in 
the  State,  they  to  furnish  a  list  of  the  manufacturers  and  business  firms  in 
their  respective  vicinities  to  the  A.  A.  G.  ;  he  to  prepare  and  send  out  a 
circular  to  each  employer  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  can  be 
furnished  with  honorable,  reliable  and  capable  men  from  our  ranks  to 
till  any  position. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania  use  all 
honorable  means  and  influence  with  the  representatives  of  our  Govern- 
ment at  Washington  for  the  purpose  of  having  established  within  this 
Stale,  a  home  for  destitute,  honorably-discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  of  the  late  Rebellion. 

I  hereby  express  to  the  many  comrades  with  whom   1   have  been  asso- 
ciated  officially   or  otherwise  my   high    appreciation    o(  their   uniform 
friendship.     Such  friendship  I  hope  may  outlast  my  life.

Comrade : 

The  Department  Committee  of  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Schools  have  the 
honor  to  report  : 

That  during  the  past  year  all  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Schools  were 
visited  during  the  season  of  examinations  preparatory  to  the  summer 
vacation.  It  was  indeed  cheering  to  observe  the  increased  interest  that 
comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  have  manifested  in  these 
schools  and  in  their  management,  for  at  all  the  examinations  there  was 
a  good  attendance  of  comrades  from  Posts  m  the  vicinity  of  a  school 
undergoing  examination.  This  is  encouraging  to  us  and  not  only  this,  it 
is  encouraging  also  to  the  managers  and  pupils  of  a  school — to  the  former 
because  it  shows  that  "the  boys"  have  a  deep  interest  in  the  Orphans 
of  our  deceased  comrades,  and  by  such  visits  give  encouragement  to  the 
efforts  of  principal  and  teachers  in  their  labors,  and  to  the  pupils  it  shows 
that  their  guardians,  the  comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R.  are  interested  in  their 
progress  and  welfare  at  the  schools. 

Your  Committee  found  in  most  of  the  pupils  a  flattering  degree  of 
proficiency  in  all  studies.  The  scholars  were  well  clothed  and  fed,  and 
comfortably  housed.  The  buildings  were  clean  and  tidy,  with  a  reason- 
able degree  of  health  among  the  pupils.  Many  trilling  improvements, 
for  the  good  of  the  children  have  suggested  themselves  to  your  Com- 
mittee all  of  which  have  been  acted  upon  and  resulted  in  good,  but  in 
no  instance  has  the  general  management  of  the  scholars,  (which  is  excel- 
lent) been  interfered  with. 
(242) 
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There  have  been  no  serious  breaches  of  discipline  which  required  any 
attention  outside  of  the  school  management. 

Your  Committee  would  reiterate  what  was  so  urgently  set  forth  in  its 
report  to  the  last  Encampment,  viz.:  "That  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Com- 
mittees be  appointed  by  each  Post  in  flic  Department."  There  can  be 
no  success  unless  an  organized  effort  for  success  is  made  and  by  the 
appointment  of  Post  Committees  your  General  Committee  can  be  mater- 
ially aided  in  its  labors.  It  should  he  the  duly  of  such  Post  Soldiers' 
Orphans'  Committees  as  a  committee  to  visit  the  schools  of  the  vicinity, 
and  at  the  close  of  each  year  (in  addition  to  reporting  to  their  own  Posts, 
of  labor  performed)  to  report  to  the  Department  Committee.  Many 
suggestions  would  in  this  way  reach  your  Committee  and  no  doubt  much 
good  to  the  schools  result  therefrom. 

Your  Committee  has  viewed  with  some  anxiety  if  not  alarm,  the  abso- 
lute lack  of  industrial  departments  in  our  Soldiers'  Orphans'  schools. 
This  is  a  subject  that  sooner  or  later  must  demand  attention  at  the  Sol- 
diers' Orphan  schools.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  material  from 
which  our  schools  now  draw  their  scholars  is  far  different  from  the 
sources  from  which  the  pupils  were  first  taken  at  the  close  of  the  Rebel- 
lion and  for  some  time  later. 

When  we  consider  that  nineteen  years  have  passed  since  the  close  of 
the  war  it  will  require  no  taxing  of  the  imagination  to  grasp  our  meaning. 

To  illustrate,  a  soldiers'  child  at  seven  or  eight  years  of  age  is  admitted 
to  a  school,  where  it  is  maintained,  in  ease  and  comfort  to  itself,  know- 
ing that  until  the  age  of  sixteen,  its  support  is  guaranteed.  At  the 
tender  age  of  admission  of  such  children  they  cannot  fully  realize  that 
it  is  because  of  great  privations  and  poverty  at  home  that  parents  will 
surrender  children  to  the  Stale  to  be  educated  in  pursuance  of  a  sacred 
promise  made  in  the  hour  of  dire  distress  in  our  bind.  They  are  taken 
in  many  instances  from  homes  where  parents  reside  in  uninviting  abodes, 
where  penury  and  want  are  sorely  felt  and  placed  in  schools  where,  by 
contrast,  they  live  lives  of  elegant  ease  and  comfort  and  at  the  age  of  six- 
teen years  are  discharged  from  these  schools,  refined  in  manners  and 
address  and  with  a  good  education,  but  altogether  deficient  in  a  knowl- 
edge of  handiwork,  or  habits  of  industry,  by  which  they  can  earn  their 
own  living,  wholly  unprepared  to  battle  with  life  and  with  tastes  and 
notions  entering  above  the  humble  and  uninviting  abode  they  left  at 
seven  years  of  age.  We  have  little  anxiety  for  the  boy,  but  for  the 
girl,  our  fears  in  many  cases  will  be  and  are  realized. 

The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  these  schools  must  close,  for  many 
reasons,  but  while  we  have  the  opportunity  let  us  correct  the  mistakes 
of  the  past. 

But  the  remedy — there  are  many — we  instance  a  few;  extend  the 
school  term   until   pupils  reach  eighteen   years,  establish  an  industrial 
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department  at  each  school  under  proper  managers,  and  compel  all  chil- 
dren, the  last  two  years  of  their  terms  to  go  into  the  industrial  depart- 
ment and  learn  a  trade  ;  for  the  boys  such  trade  as  may  be  suitable  for 
a  boy,  and  for  a  girl  such  occupation  as  she  may  be  best  suited  for — or 
concentrate  all  the  schools  in  one — and  make  the  entire  system  of  Sol- 
diers' Orphans'  Education  an  industrial  system.  What  valid  objection 
could  there  be  to  such  a  school  at  Erie,  in  the  building  our  own  groat 
State  proposes  to  present  gratis,  to  the  United  States  C.overnment  for  a 
National  Hume? 

These  suggestions  are  given  somewhat  at  length,  but  we  think  at  no 
greater  length  than  the  importance  of  the  subject  warrants. 

We  would  urge  the  necessity  of  sufficient  appropriations  by  the  Legis- 
lature at  its  present  session  lor  the  proper  support  of  the  schools  and 
also  that  the  deficit,  for  the  past  two  years,  be  made  up,  so  that  the 
schools  may  begin  their  next  year  clear  of  debt,  and  to  this  end,  it  would 
not  be  inappropriate  for  this  Encampment  to  petition  the  Legislature  for 
prompt  and  liberal  appropriations. 

We  have  to  report  that  a  number  of  Posts  have  reported  the  work 
accomplished  in  the  care  of  Soldiers'  Orphan  children  and  their  admis- 
sions to  the  schools,  and  all  show  the  -teat  interest  the  different  Posts 
have  taken  in  this  matter.  It  is  commendable  and  we  say  "keep  at  it  " 
until  the  good  work  has  been  fully  accomplished.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Home. 


The  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Home,  enlarged  by  the  action  of  the 
Bellefonte  Encampment  to  fifteen  members,  have  organized  by  the 
selection  of  Comrades  Robert  IS.  Heath,  chairman;  Thos.  J.  Stewart, 
Secretary,  and  Louis  Wagner,  treasurer. 

At  the  meeting  lor  organization  the  officers  were  instructed  to  procure 
the  needed  information  upon  which  to  base  plans  for  carrying  out  the 
object  for  which  the  Committee  was  appointed,  namely  :  the  establish- 
ment of  a  State  Home  for  sick  and  destitute  ex-soldiers  and  sailors. 

Knowing  the  importance  of  the  work  committed  to  us,  we  realized 
the  necessity  for  proceeding  cautiously,  so  that  the  Department  should 
not  be  committed  to  any  plan  that  might  be  unsuccessful  or  prove  a 
heavy  tax  upon  our  membership.  We  therefore  sought  to  profit  by  the 
experience  of  others,  and  have  now  full  reports  from  the  States  main- 
taining Soldiers'  Homes. 

Your  Committee  entertained  the  hope  that  Congress  would  accept  the 
proposition  urged  by  Comrade  Bayne,  member  of  Congress  from  Alle- 
gheny county,  to  establish  a  Branch  of  the  National  Home  at  Erie,  but 
the  appropriation  of  £500,000  for  a  Home  at  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  whilst 
it  does  not  afford  relief  to  all  now  seeking  admission,  has  postponed  for 
some  years,  if  not  indefinitely,  the  location  of  a  Branch  at  Erie.  The 
Home  at  Leavenworth  will  afford  only  partial  relief,  .is  all  the  others 
are  crowded,  with  hundreds  of  applications  on  file  awaiting  vacancies. 
Another  Branch  in  the  Last  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and  all  the  influence 
of  our  Department  should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  Congress  for  locating 
one  in  this  State,  and,  whilst  our  own  plans  are  being  carried  out  to 
meet  pressing  necessities,  the  matter  of  at  least  partial  relief  by  the 
General  Government  should  be  kept  always  in  view. 

Homes  for  veterans  maintained  by  State  aid  are  now  established  in 
New  Jersey,  California,  Massachusetts  and  New  York. 

The  Home  in  New  Jersey,  at  Newark,  was  the  first  established  by  any 
State  by  direct -appropriation,  and  it  has  required  an  appropriation  for 
maintenance  of,  say,  £40,000  per  annum  since  it  was  opened,  in  1866. 
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The  Home  in  Massachusetts  was  built  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, under  whose  management  it  continues.  The  State  has  appro- 
priated #15,000  per  annum,  which  is  nearly  sufficient  for  the  actua] 
support  of  the  beneficiaries,  but  a  larger  amount  was  spent  last  year  on 
additional  comforts  and  needed  repairs  and  additions,  which  was  raised 
altogether  by  donations  from  Posts  and  their  friends. 

In  New  York,  after  the  completion  of  the  buildings  by  the  Grand 
Army,  their  care  was  transferred  to  the  State,  which  appropriated  last 
year  £70,000  for  the  support  of  500  inmates. 

The  experience  in  these  two  States  is,  that  these  institutions  must  be 
planned  and  equipped  both  as  Hospitals  and  Homes.  A  large  per- 
centage of  the  inmates  suffer  from  diseases  of  long  standing,  requiring 
expensive  treatment  and  care. 

Men  live  for  years  as  consumptives  and  paralytics,  and  even  in  fami- 
lies fairly  well  off  the  care  of  such  involves  poverty  and  suffering  in  the 
effort  to  keep  the  one  so  afflicted  out  of  the  poor-house. 

In  our  own  Commonwealth,  which  furnished  one-eighth  of  all  the  sol- 
diers in  the  war  for  the  Union,  we  have  submitted  to  the  disgrace  of 
men  dying  in  our  almshouses  and  being  buried  in  paupers'  graves,  whose 
strong  arms  and  willing  hearts  added  to  the  glory  of  Pennsylvania  on 
every  battle-field  of  the  war. 

Men  who  at  Gettysburg  stayed  the  advancing  march  of  an  invading 
enemy,  whose  success  would  have  cost  the  people  of  our  State  many 
millions  in  money,  and  would  have  prolonged  the  war,  appear  to  be  for- 
gotten in  their  old  age,  or  when  decrepitude  has  overtaken  them,  and 
they  live  miserably  as  paupers,  instead  of  being  the  honored  wards  of  a 
grateful  Commonwealth!  And  not  only  those  in  almshouses  should  be 
the  objects  of  our  solicitude !  Hundreds  of  brave  men  have  for  years 
struggled  against  adverse  circumstances— suffering  agonies  of  mind  and 
body  rather  than  become-  suppliants  for  charity.  To  these  we  should 
hold  out  the  helping  hand,  and  for  such  as  these  we  must  provide  a 
Home  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word  when  the  battle  of  life  turns 
against  them. 

In  asking  for  State  aid  for  such  a  work,  we  shall  be  met  with  the  reply 
that  the  Slate  has  already  expended  nearly  seven  million  dollars  in  the 
care  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans. 

No  soldier,  no  intelligent  citizen  of  Pennsylvania,  but  feels  a  pride  in 
his  State  for  its  grand,  beneficent  work  for  the  Orphans  of  our  dead 
comrades.  Over  twelve  thousand  boys  and  girls  have  been  in  our  Sol- 
diers' Orphans'  schools,  receiving  from  the  Slate,  in  training  and  educa- 
tion, some  recompense  for  the  services  of  their  fathers,  but  to  class  the 
millions  so  spent  with  appropriations  for  paupers  or  criminals,  or  to  urge 
it  as  a  reason  for  doing  nothing  for  the  soldier  himself,  is  to  show  a  lack 
of  knowledge  as  to  the  purpose  of  such  expenditure  or  the  results  that 
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have  followed  it.  The  money  so  spent  lias  been  as  the  sowing'  of  seed 
in  a  fruitful  field.  It  was  the  best  investment  ever  made  by  the  State, 
and  will  be  repaid  to  it  many  fold  through  the  thousands  of  men  and 
women  who  in  these  schools,  as  the  wards  of  a  grateful  people,  received 
a  training  that  makes  them  better  citizens,  and  adds  to  the  influence  and 
the  wealth  of  our  State. 

And  now,  when  this  obligation  is  growing  less,  when  the  children  born 
since  the  war  to  fathers  who  have  died,  leaving  families  without  protec- 
tion, are  graduating  from  the  schools,  is  it  not  time  that  something  should 
be  done  for  the  men  themselves,  to  whom  the  State  owes  more  than  it 
can  ever  repay.  Their  declining  years  should  be  made  more  comforta- 
ble, and  when  they  come  to  die,  it  should  be  in  the  presence  of  old  com- 
rades and  of  sympathizing  friends,  instead  of  in  the  sometimes  horrible 
surroundings  of  an  almshouse.  As  against  the  seven  millions  of  dollars 
spent  for  Soldiers'  Orphans  by  Pennsylvania,  let  us  contrast  the  record 
of  Massachusetts  in  the  relief  granted  to  soldiers. 

In  1S61  Governor  Andrew  threw  himself  heart  and  soul  inlo  the  work 
of  sustaining  the  Union.  He  said  to  the  men  of  Massachusetts,  "You 
go  to  the  front  ;  Massachusetts  will  care  for  your  families  while  you  are 
away,  and  take  care  of  you  when  you  return." 

Nobly  has  she  redeemed  this  pledge,  and  from  1S61  to  1SS4  has  ex- 
pended in  State  Aid  for  Soldiers  over  $16, 000,000  ($16,581,091) ;  thus, 
with  less  than  half  our  population,  expending  two  and  a  half  times  more 
than  we  have  done. 

The  pressing  need  for  a  Soldiers'  Home  in  Pennsylvania  is  so  appar- 
ent that  we  cannot  longer  delay  the  preliminary  work.  Between  300 
and  400  old  soldiers  and  sailors  are  in  almshouses,  costing  the  tax-payers 
as  much  as  they  would  in  a  proper  Home,  and  whilst  the  Grand  Army 
can  furnish  material  help,  we  must  have  an  appropriation  from  the  State 
to  aid  us  in  our  work. 

We  hold  that  the  Legislature  should  provide  the  means,  and  that  we 
should  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  this  year,  and  the  same 
for  1SS6. 

We  estimate  that  it  will  cost  $35,000  for  each  of  the  two  years,  and  the 
amount  in  excess  of  the  State  appropriation  will  have  to  be  raised  by 
subscription. 

We  do  not  recommend  the  erection  of  costly  buildings.  There  are 
places  that  can  be  rented  that  will  answer  our  needs  for  several  years, 
and  until  the  full  requirements  would  be  shown  by  experience. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  report  that  the  surviving  managers  of  the  Union 
Volunteer  Refreshment  Saloon,  whose  services  during  the  war  will  never 
be  forgotten,  have  agreed  to  turn  over  to  the  Grand  Army  for  a  Home 
over  $2,000,  the  balance  of  funds  in  their  hands. 

The  foregoing  is  a  general  outline  of  the  work  to  be  done, and  it  is  for 
the  Encampment  to  say  how  it  is  to  be  pressed  to  a  successful  issue.

sions of  loyalty,  and,  its  public  and  private  expressions  of  principle  ;

Encampment  be  ami  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  use  all  honorable 
means  to  defeat  the  amendment  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  offered 
at  the  Minneapolis  session,  which  contemplated  making  eligible  for 
membership  in  the  G.  A.  R.  men  who  bore  arms  against  us  and  our  flag, 
such  a  proposition  being  the  death-knell  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  ;  and

authorized  and  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  preambles 
and  resolutions  to  every  member  and  officer  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment, so  far  as  it  may  be  possible  so  to  do.

And  we  do  most  earnestly 
condemn  such  discriminations  against  the  men  who  dared  death  for 
their  country,  believing  that  those  who  fought  to  keep  the  nation  undi- 
vided in  time  of  war,  should  be  the  recipients  oi  its  preferment  for  em- 
ployment in  time  of  peace. 

Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  directs  that  its  officers  shall  aid  by  their  influence  of  position, 
the  work  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Veterans'  Rights  Union  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
their  efforts  to  have  enforced,  Sections  No.  1754  and  1755,  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  the  United  States. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  concurred  in. 
On  the   resolution   to  discontinue  the  use  of  the   Black   Book 
the  Committee  reported  negatively.

VETERANS  IN  CAMP. 


Stirring  Scenes  among  the  old  Soldiers— Reviving  the  Records  of  the 

Great  Rebellion— Superb  Parade  and  a  Speech  by 

Ex- Governor  Curt  in,  &c. 


[From  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  Aug,  20.] 

Camp  Curtin,  Bellefonte,  August  18th,  1884. 

All  day  long  on  Saturday  crowds  of  strangers  poured  into  the  city 
until  Bellefonte's  population  was  for  the  time  more  than  doubled,  the 
hotels  overrun  and  private  dwellings  turned  into  places  for  feeding  the 
hungry  sight-seers. 

About  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  after  the  air  had  lost  some  of  its 
intense  heat,  a  line  was  formed  of  all  the  comrades  in  camp  and  headed 
by  the  Department  Commander  and  staff,  and  marched  into  the  town  to 
the  open  space  surrounding  the  country  court  house,  where  they  were 
massed  and  listened  to  the  eloquent  address  of  welcome  from  ex-Gover- 
nor Curtin. 

"I  am  assigned  the  very  agreeable  duty  of  welcoming  you  to  Bellefonte. 
I  welcome  you  for  Centre  county,  I  welcome  you  for  Pennsylvania,  I 
welcome  you,  veterans  of  the  war,  for  the  great  government  you  have 
saved  to  liberty  and  equality  for  all  humanity.  Veterans  of  the  war,  we 
have  met  before  some  twenty  years  since.  1  gave  you  the  blue  uniform 
and  the  classic  eagle  of  liberty.  I  handed  the  regiments  of  Pennsylvania 
the  flag  of  the  State  and  sent  you  to  service  to  serve  liberty  to  humanity 
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in  this  country  and  teach  liberty  to  all  the  world.  Early  in  the  war  the 
government  of  Pennsylvania  determined  that  the  flag  should  have  the 
coat-of-arms  of  this  great  loyal  State  in  the  field  and  surrounded  by 
stars  and  the  thirteen  stripes  of  the  National  Government.  I  gave  that 
flag  to  over  three  hundred  thousand  men  myself.  Two  hundred  and 
seventeen  flags  and  only  two  were  lost  in  the  struggle,  for  the  flag  of 
the  nation  was  taken  and  borne  by  strong,  stalwart  and  patriotic  men  of 
Pennsylvania,  who  preserved  the  Hag  of  this  great  State,  brought  it  back 
and  it  remains  in  the  archives  of  this  State  at  Harrisburg  now.  I  saw 
you  all  once  before  and  you  saw  me.  1  gave  you  the  Hag,  the  emblem 
of  our  nationality  and  power  and  liberty,  and  thanks  be  to  God  it  was 
never  stained  by  cowardice.  [Cheers  and  applause.]  And  when  Penn- 
sylvania decided  th.it  the  orphans  of  the  soldier  should  be  maintained 
and  educated,  my  heart  went  out  in  thanks  fur  the  great  benevolence. 
[Cheers.] 

Department  Commander  Dyer,  responded  as  follows  : 
Citizens  of  Belief  onle,  Ex-Governor  Qui  in  and  Members  of 'the  Grand 
Army:  1  regret  exceedingly  that  1  am  not  able  to  reply  in  a  fit  and 
proper  manner  to  the  eloquent  address  of  the  old  War  Governor, 
Andrew  G.  Curtin,  but  let  me  say  to  you,  sir,  we  appreciate  most  fully 
the  cordial  welcome  you  have  extended  to  us.  We  come  here,  sir,  as 
comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  your  fine  town  for  a 
week  of  pleasure  and  recreation;  we  come  together  to  see  each  other, 
and  talk  over  events  that  took  place  over  twenty  years  ago  and  renew 
the  friendships  formed  during  more  than  four  years  of  strife,  carnage 
and  bloodshed.  We  believe,  sir,  the  men  who  helped  save  the  nation 
and  won  for  themselves  the  name  anil  place  in  history,  which  the  Penn- 
sylvania soldier  occupies,  have  a  right  to  enjoy  this  name  they  have  won 
on  hard-fought  battle  fields  in  their  own  way.'  We  trust,  however  that 
when  we  come  to  take  our  departure  from  your  town  we  shall  have 
done  nothing  that  will  reflect  upon  the  honor  or  credit  of  a  single 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  that  we  will  continue 
worthy  of  the  confidence  and  trust  reposed  in  us  by  this  great  State 
and  Nation.  1  thank  you,  sir,  again  for  the  kind  and  hearty  welcome 
given  us,  and  extend  to  you  all  a  cordial  invitation  to  visit  us  in  our 
camp  and  enjoy  yourselves. 

I  DRESS    PARADE. 

At  6.30  last  evening  a  dress  parade  was  held  on  the  camp  ground,  and 
those  who  have  taken  part  in  the  encampment  for  years  say  it  was  the 
best  that  has  ever  been  held.  The  line  was  formed  at  the  base  of  a  hill, 
whose  side,  in  the  shape  of  an  amphitheatre,  was  densely  packed  by 
visitors,  who  had  come  for  miles  around  to  witness  what  is  always  looked 
upon  as  the  most  notable  feature  of  these  gatherings,  the  Sunday  even- 
ing dress  parade.

The  long  line  of  blue,  the  waving  of  hundreds  of  flags  and  guidons,  the  < 
inspiring  strains  of  the  hand  as  it  passed  from  the  right  of  the  line  to  the 
left  and  back,  the  motions  of  the  white-gloved  hands  as  they,  without 
muskets,  went  through  the  motions  of  the  manual  of  arms,  and  the  mag- 
nificent gathering  on  the  hillside,  the  majority  being  ladies  in  white- 
dresses,  the  whole  tinged  by  the  rays  of  the  setting  sun,  formed  a  most 
beautiful  and  picturesque  scene,  such  a  one  as  is  not  often  seen,  more 
than  once  in  a  life  time. 

I  stood  beside  the  war  Governor  as  the  comrades  were  moving  into 
line  with  the  precision  that  a  lapse  of  twenty  years  had  not  diminished, 
and  heard  him  say,  as  he  took  in  the  scene,  "  How  this  reminds  me  of 
old  times,"  and  as  lie  said  it  his  eye  for  a  moment  flashed  with  all  its  old- 
time  fire,  and  then  in  an  instant  it  was  dimmed  by  the  flood  of  recollec- 
tions that  seemed  to  rush  through  his  mind.  At  the  close  of  the  dress 
parade  the  line  broke  into  column  of  companies  and  passed  in  review 
before  Department  Commander  Dyer  and  staff,  Ex-Governor  Curtin  and 
Col.  Hastings,  of  the  Fifth  Regiment,  N.  G.  P. 

The  day  was  appropriately  closed  by  a  sacred  concert  of  two  hours' 
length,  given  in  front  of  headquarters  by  the  Wcccacoe  Band.  It  was 
thoroughly  enjoyable,  and  all  the  vast  crowd  that  had  gathered  remained 
until  the  last  note  had  died  out  upon  the  still  night  air.  To-day  there 
will  be  a  number  of  additional  tents  erected  for  the  accomodation  of 
Posts  that  are  expected  to  arrive. 


VETERANS  ON  A   FROLIC. 

Lively  Doings  at  Camp  Ctirtin.— The  War  Governor's  Great  Popularity 

11  Htli  the  Old  Soldiers.— A  I  isit  to  the  J'eini's  I  alley  Caves  and 

a  Hilarious  Return  to  Camp.

A  pleasant  camp  incident  of  the  day  was  the  presentation  of  a  gold- 
headed  cane,  won  at  a  church  contest,  to  Comrade  Daniel  M.  Glenn,  of 
Post  95,  a  member  of  the  original  Buck  Tail  Regiment.  Assistant  Adju- 
tant General  Stewart,  made  the  presentation  speech  in  his  peculiar  happy 
style.  General  F.  M.  Elliott,  of  Post  131,  responded.  The  occasion 
was  enlivened  by  music  by  the  Middleburg  Hand  and  honored  by  the 
presence  of  General  Heaver,  who  was  the  recipient  of  much  attention 
and  a  serenade.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  have  opened 
a  post  oflice  adjoining  Department  Headquarters,  taking  charge  of  all 
incoming  and  outgoing  mail  matter — a  courtesy  appreciated  by  the 
whole  camp.  Every  attention  has  been  shown  the  boys  by  the  hospi- 
table residents  of  Hellcfbnte. 
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GOVERNOR    CURTIN'S    POPULARITY. 

The  love  and  enthusiasm  for  Governor  Curtin  must  be  highly  gratify 
ing  to  the  old  soldier.  From  half-past  six  this  morning  until  he  left  for 
camp  to  witness  the  dress  parade  he  was  kept  busy  shaking  hands  with 
soldier-callers  and  making  speeches  for  numerous  serenades.  His  ap- 
pearance in  camp  is  a  signal  for  an  impromptu  reception.  Early  this 
morning  about  three  hundred  of  the  men,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Lambs  and  Razors,  started  in  hacks  for  the  Penn's  Valley  Caves.  These 
caves  are  a  specular  freak  of  nature.  They  are  entered  by  boats  from 
a  creek,  which  flows  through  the  main  cave  for  a  distance  of  half  a  mile. 
The  water  at  the  upper  end  of  the  cave  contains  a  number  of  heavy  logs 
and  other  debris,  which  have  unaccountably  gotten  there.  Opening 
from  this  are  numerous  dry  rooms,  depending  from  the  roofing  and  sides 
of  which  are  beautiful  stalactites.  While  the  ride  was  through  Penn's 
Valley,  justly  celebrated  for  the  beauty  of  its  scenery,  it  was  very  tire- 
some, being  up  hill  and  over  the  roughest  roads,  a  distance  of  fourteen 
miles,  stopping  at  Centre  Hall  for  refreshments.  The  veterans  gave  the 
place  a  touch  of  the  G.  A.  R.  regulation  yell. 

FROLICS    OF   THE    CAMP. 

Just  as  the  line  had  formed  for  dress  parade  the  most  motley  crowd 
came  whirling  in,  to,  the  tune  of  "Johnny  Comes  Marching  Home,"  that 
ever  greeted  the  eyes  of  superior  officers  at  such  a  critical  moment. 
Leading  the  procession,  clad  in  blue  trousers,  a  hat  minus  a  brim  and  a 
greater  display  of  a  flannel  shirt — which  had  once  been  white — than  the 
regulations  of  good  society  require,  came  City  Solicitor  Harry  Taylor, 
bearing  with  tenderest  care  a  young  pig,  which  he  tried  to  initiate  in  the 
order  by  ramming  it  into  the  mouth  of  a  cannon.  Following  him  came 
Ouartermaster  General  John  Taylor,  Colonel  E.  Sellers  and  Junior  Vice 
Commander  Daniel  Caldwell,  Comrades  Shield,  Gorman,  Morgan, 
Long  and  others  of  the  Lambs  and  Razors,  bearing  spring  chickens 
which  had  been  given  an  emphatic  twist  of  the  neck  that  had  forever 
silenced  any  warning  cackle  of  their  sudden  taking  off;  young  corn  by 
the  dozen  ears,  and  other  nondescript  articles  which  they  had  picked 
up  by  the  wayside. 

THE    PIG'S    ESCAPE. 

As  Harry  Taylor  got  within  a  few  hundred  yards  of  the  line  of  review 
some  roguish  comrade  cut  the  sack,  and  the  pig,  with  a  proper  appre- 
ciation of  the  occasion,  started  down  in  front  of  the  line,  giving  loud, 
shrill  squeals,  which,  together  with  the  crowds  of  boys  and  men  who 
started  in  pursuit,  the  bursts  of  laughter  and  applause  from  the  hun- 
dreds of  spectators  on  the  hillside,  completely  nonplussed  Commander 
Dyer  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Stewart.  The  parade  was  wit- 
nessed by  about  three  thousand  people,  which  was  increased  to  about 
six  thousand  as  the  hour  for  the  ball  masquerade  drew  near. 
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BELLEFONTE'S   GREAT   DAY. 

The  Town  Overrun  with  Visitors — Twelve  Thousand  Persons  Witness 

an  Exciting  Sham  Battle  Between  Opposing  Forces  of  the 

Grand  Army  of  the  Repubic— Incidents 

of  the  Camp. 

[From  the  Philadelphia  Times,  Aug.  20.] 

Bellekonte,  August  19th,  1884. 

To-day  lias  been  the  greatest  day  Bellefonte  ever  saw.  From  three 
o'clock  crowds  have  been  arriving  from  every  direction,  and  at  six  p.m. 
the  question,  "  Where  do  all  these  people  come  from  ?"  was  heard  again 
and  again.  There  was  cause  for  wonder.  The  entire  camp-grounds 
were  massed  with  people  ;  crowds  covered  tin-  hills  adjacent,  and  the 
roads  leading  to  the  grounds  were  so  crowded  with  vehicles  and  pedes- 
trians that  it  was  impossible  to  drive  faster  than  a  walk,  while  every 
available  spot  near  the  grounds  where  a  team  could  be  hitched  was  oc- 
cupied. The  din  and  rush  of  people  in  the  town  was  most  confusing. 
People  had  driven  from  all  parts  of  the  county,  and  even  from  Hunting- 
don county,  many  coming  distances  of  twenty-five  to  thirty  miles.  The 
parade  was  a  most  creditable  affair. 

Just  before  the  line  was  dismissed  a  peremptory  summons  came  to  As- 
sistant Quartermaster  General  H.  G.  Williams,  who  was  very  busy 
breaking  up  punk,  unpacking  cannon,  crackers  and  straightening  out 
balloons,  to  report  to  his  superior  officer,  then  reviewing  the  line.  The 
men  had  been  centred  by  platoons  of  fifteen,  closely  dressed.  Upon 
the  arrival  of  Comrade  Williams,  Past  Department  Commander  John 
M.  Vanderslice  stepped  to  the  front,  and  in  the  most  impressive  and 
eloquent  manner  paid  a -lowing  tribute  to  the  fidelity  of  two  of  their 
number,  which  had  been  so  fully  demonstrated  upon  the  trip  to  Minne- 
apolis. 

TWO   SURPRISED    STAFF-OFFICF.RS. 

Turning  to  Assistant  Adjutant  Thomas  J.  Stewart  and  Comrade  Wil- 
liams he  said  it  was  his  pleasant  duty  to  present  to  them,  on  behalf  of 
G.  A.  R.  comrades,  a  slight  token  of  their  appreciation  of  the  faithful- 
ness in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  which  had  fallen  to  their  lot,  handing 
them  at  the  same  time  a  handsome  gold  badge.  Assistant  Adjutant 
General  Stewart  in  reply  said  that  it  was  to  him  a  most  genuine  sur- 
prise ;  that  he  had  always  striven  to  do  his  duty  and  that  the  same 
zeal  and  devotion  which  had  characterized  his  conduct  in  the  past 
should  continue  in  the  future  as  long  as  he  continued  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Army.  Comrade  Williams  said  the  surprise  was  as  great 
to  him  as  it  had  been  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General.  The  badges 
are  of   beautiful   workmanship.      The  Assistant   Adjutant   General   on 
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National  staff  and  Assistant  Quartermaster  General  on  Department 
staff  rank  as  Colonels,  so  the  rank  badges.  A  silver  eagle  upon  a 
black  field  surrounded  by  chased  gold  are  alike.  Pendant  from  the 
rank-badge  of  Assisiant  Adjutant  General  Stewart  is  a  Grecian  cross, 
the  badge  of  the  Third  Division,  Sixth  Corps,  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber. The  inscription  reads:  "  Presented  to  Assistant  Adjutant  General 
Thomas  J.  Stewart,  by  comrades  and  fiends  attending  National  En- 
campment at  Minneapolis,  1SS4."  That  of  Comrade  Williams  bore  the 
following  :  "  Presented  to  II.  G.  Williams,  Assistant  Quartermaster 
General,  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
by  comrades  and  friends  attending  the  National  Encampment  at  .Minne- 
apolis, 1SS4."  The  pendant  oil  this  was  crossed  sabres,  the  badge  of 
Sheridan  cavalry,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  They  each  bore,  sus- 
pended by  finely-wrought  chains,  gold  G.  A.  R.  badges. 

THE    SHAM    BATTLE. 

The  sham  battle,  which  began  at  nine  o'clock,  was  a  complete  success, 
arousing  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  citi/ens,  as  it  was 
new  to  ihrin.  The  attacking  forces  were  under  the  command  of  Col- 
onel E.  G.  Sellers.  Colonel  If.  G.  Williams  commanded  the  redoubts 
upon  the  hillside,  while  Colonel  John  Taylor  held  the  reserves  in  control. 
After  several  desperate  charges  upon  the  breastworks,  behind  which  the 
cannons  lay,  Colonel  Sellers  succeeded  in  capturing  the  guns  and  gun- 
ners. The  cannons  used  were  three  six-pounders,  owned  by  Posts  51,  of 
Philadelphia;  64,  of  Williamsport,  and  134,  of  Mifllintown.  Resides 
these  1,500  of  the  largest  si/e  cannon-crackers  helped  add  to  the  illusion 
that  a  real  battle  was  in  progress.  The  display  of  lire-works  put  off 
later,  consisting  of  rockets,  Roman  candles  anil  balloons  with  pyrotech- 
nic attachments  was  very  fine.    Over  12,000  people  witnessed  the  battle. 


At  an  early  hour  this  morning  a  train  of  seven  cars,  crowded  with 
soldiers  and  citizens,  started  for  Snow-shoe,  which,  after  two  hours  of 
tortuous  windings  up  and  through  spurs  of  the  Alleghenies,  was  reached. 
Here,  at  an  elevation  of  2,500  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ocean,  the  ex- 
cursionists spent  a  pleasant  day.  A  country  dance  was  gotten  up  in  a 
grove  near  the  village  for  the  benefit  of  the  Lambs,  whose  lame  had 
preceded  them,  'fhe  figures,  as  called  off  by  the  master  of  ceremonies, 
were  in  vernacular  peculiar  to  the  country  and,  for  the  first  time  since 
their  existence,  the  Lambs  were  beaten.  Alter  listening  until  one  set 
had  been  gone  through  with  they  gave  a  plaintive  bleat  and  sank  to  rest 
at  the  base  of  sheltering  trees.  The  little  village  of  Snowshoe  was  pro- 
fusely decorated  and  Cili/en  Samuel  I'.oyer  won  the  whole  band  of 
Lambs  by  his  kindness  to  them.  The  Millheim  Hand  accompanied 
them. 
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TRIBUTES   TO   WARREN'S   MEMORY. 

Comrade  W.  W.  McClelland,  of  Post  88,  Pittsburg,  in  a  neat  speech, 
presented  Department  Headquarters  with  an  original  pen-and-ink  por- 
trait of  General  G.  K.  Warren.  General  Beaver  received  it  on  behalf  of  the 
Department.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks  he  said  General  Warren  did 
not  belong  merely  to  the  Fifth  Corps,  as  had  been  claimed,  but  to  the 
whole  Army  of  the  Potomac,  whose  chief  of  staff  he  had  once  been, 
and,  therefore,  was  probably  known  personally  to  most  of  the  soldiers 
of  that  branch  of  the  service,  but  that  he  belonged  to  the  Second  Corps 
because  he  commanded  it  for  several  months  during  the  absence  of  the 
regular  commander,  General  Hancock,  and  had  special  claims  upon 
their  regard  and  gratitude,  because  at  Mine  Run  he  had  saved  the  need- 
less and  useless  effusion  of  blood. 

BURLESQUE    DRF.SS    I'ARADE    AND    CAM  I'    FIRE. 

Wednesday  evening  on  (he  campground  was  one  of  the  most  pleasant 
occasions  of  the  encampment.  After  the  regular  dress  parade,  a  bur- 
lesque affair  was  given  under  the  command  of  Assistant  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Thomas  J.  Stewart,  ami  patricipated  in  by  the  organization  in  Post 
51  known  as  the  "Lambs  and  Razors."  The  music  was  furnished  by 
a  portion  of  the  Weccacoo  Band,  dressed  in  befitting  costume.  The 
troop  was  dressed  in  fantastic  costumes  of  many  various  kinds  and 
colors,  carried  sticks  and  brooms  for  muskets,  wore  masks,  etc.,  and 
went  through  a  series  of  manoeuvres  entirely  unknown  to  Upton's  Army 
Tactics.  The  performance  closed  with  a  grand  charge  upon  the  crowd, 
which  scattered  in  all  directions. 

At  a  later  hour  a  great  camp-fire  was  kindled  and  a  variety  of  exer- 
cises were  given  greatly  interesting  the  hundreds  of  people  who  had 
gathered  on  the  ground. 

General  Wagner,  from  the  grand  stand,  made  an  appeal  in  behalf  of 
Comrade  Reimer,  of  Post  2S3,  who  was  severely  injured  during  the  day, 
and  who  must  remain  in  Bcllefonte  about  two  weeks  before  he  can  go 
home.  The  posts  responded  generously  and  about  #500  was  raised  for 
the  unfortunate  comrade.  Postsi  of  Philadelphia  was  the  first  to  give  #25  ; 
the  Department  of  Pennsylvania  also  gave  $25,  afterwards  increasing  it 
to  $50.  Pledges  of  $10  or  $5  each  were  made  by  nearly  all  the  posts 
represented  on  the  ground  and  General  Wagner  gave  $25  from  a  fund  of 
which  he  is  trustee  and  a  similar  amount  as  his  individual  pledge.  Rev. 
John  Hector,  Comrade  Austin  Curtin  and  others  wearing  big  hats  circu- 
lated through  the  crowd  and  took  up  a  collection. 

When  this  exercise  was  ended  General  Beaver  appeared  on  the  plat- 
form and  told  the  veterans  how  much  their  presence  in  Bellefonte  is 
appreciated  by  the  citizens  and  hoping  that  they  will  return  in  the  near 
future. 
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Rev.  John  Hector  was  called  to  the  stand  by  Adjutant  Gen'l  Stewart 
and  some  sharp  repartee  took  place  between  the  two  gentlemen,  Hector 
bringing  down  the  house  by  saying  that  if  he  and  Stewart  were  not  re- 
lated he  would  tell  the  people  what  he  thought  of  him. 

Lewis,  the  drummer  for  the  Weccacoe  Band,  sang  two  humorous 
Dutch  songs,  Mr.  Kindle,  the  leader,  performed  a  cornet  solo,  accom- 
panied by  the  band,  and  the  Weccacoe  Band  quartette  rendered  a  song 
in  fine  style. 

Then  Past  Department  Commander  John  M.  Vanderslice,  of  Philadel- 
phia, delivered  a  brief  address  announcing  at  its  conclusion  that  Adju- 
tant Stewart  would  recite  "Snyder's  Ride,"  which  that  gentleman  did 
in  his  inimitable  style. 

The  entire  audience,  both  citizens  and  soldiers,  then  joined  in  singing 
"Marching  Through  Georgia,"  and  the  band  having  played  "Auld  Lang 
Syne"  the  programme  was  finished. 


THE  GRAND   RE-UNION. 

A   Gala  Day  for  Carbondale — Over  7,000  Visitors  in  the  City — 2,500 
Men  in  Line— How  the  Day  was  Celebrated. 

Truly  yesterday  was  a  gala  day  for  Carbondale.  The  day  appointed 
for  the  re-union  dawned  bright  and  fresh.  The  recent  rains  had  laid  the 
dust  and  made  it  just  right  for  marching,  and  everything  was  auspicious 
and  promised  well  for  the  perfect  enjoyment  of  the  visiting  Veterans. 
The  day  was  ushered  in  with  the  sound  of  cannon  on  the  surrounding 
hills,  and  the  town  was  early  astir,  presenting  a  busy  and  handsome 
scene  almost  as  soon  as  the  daylight  came.  The  buildings  both  private 
and  public  were  gaily  decorated  with  flags  and  streamers,  arches  decked 
with  evergreens  and  flowers,  and  bearing  appropriate  inscriptions 
expressing  a  general  feeling  of  welcome,  spanned  the  streets  along  the 
line  of  march.  The  city  was  never  so  handsome  and  gay.  Trains  of 
cars,  and  hundreds  of  wagons  were  arriving  every  few  minutes  during 
the  morning,  and  by  eleven  o'clock  the  city  was  one  mass  of  living 
humanity.  Every  place  of  refreshment  for  both  man  and  beast  was 
filled  to  overflowing  at  an  early  hour.  It  was  ten  minutes  before  twelve 
when  the  procession  was  ready  to  move.  It  was  formed  on  the  public 
square,  and  moved  first  up  Church  street,  then  down  Main,  in  the  follow- 
ing order.

Ely  Post,  No.  97,  of  Wilkes-Barre,  escorted  by  the  Thistle  Band,  of 
Piltston. 

Nugent  Post,  No.  245,  of  Pittston,  escorted  by  the  Leek  Cornet  Band.

Lieut.  Ezra  S.  Griffin  Camp,  No.  8,  S.  of  V.,  of  Scranton. 

The  procession  was  over  a  mile  in  length  and  contained  as  near  as 
could  be  estimated  about  2,500  men.  The  route  was  short  and  the 
Veterans  were  not  at  all  tired  out  when  at  12.25  they  disbanded  at  the 
public  square,  where  had  been  erected  a  pavilion  covered  with  ever- 
green, and  comfortably  seated  for  the  use  of  the  speakers  and  especial 
guests. 

After  some  excellent  music  by  the  Mozart  Band,  Commander  J.  M. 
Alexander,  of  Post  Wm.  H.  Davies  and  President  of  the  Association, 
made  a  neat  and  appropriate  introductory  speech.  This  was  followed 
by  the  singing  of  "  Battle  Cry  of  Freedom  "  in  the  chorus  of  which  the 
large  and  patriotic  audience  joined  heartily.  Hon.  John  Kelly  then 
delivered  the  address  of  welcome  which  was  responded  to  on  behalf  of 
the  visiting  Veterans  by  Comrade  Alfred  Darte,  of  Wilkes-Barre.  The 
speaker  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  woman's  devotion,  courage  and  sacrifice. 
Encouragement  from  those  at  home  had  as  much  to  do  with  the  results 
of  the  war  as  had  bravery  on  the  battle  field.     This  city  of  his  nativity 
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had  been  exceptionally  patriotic.  It  had  been  quick  to  raise  and  equip 
soldiers  for  the  army,  but  it  was  not  given  to  all  to  go  to  the  war,  and  its 
citizens  had  in  every  way  given  assistance  and  encouragement  to  those 
who  did  go.  There  was  a  warm  place  in  his  heart  for  the  soldiers  and 
patriots  of  this  place.  His  manly  and  soldierly  address  was  heartily 
applauded.  After  this  followed  a  pretty  cornet  duet  by  Tom  and  Cora 
Rowley,  children  of  Comrade  A.  S.  Rowley,  of  Post  1S7.  They  played 
by  request  "  Blue  Bells  of  Scotland"  which  appeared  to  be  very  much 
appreciated. 

At  the  announcement  of  the  name  of  Gen.  E.  S.  Osborne,  who  was 
next  on  the  programme,  three  loud  cheers  were  given  by  the  crowd,  and 
that  fine  looking  and  distinguished  gentleman  was  brought  forward  and 
introduced  by  President  J.  M.  Alexander.  The  three  cheers  were 
repeated  long  and  loud,  and  it  was  some  time  before  the  speaker  could 
obtain  quiet  enough  to  proceed.  Mis  address  was  eloquent  from  the 
very  start.  He  has  an  intelligent  eye,  a  sympathetic  voice  and  a  sol- 
dierly bearing  that  enables  him  to  take  immediate  and  complete  posses- 
sion of  his  audience.  Me  looked  upon  this  as  one  of  the  finest  gather- 
ings of  Veterans  ever  held  in  this  section  of  the  country.  As  the  ranks 
of  the  Grand  Army  gradually  thinned  out  the  remaining  ones  grew 
nearer  and  dearer  to  each  other  and  it  was  good  to  meet  together  in  a 
social  way.  He  spoke  of  the  results  of  the  war  which  he  called  a  great 
educator.  It  had  done  much  to  bring  about  right,  prosperity  and  unity. 
He  referred  to  the  seven  millions  of  negroes  who  twenty  years  ago  were 
down-trodden,  but  who  now,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  grand 
Lincoln,  Were  placed  where  it  was  the  design  of  the  Almighty  that  they 
should  be.  Through  the  war,  also,  a  blow  was  struck  at  the  monarchies 
of  the  old  world  which  was  rapidly  crumbling  their  foundations.  War 
is  the  great  civili/.er,  the  great  builder  up  of  nations.  He  referred  to 
not  only  what  it  had  clone  for  this  country,  but  for  France  which  a  few 
years  ago  was  under  the  sway  of  a  monarch.  It  had  brought  us  respect 
from  the  mother  country,  the  proudest  nation  of  the  world.  Where  has 
been  the  army  of  a  million  men  who  have  ever  before  been  transferred 
at  once  from  a  military  life  to  a  life  of  peace  when  their  country  was 
done  with  them?  What  nation  could  stand  it  save  ours?  No  veterans 
of  any  army,  the  speaker  said,  had  ever  come  together  to  hold  re-unions 
before  yours.  lie  instanced  Napoleon's  grand  army  and  others.  What 
is  the  reason?  The  reason  is  that  those  were  fighthing  for  glory  and 
for  spoils,  while  our  soldiers  fought  for  their  homes,  their  rights  and  for 
liberty? 

At  the  close  of  his  grand  effort  he  was  again  loudly  cheered  and  the 
General  took  his  seat  amid  a  tumult  of  applause. 

Thomas  J.  Stewart,  of  Philadelphia,  Assistant-Adjutant  General  of  the 
Department  of  Pennsylvania,  was  next  introduced.     He  spoke  for  a  few 
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minutes  only,  but  in  that  brief  time  made  a  great  many  good  points.  He 
brought  out  the  many  reasons  for  having  these  re-unions  of  Veterans 
and  the  good  results  from  them.  He  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  Grand 
Army,  and  recommended  every  soldier  to  belong  to  its  numbers.  This 
speaker  was  also  loudly  applauded. 

Most  of  the  Posts  withdrew,  and  marched  to  the  various  trains  at 
about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  left  for  their  homes  amid  many 
friendly  adieus.  Nothing  occurred  during  the  day  to  mar  the  pleasure 
or  interfere  with  the  perfect  success  of  the  gathering.  All  left  the  city 
of  Carbondale  with  a  better  idea  of  the  place  and  a  more  hearty  good 
will  for  its  citizens  than  they  had  had  before,  and  the  Reunion  held  here 
on  the  2,Sth  of  August,  1S84,  will  propably  be  remembered  by  all  as  one 
of  great  interest  and  pleasure. 


How  the  Comrades  of  Post  142,  of  Re  novo,  Celebrated  their  "Wooden" 
Anniversary. 

On  Wednesday,  September  24th,  this  Post  was  five  years  old,  and  the 
comrades  celebrated  the  event  in  a  manner  reflecting  the  highest  credit 
upon  themselves,  and  affording  a  most  enjoyable  time  to  all  who  parti- 
cipated. The  large  circus  tent  belonging  to  Post  26r,  of  Milesburg,  was 
pitched  on  the  grounds  of  the  railroad  company  on  the  previous  Mon- 
day, and  a  smooth,  level  floor  put  down.  The  trains  arrived  from  the 
West  with  some  comrades  from  St.  Mary's,  and  very  many  other  people 
from  up  the  river  to  help  swell  the  crowd.  Trains  from  the  East  late — 
the  procession  must  delay  in  starting.  The  "  old  War  Governor"  and 
many  comrades  of  122,  Lock  Haven,  on  board  train — more  than  an  hour 
late.  At  about  11  a.m.  the  march  began,  led  by  Chief  Marshal,  Comrade 
Messenger,  of  142,  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  in  fours,  following, 
and  they  followed  by  the  "  Month-ago  Band  ;  "  then  came  the  G.  A.  R., 
on  whose  right  was  S.  V.  Dept.  Commander,  Austin  Curtin  and  R.  N. 
Martin,  of  142;  Post  122,  of  Lock  Haven;  95,  of  Bellefonte ;  261,  of 
Milesburg;  216,  ol  St.  Mary's,  Comrade  Miller,  of  122,  in  command,  and 
142,  of  Renovo,  Commander  Didier,  in  command.  At  the  proper  dis- 
tance came  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Renovo,  in  full  regalia  ;  then  followed  the 
Sons  of  Temperance  ;  a  Drum  Corps  came  next,  followed  by  the  Hose 
Company  of  Ronovo.  Last  and  least  in  size  came  about  twenty  little 
boys  dressed  similar  to  the  young  men  of  the  hose  company,  and  pull- 
ing a  miniature  hose  carriage. 

The  principal  streets  and  avenues  were  traversed  by  the  procession  ; 
the  sidewalks,  yards  and  door-steps  being  filled  with  men,  women  and 
children,  showing  their  appreciation  of  the  whole.    Ex-Governor  Curtin 
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stood  on  the  veranda  of  the  hotel  and  reviewed  the  procession  as, it 
passed  in  front,  on  its  way  to  the  place  where  the  tent  was  erected. 
After  breaking  ranks  all  were  invited  inside  to  partake  of  the  "bean 
soup,"  and  all  availed  themselves  of  the  invitation  and  partook  with  a 
relish. 

About  2.30  p.m.  the  tent  was  opened  for  the  hop  and  the  sale  of  re- 
freshments. The  "Month-ago  Band  "  furnished  the  music.  More  than 
one  thousand  ladies  and  gentlemen  crowded  in  to  dance  and  look  on. 
The  utmost  order  and  decorum  was  observed,  and  everything  was  con- 
ducted in  good  style.  At  7.30  the  camp-lire  opened,  every  available 
foot  of  space  in  the  tent  being  occupied.  After  music  by  the  band,  Com- 
rade Austin  Curtin  was  made  chairman  and  opened  the  meeting  with  a 
short  address.  Comrade  Martin,  of  142,  was  then  called  on  to  sing 
"Marching  Through  Georgia."  Then  P.  C.  Geo.  Michaels,  of  122, 
made  an  appropriate  speech.  The  "  old  War  Governor,"  A.  G.  Curtin, 
being  introduced,  was  received  with  cheers,  clapping  of  hands,  and 
waving  of  handkerchiefs  ;  his  address  was  appropriate  and  also  elo- 
quent, and  was  listened  to  with  intense  interest,  showing,  in  a  measure, 
the  place  he  holds  in  the  hearts  of  the  veterans  and  all  others.  His 
story  of  the  "Bucktail,"  that  did  him  such  good  service  on  one  occasion 
during  the  war,  was  amusing. 

The  camp-fire  closed  at  9.30.  The  platform  was  cleared,  the  band 
struck  up  their  music,  and  "the  light  fantastic  toe  was  tripped"  by  the 
young  folks  until  a  late  hour.

Pittsburgh  Grand  Army  Day. 


Western  Pennsylvania'1  s  Posts  in  Line — Beautiful  Decorations  and  En- 
thusiastic People — Camp-fires  and  Fireworks. 

Monday,  October  6th,  having  been  designated  as  Grand  Army  Day 
in  Western  Pennsylvania,  its  observance  was  more  general  than  on  any 
previous  occasion.  The  sky  was  clear  and  the  air  bracing;  just  such  a 
day  as  the  veterans  would  choose  for  marching,  if  they  had  any  say  in 
the  matter.  The  city  was  bright  with  flags  and  banners,  large  aud 
small,  that  were  hung  from  windows  and  housetops  along  the  entire  line 
of  march.  The  incoming  trains  brought  large  numbers  of  visitors  from 
the  surrounding  country  to  swell  the  crowds  that  lined  the  streets. 

The  first  part  of  the  day's  celebration  consisted  of  a  parade  that 
started  shortly  after  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  there  being  about 
twenty-five  hundred  men  in  line,  in  three  divisions. 

The  review  took  place  on  Cedar  avenue,  near  Liberty  street,  where  a 
rough  stand  had  been  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  Department 
officers,  as  follows:  F.  H.  Dyer,  Department  Commander;  Thos.  J. 
Stewart,  Assistant  Adjutant  General;  S.  M.  Duvall,  Department  In- 
spector; H.  G.  Williams,  Assistant  Quartermaster  General;  B.  C. 
Christy,  Assistant  Inspector  General;  John  W.  Sayers,  Department 
Chaplain;  W.  McClelland  and  J.  F.  Wittish,  Aides-de-camp. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  Pittsburgh  has  such  a  demon- 
stration been  seen  in  its  ranks  as  the  camp-fire  held  at  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Music  Hall.  The  vast  building,  capable  of  seating  between  five  and 
six  thousand  people,  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity.  Every  seat 
was  occupied  and  hundreds  were  compelled  to  stand  up  in  the  long 
aisles,  completely  filling  those  passage-ways,  while  hundreds  more  were 
unable  to  gain  admission  to  the  hall.  Comrade  P.  N.  Guthrie,  Adjutant 
General  of  Pennsylvania,  presided  and  introduced  Major  Slagle,  who 
talked  for  five  minutes,  to  give  way  to  W.  D.  Moore,  Esq  ,  the  orator  of 
the  evening.     Mr.  Moore  is  never  more  effective  than  in  his  Grand  Army 
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eulogies.  His  defence  of  the  old  soldier  in  his  just  pride  displayed  on 
Grand  Army  days  drove  the  audience  into  an  ecstacy  of  cheers.  Ever}* 
thing  he  said  was  good.  Mis  every  reference  to  the  Grand  Army  favor- 
ites present,  and  to  the  heroes  dead,  caused  renewed  cheering. 

Commander  Dyer,  Gen.  E.  S.  Osborne,  Past  Department  Commander, 
Chief  Marshall,  B.  Coll  and  W.  A.  Russell,  made  short  addresses.  Gen. 
Guthrie  introduced  "Farmer"  Chill  Hazzard,  of  Monongahela  City, 
Past  Department  Commander,  who  told  amusing  stories  on  Guthrie  and 
Assistant  Adjutant  General  Stewart,  of  Philadelphia.  Comrade  Stewart 
retorted  by  tellin.L;  how  Hazzard  had  been  reduced  to  the  ranks  in  an 
Irish  company  and  had  failed  to  kill  a  stuffed  sharpshooter  set  up  to  test 
his  bravery.  Both  gentlemen  were  very  entertaining.  There  was  music 
and  song  singing  in  plenty,  and  those  who  have  attended  camp-fires 
everywhere  say  this  was  the  biggest  and  the  best.  The  climax  of  the 
evening  came  when  die  Allegheny  Quartette  sang  "Marching  Through 
Georgia,"  and  invited  the  company  to  join  in  the  chorus.  It  seemed  as 
if  the  patriotic  old  air  aroused  the  sentiment  of  every  person  in  the  hall 
and  such  a  chorus  never  resounded  within  its  walls.  Not  once  or  twice 
would  suffice,  but  it  had  to  be  repeated  at  least  six  times,  the  last  grand 
outburst  being  followed  by  three  deafening  cheers,  which  nearly  raised 
the  roof.  During  the  evening  there  was  a  fine  display  of  fireworks  at 
Exposition  Park. 


Shamokin  Grand  Army  Day. 


How  the  Comrades  of  Central  Pennsylvania  Observed  the  Day — A  Fine 
Parade  and  Rousing  Camp-fire. 

Grand  Army  Day  in  Central  Pennsylvania,  on  October  loth,  will  com- 
pare very  favorably,  in  its  general  success,  with  that  of  former  years.  As 
usual  on  such  occasions,  a  parade  of  ilie  various  Posts  in  the  central 
section  of  the  State  was  the  prominent  feature  of  the  (lay.  All  through 
tlie  morning  the  railroads  brought  in  Posts  and  delegations  from  the 
adjacent  towns,  until  Shamokin  was  alive  with  "The  Hoys  that  wore  the 
Blue."  As  fast  as  they  arrived  they  were  received  with  an  artillery  salute 
and  taken  to.ihe  dining-room  of  the  Opera  House,  where  they  were 
given  a  collation,  the  coffee  being  served  in  papier-mache  buckets, 
which  were  retained  by  the  visitors  as  souvenirs. 

At  three  o'clock  the  line  of  parade  was  formed  and  marched  through 
the  principal  streets  of  the  city,  under  command  of  Chief  Marshal  W. 
W.  H.  Davis,  of  Post  i,  Philadelphia,  the  column  being  composed  as 
follows  : —

mander Austin  Curtin,  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Thos.  J.  Stewart, 
Assistant  Quartermaster  General  H.  G.  Williams,  Department  Chaplain 
John  W.  Sayers,  Medical  Director  J.  B.  Davis,  Aid-de-camp  William  M. 
Bartram.  Then  comes  in  regular  order  the  following  Posts,  each  of 
which  was  accompanied  by  a  full  band  or  drum  corps  :  Post  20,  Hazleton, 
100  men;  Post  22,  Danville,  75  men;  Post  23,  Pottsville,  125  men  and 
Third  Regiment  Band;  Post  52,  Lewisburg,  65  men;  Post  61,  Mauch 
Chunk,  75  men;  Post  129,  Milton,  100  men;  Post  140,  Shamokin,  150 
men;  Post  144,  Port  Carbon,  50  men;  Post  146,  Shenandoah,  75  men; 
Post  250,  Bloomsburg,  somen;  Post  335,  Sunbury,  55  men.  In  addition 
to  these,  were  delegations  from  about  twenty  other  Posts,  making  the 
total  number  in  line  very  near  twelve  hundred. 
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After  passing  over  the  route  laid  out  the  parade  was  reviewed  by  the 
Department  officers  from  the  porch  of  the  Windsor  Hotel. 

in  the  evening-,  after  being-  handsomely  entertained  at  the  hotel,  De- 
partment Commander  Dyer  and  staff  were  escorted  to  Post  140's  Opera 
House,  where  a  grand  camp-fire  was  held,  their  building  being  com- 
pletely packed  with  a  thoroughly  appreciative  audience.  The  visitors 
were  welcomed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  his  address  being  responded 
to  by  Commander  Dyer.  Addresses  were  also  made  by  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander  Curtin,  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Stewart, 
Assistant  Quartermaster  General  Williams,  Department  Chaplain  Sayers, 
P.  P.  C.  Seigfried,  Post  92,  Mount  Carmel,  W.  W.  H.  Davis,  Post  1, 
Philadelphia,  and  others.  Much  amusement  was  created  by  the  contest 
between  Comrades  Stewart  and  Sayers  as  to  who  could  tell  the  most 
laughable  stories  on  each  other.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  Comrade 
Stewart  was  the  victor. 

This  closed  the  most  enjoyable  day  the  citizens  of  Shamokin  have 
spent  for  a  long  time,  and  which  had  been  observed  as  a  general  holiday. 
The  principal  stores,  public  buildings  and  residences  had  been  beauti- 
fully decorated  with  flags,  bunting  and  evergreens,  and  an  arch,  which 
at  night  was  illuminated  by  electric  lights,  was  sprung  across  the  street 
opposite  the  Opera  House.

THE   G.  A.  R.    BOYS    IN    BLUE. 

Meeting  of  the  State  Encampment  this  Morning — An  Address  of  Wel- 
come by  Mayor  Wilson — Response  by  Past  Conuuander-in- 
Chief  Wagner— Calling  the  Roll— Over  Eight 
Hundred  Answer  the  Roll-  Call- 
Other  Points. 

The  sounds  of  martial  music  upon  the  streets,  the  waving  of  the  stars 
and  stripes  and  other  patriotic  banners  from  many  residences,  the  hur- 
rying back  and  forth  of  men  wearing  the  uniform  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  all  conspired  to-day  to  give  the  city  a  holiday  appearance. 
The  State  Encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R.  is  now  in  session  at  the  Opera 
House,  and  hundreds  of  delegates  are  in  attendance.  Early  this  morn- 
ing, despite  the  snow  and  wind,  the  local  Posts  were  upon  the  move 
making  the  final  arrangements  for  the  meeting.  About  ten  o'clock 
Post  116  marched  from  its  headquarters  to  the  room  of  Post  58,  where 
they  were  joined  by  their  comrades  and  proceeded  to  the  Lochiel  Hotel, 
where  the  Department  Headquarters  were  established  yesterday  after- 
noon. The  local  Posts  acted  as  an  escort  for  the  Departmental  staff, 
which  proceeded  to  the  Opera  House  about  10.30  o'clock.  As  the  men 
marched  up  Third  Street  hundreds  from  other  Posts  "  fell  in"  and  the 
line  became  quite  respectable  in  length.  The  weather,  which  had  been 
very  disagreeable  and  inauspicious  up  to  this  hour,  cleared  and  the  sun 
appeared  shedding  its  bright  rays  upon  the  handsome  silk  banners  car- 
ried by  the  marching  veterans.  The  moving  columns  served  to  recall 
the  days  of  1861-65,  and  many  old  citizens   remarked  the  changed  ap- 
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pearance  of  the  soldiers.  Those  who  left  Harrisburg  for  the  front  in 
those  clays  were  mostly  young  men,  but  the  veterans  who  returned  to- 
day were  many  of  them  stooped,  and  some  had  but  one  leg,  others  but 
a  single  arm,  scars  left  from  the  battles  for  the  Union.  Harrisburgers 
were  glad  to  see  them  and  the  veterans  appeared  to  feel  it. 

When  the  delegates  had  got  into  the  Opera  House  through  the  guards 
at  the  dqors  the  seats  were  comfortably  filled.  The  stage,  which  was 
decorated  handsomely  with  flags,  and  a  couple  of  tents  in  the  back 
ground  was  occupied  by  the  Department  officers.  The  Encampment 
was  called  to  order  by  Department  Commander  Dyer,  whereupon 
Comrade  Wilson  C.  Fox,  of  Post  58,  stepped  forward  and  introduced 
his  honor,  Mayor  Wilson,  also  a  member  of  l'ost  58,  who  delivered  the 
following  address  of  welcome  : 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades — It  is  with  special  pleasure 
that  1  appear  here  to-day  to  tender  to  you  in  the  name  of  all  the  citizens 
of  Harrisburg  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  its  hospitalities.  The  alarms 
of  war  have  long  since  ceased  in  our  midst;  and  in  their  place  white- 
winged  peace  holds  sway.  The  canvas  homes  of  the  warriors  have 
disappeared  and  in  their  place  we  see  the  fields  of  waving  grain.  The 
hum  of  industry  supplants  the  rumbling  of  the  wagon  train  of  the  dread 
artillery,  the  clatter  of  the  cavalry  and  the  sturdy  tread  of  infantry,  resist- 
less in  the-  march  which  restored  to  us  the  Union  and  made  us  a  Nation. 
We  do  not  welcome  you  as  strangers,  but  as  friends  returned  to  us  after 
a  time.  Within  our  precincts  are  many  landmarks  of  those  clays,  when 
a  nation  looked  up  to  you — nor  looked  in  vain — for  the  aid  and  succor 
that  you  alone  could  give.  Look  to  the  northwestern  section  of  our  city 
and  you  will  still  find,  well-defined,  ground  of  almost  sacred  historic  in- 
terest— Camp  Curtin — from  whose  limits  were  sent  more  defenders  of  this 
Union  than  from  the  camp  of  any  other  Commonwealth.  To  the  east 
we  can  see  Camp  Cameron,  wherein  were  organized,  equipped  and  in- 
structed, under  the  intrepid  Seymour,  artillerymen  second  to  none  in  the 
world.  And  in  looking  to  the  west,  just  beyond  the  farthest  shore  of  the 
Susquehanna,  we  can  still  point  out  to  you  what  may  be  justly  termed 
the  last  wave  of  the  rebellion — the  fartherest  fortification,  the  North 
erected  through  necessity,  during  the  great  conflict — Fort  Washington — 
and  it  was  here  that  "  Iialcly  "  Smith  and  his  18,000  comrades  covered 
and  "held  the  fort"  and  blocked  the  way  of  Lee  to  the  capital  of  our 
Commonwealth. 

These  realities  will  too  soon  become  memories — and  memory  rapidly 
fades.  Soon  the  mists  and  clouds  of  history  will  hide  from  view  scenes 
and  enactments  of  glorious  places  and  of  glorious  deeds  that  are  still 
fresh  in  our  memories.  It  is  therefore  incumbent  upon  you,  comrades 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  preserve  in  the  most  imperisha- 
ble manner  the  deeds  performed,  the  sacrifices  made  and  the  sufferings 
endured,  as  the  maimed,  and  halt  and  mutilated  comrades  before  us  can 
best  testify. 
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Department  Commander  :  As  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  this  city  I  thank 
you  in  the  name  of  our  people  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  us  in  this,  our 
centennial  year,  by  your  presence,  and  that  of  your  comrades  among  us. 
And  as  a  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army,  hearing  upon  my  breast  the 
proud  badge  of  our  fraternity,  in  behalf  of  my  comrades  of  Posts  58  and 
116,  I  hail  you  and  bid  you  a  brotherly  greeting  and  welcome. 

The  Mayor's  address  of  welcome  was  frequently  interrupted  by  hearty 
applause  and  the  "boys  in  blue  "  seemed  to  take  him  at  his  word.  Past 
Commander-in-Chief  Wagner  responded  to  the  Mayor's  greeting  in  one 
of  his  characteristic  speeches,  bubbling  with  humor  and  elequence.  He 
concluded  by  thanking  Mayor  Wilson  and  the  people  of  Harrisburg 
for  their  hearty  welcome. 

After  prayer  by  Chaplain  Sayers  the  encampment  proceeded  to  busi- 
ness. 


AROUND  THE  CAMP-FIRE. 


The  Grand  Army  Veterans  Have  a  Splendid    Time— The  Nineteenth 

Annual  Camp-Fire  at  the  Opera  House,— Speeches  by  Governor 

Pattison  and  Comrades  from  all  Over  (he  State.  — Good 

Music  and  Lots  of  Fun. — Other  Local  News. 

[From  Harrisburg  Telegraph,  February  nth.] 

If  the  Grand  Army  Boys  didn't  have  a  grand  old  camp-fire  at  the 
Opera  House  last  night,  then  they  never  had  one.  The  hall  was  rammed, 
jammed,  packed  full  of  people.  Every  seat  was  taken,  people  stood  in 
the  aisles  and  people  were  glued  against  the  walls.  The  stage  was 
crowded  clear  back  to  the  wall,  and  men  in  blue  stood  in  the  wings. 
Every  prominent  Grand  Army  man  in  the  State- was  present,  and  the 
private  of  1S63  touched  elbows  with  the  man  he  used  to  salute  grace- 
fully and  call  "General."  On  the  stage  were  Governor  Pattison,  Sena- 
tor Cooper,  Senator  Osbourne,  Senator  Longenecker,  Representative 
Chadwick,  and  many  other  statesmen  who  varied  the  monotony  of  talk- 
ing by  hearing  everybody  else  talk.  The  best  citizens  of  Harrisburg 
were  present  in  the  audience,  including  judges,  lawyers,  merchants, 
manufacturers  and  business  men  of  every  class,  with  the  proud  mechanic 
who  wore  the  blue  and  wore  his  medal  pinned  to  his  coat.  It  was  a 
wonderful  scene,  that  mighty  audience,  looking  out  from  the  stage,  and 
one  well  calculated  to  fill  a  speaker  with  awe,  but  the  men  selected  to 
talk  were  equal  to  the  occasion. 

At  eight  o'clock  Scheffer's  orchestra  played  a  selection,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  male  chorus  of  sixteen  voices,  led  by  Prof.  Rich,  which 
sang  the  "The  Camp-Fire,"  Prof.  Chandler  presiding  at  the  piano. 

Comrade  Wilson  C.  Fox  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  introduced 
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Col.  J.  P.  S.  Gobin,  the  soldier  statesman  of  Lebanon,  as  the  master  of 
ceremonies.  The  bearded  warrior  stepped  forward  and  made  a  witty 
speech  of  welcome,  in  which  he  said  that  there  were  men  present  who, 
even  to  this  day,  cannot  pass  a  pile  of  fence-rails  without  feeling  for  their 
tin-cups  and  hunting  for  their  coffee,  and  they  once  could  hear  a  rooster 
crow  two  miles  away,  and  it  was  dollars  to  cents  the  rooster  couldn't 
crow  the  next  morning.  But  the  old  times  have  passed  away,  and  the 
friendships  cemented  on  the  field  of  battle  are  as  strong  now  as  they 
were  twenty  years  ago.  He  said  this  was  to  be  an  evening  of  fun,  and 
he  hoped  everybody  would  enjoy  themselves. 

"  Babylon  is  Fallen,"  a  popular  war  song,  was  then  given  by  the  chorus, 
Mr.  C.  A.  Bigler  as  soloist. 

Col.  Gobin  remarked  that  it  was  once  a  privilege  of  the  guard  to 
make  an  officer  dismount,  and  he  himself  had  been  a  victim,  and  he  now 
proposed  to  retaliate  by  making  his  superior  officer  obey  his  command. 
He  then  called  upon  Governor  Pattison  to  step  forward  and  say  his  say. 

The  good-natured  Governor  arose  and  was  greeted  with  a  cheer.  He 
said  his  position  reminded  him  of  the  officer  surrounded  by  the  enemy, 
who  stooped  down  at  a  spring  to  take  a  drink.  As  he  did  so  his  long 
spurs  dug  into  him  and  he  yelled,  "  I  surrender  !"  The  Governor  said 
he  surrendered,  and  his  pat  story  was  greeted  with  hearty  laughter.  He 
then  welcomed  the  veterans  as  Pennsylvania  welcomed  them  when  they 
returned  home  from  Appomattox.  "  You  call  this  a  camp-fire,"  said  the 
Governor,  "  and  you  have  everything  here  but  the  fire.  Where  is  the 
fire  ?  The  fire  is  here  and  burning  with  the  same  spirit  that  lighted  the 
hearts  of  the  men  upon  the  field  of  battle  twenty  years  ago.  It  is  said 
that  the  good  in  a  man  crops  out  in  his  posterity.  I  am  sure  that  the 
children  of  those  men  will  be  good,  patriotic  citizens.  I  congratulate 
you  on  this  occasion.  May  it  be  the  happiest  camp-fire  that  ever  you 
have  held."     Cheers  greeted  the  Governor  as  he  took  his  seat. 

Prof.  Wm.  P.  Chambers  followed  in  a  cornet  solo  of  patriotic  airs,  per- 
formed as  only  he  can  do  it,  and  was  loudly  applauded. 

The  man  from  Monongahela,  Col.  Chill  Hazzard,  was  introduced  and 
told  a  funny  story  about  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Stewart's  speech  to 
a  lot  of  Germans  whom  he  mistook  for  Irish.  He  reviewed  life  at  Camp 
Curtin  and  convulsed  the  audience  by  his  inimitable  wit.  Finally  Chill 
grew  pathetic  and  spoke  beautifully  of  the  veterans  meetings. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Deetersang  "Tenting  on  the  Old  Camp-Ground,"  the  chorus 
and  audience  joining  in  the  refrain,  and  then  General  Louis  Wagner  was 
introduced.  General  Wagner  is  a  happy  talker  and  he  told  some  funny 
stories  that  kept  up  the  good  humor.  In  doing  so  he  said  the  veterans 
were  hereon  behalf  of  their  comrades,  and  he  advocated  the  establish- 
ment by  the  State  of  a  Soldiers'  Home,  where  the  poor  veterans  could 
die  in  peace  and  honor  instead  of  in  the  almshouse  as  paupers. 

After  an   overture  from   the  orchestra,  Mr.    Harry  Van  Horn  sang 
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"We've  Drank  from  the  Same  Canteen,"  in  a  way  that  gained  him  loud 
applause. 

Comrade  M.  E.  Fagan,  of  P6st  No.  2,  of  Philadelphia,  then  recited 
Bret  Harte's  poem  of  "The  Drum"  in  a  splendid  manner,  after  which 
the  patriotism  of  the  audience  was  brought  out  by  a  song.  The  chorus 
sang  "Rally 'Round  the  Flag,"  and  Col.  Gobin,  asked  everybody  to 
join,  and  they  did  so  with  a  will.  They  sang  and  cheered  and  when  the 
song  was  ended  a  party  of  the  the  old  Vets  in  the  gallery  again  took  up 
the  chorus  and  sang  it  and  cheered  and  shouted  with  a  will.  It  was  an 
inspiring  scene,  and  one  that  will  long  be  remembered. 

J.  M.  Vanderslice,  of  Philadelphia,  made  an  eloquent  address,  con- 
fined principally  to  advocating  the  principle  that  the  State  should  take 
care  of  the  old  soldiers  and  not  let  them  die  in  almshouses.  His  re- 
marks were  of  the  right  spirit,  and  his  views  evidently  met  those  of  his 
audience  who  applauded  him  loudly. 

"The  Vacant  Chair  "  was  then  very  sweetly  sang  by  a  quartette. 
Col.  Gobin  then  introduced  a  comrade  from  the  far  West,  Paul  Van 
Der  Voort,  of  Nebraska,  Past  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army. 
A  tall,  handsome  man,  with  round  smooth  face,  stepped  forward  and  in 
a  business  like  way  began  a  most  eloquent  speech.  He  spoke  of  Pennsyl- 
vania as  the  banner  G.  A.  R.  Department,  but  warned  those  present  that 
there  was  one  State  which  had  sent  but  nineteen  regiments  to  the  field  and 
yet  to-day  had  100,000  Veterans  in  her  borders,  and  Kansas  would  try  to 
wrest  the  banner  from  Pennsylvania.  He  spoke  splendidly  of  the  care 
that  should  be  taken  of  the  old  soldiers,  and  when  he  closed  the  com- 
rades jumped  to  their  feet  and  gave  him  three  rousing  cheers. 

Loud  cries  were  made  for  Comrade  Hector,  of  York,  and  Col.  Gobin 
called  Rev.  Hector  to  the  stage  and  introduced  him  as  a  Methodist 
minister,  at  the  same  time  warning  him  against  attempting  to  take  up  a 
collection.  Then  a  genuine  surprise  greeted  those  present  who  had 
never  seen  Mr.  Hector.  A  tall,  fine-looking  man,  black  as  coal,  stepped 
to  the  front  and  was  greeted  with  a  cheer  from  his  comrades.  He  said 
he  had  been  sick,  but  his  comrades  didn't  believe  him  and  said  "You 
don't  look  pale  !  "  [Laughter.]  Mr.  Hector  went  on  in  his  own  happy 
way  in  original  and  quaint  language  comparing  the  Grand  Army  to  a  hen 
with  a  brood  of  chickens  of  all  colors,  but  she  takes  care  of  all.  He 
referred  feelingly  to  the  shackles  struck  from  the  limbs  of  4,000,000 
slaves,  and  said  he  was  a  slave  until  the  army  set  him  free.  Referring 
to  a  remark  Chill  Hazzard  made  about  him,  Mr.  Hector  said  he  could 
not  say  anything  in  reply  that  would  hurt  the  feelings  of  one  of  his 
own  relatives,  a  remark  that  elicited  shouts  of  laughter.  He  spoke  of 
his  army  experience,  and  closed  with  a  beautiful  panegyric  of  Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Prof.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Superintendent  of  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Schools 
was  introduced,  and  in  the  course  of  his  short  but  pithy  speech  referred 
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to  the  schools  and  the  good  work  done  in  them,  and  expressed  the  hope 
of  their  continuance. 

There  were  a  good  many  calls  about  this  time  for  Tom.  Stewart,  and 
he  was  brought  forward  to  reply  to  Chill  Hazzard's  story  about  him. 
Me  referred  to  the  company  that  Hazzard  commanded,  and  said  that 
one  clay  one  of  the  members  of  the  command  crawled  into  a  log  to  get 
out  of  the  rain.  During  the  storm  the  wet  log  swelled  and  wedged  the 
Irishman  in  so  tight  that  he  could  not  move.  Finally  he  got  out,  and 
meeting  Hazzard  he  told  him  the  story  of  his  misfortune.  "  But  how 
did  you  get  out  of  the  log?"  asked  Hazzard.  "  Regorra,"  said  the 
Irishman,  "as  I  lay  thinking  of  everything  I  had  ever  done  in  my  life 
I  bethought  me  I  belonged  to  your  company  and  I  felt  so  small  I  crawled 
right  out."     This  story  was  met  with  shouts  of  laughter. 

Prof.  Chambers  then  played,  as  a  solo,  "Just  Before  the  Battle, 
Mother,"  which  was  well  received. 

After  Comrade  Fortescue,  of  Philadelphia,  had  recited  John  Hays' 
"  Tilman  Joy,"  the  fire-crowned  Senator  from  Delaware,  Comrade  Thos. 
V.  Cooper,  was  introduced  and  made  a  characteristic  speech,  in  which 
he  announced  himself  as  in  favor  of  a  Soldiers'  Home  to  be  established 
by  the  State.  He  was  frequently  interrupted  by  applause  from  his  com- 
rades. 

The  worthy  chaplain,  Sayers,  who  for  years  has  filled  the  position,  was 
brought  forward  and  made  a  short  speech,  in  which  he  related  the  good 
the  Grand  Army  had  done,  and  its  purpose  to  continue  in  the  good 
work. 

Mr.  E.  Z.  Gross  then  sang  "Marching  Through  Georgia,"  and  the 
immense  audience,  fairly  wild  over  the  grand  old  song,  joined  in  the 
chorus  and  sang  it  as  it  was  never  before  sang  in  Harrisburg.  Amid 
cheers  Col.  Gobin  announced  that  the  camp-fire  was  over,  and  the 
vast  audience  moved  out,  the  veterans  voting  the  occasion  the  happiest 
ever  held  by  the  Grand  Army  in  this  State. 


Philadelphia  Grand  Army  Day. 


The  Comrades  Make  a  Parade,   Visit  the  Slate  Fair  and  Have  Their 
Unveiling  of  the  Reynolds'  Statue. 

[From  "Scout  and  Mail,"  September  27th,  1884  ] 

Thursday,  September  18th;  having  been  announced  as  Grand  Army 
Day  in  Philadelphia,  the  day  to  be  celebrated  by  a  parade,  a  visit  to  the 
State  Fair  and  tin;  unveiling  of  the  Reynolds'  Statue,  which  had  been 
fixed  for  that  date,  in  order  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  could 
take  part  in  the  ceremony.  The  route  was  purposely  made  short  as 
possible,  the  line  forming  at  Broad  and  Walnut  Steets  and  moving 
straight  out  Rroad  to  the  Fair  Grounds. 

Promptly  at  ten  o'clock  the  signal  was  given  and  the  column,  of  up- 

Dyer  and  stall  at  the  head,  escorted  by  the  Cavalry  Tost,  No.  35,  mounted 
and  fully  equipped.  Following  came  George  G,  Meade  Post,  No.  1, 
carrying  seventeen  tattered  battle-flags,  and  accompanied  by  the  Na- 
tional Hand.  Next  came  Post  5,  headed  by  the  Post  drum  and  fife 
corps  and  firing  party.  Ellis  Post,  No.  6,  of  Germantown,  had  also  its 
own  drum  (dips  and  firing  party.  E.  D.  Baker  Post,  No.  8,  turned  out 
in  strong  numbers,  with  a  full  band  and  firing  party.  Greble  Post,  No. 
io,  was  next  in  line,  with  six  battle-flags.  Post  12,  Roxborough,  and 
Post  15,  of  Manayimk,  followed  ;  they  were  accompanied  by  a  band  and 
firing  party.  Then  came  McLean  Post,  No.  16,  of  Reading;  Curry  Post, 
No.  18.  with  firing  party  ;  Fred.  Taylor  Post,  No.  19  ;  Admiral  Dupont 
Post,  No.  24,  escorting  the  Naval  Post,  No.  400;  McCall  Post,  No.  31, 
of  West  Chester;  Bernard  Cause  Post,  No.  34,  of  Avondale;  Post  138 
(colored),  of  Kennett  Square;  Gus.  W.  Town  Post,  No.  46,  with  firing 
party.  Philip  Schuyler  Post,  No.  51,  with  the  Weccacoe  Band  and  firing 
party  at  its  head,  made  a  line  display,  followed  by  Col.  J.  W.  Moore 
Post,  No.  56.  Next  in  order  came  General  D.  B.  Birney  Post,  No.  63  ; 
Robert  Bryan  Post,  No.  80  (colored)  ;  Anna  M.  Ross  Post,  No.  94, 
with  a  full  band  and  firing  party,  making  a  line  appearance  ;  Charles 
Sumner  Post,  No.  103  (colored),  came  next,  followed  by  Winfield  Scott 
Post,  No.  114,  with  firing  party  and  the  Evening  Call  band. 
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As  the  head  of  the  column  wheeled  from  around  the  west  side  of  the. 
Public  Buildings,  in  view  of  the  statue,  a  salute  was  fired,  and,  amid  the 
cheering-  of  the  vast  crowd  that  had  gathered,  the  veil  was  slowly  drawn 
from  the  statue,  and  it  stood  out  in  bold  relief  against  the  white  marble 
of  the  vast  building.  As  the  Posts  passed  the  statue  they  gave  a  march- 
ing salute.  After  the  last  Post  had  passed  the  statue  was  again  veiled. 
The  line  was  dismissed  when  it  reached  the  Fair  Grounds,  where  most 
of  the  comrades  remained  until  late  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  platform,  in  the  rear  of  the  statue,  when  the  parade  passed, 
was  General  11.  G.  Sickel,  Chief  Marshal  of  the  day;  General  Louis 
Wagner,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  ;  ex-Governor 
Andrew  G.  Curtin,  President  Pennsylvania  Reserves  Association  ;  Com- 
mander-in-Chief John  S.  Kountz,  Past  Commanders-in-Chief  John  F. 
Hartranft  and  Robert  B.  Beath,  Past  Department  Commander  John  M. 
Vanclerslice,  Department  Commander  Ira  M.  Hedges,  of  New  York, 
and  his  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  George  B.  Squires,  and  A.  D.  C. 
Phil.  S.  Clark,  Commander  Chas.  Appleby,  Post  140,  New  York  City  ; 
Comrades  Willis  McDonald  and  George  Van  Mater,  Post  327,  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.  ;  Jos.  E.  Temple,  Esq.,  who  gave  so  munificently  towards  the 
erection  of  the  statue,  and  John  Rogers,  the  sculptor,  who  designed  it ; 
Mrs.  Landis,  a  niece,  and  two  sisters  of  General  Reynolds.  John  F. 
Reynolds  Post,  No.  7r,  also  had  position  on  the  platform. 


THE   FORMAL   UNVEILING. 

The  formal  ceremony  of  unveiling  the  statue  and  presenting  it  to  the 
city  took  place  in  the  afternoon,  it  having  been  covered  after  the  Grand 
Army  column  had  passed  in  the  morning. 

On  the  spacious  staging  in  the  rear  of  the  statue  were  seats  for  several 
hundred  people,  all  of  which  were  filled  by  invited  guests,  and  others, 
more  than  an  hour  before  the  time  appointed  lor  the  exercises.  At  3.30 
o'clock  the  procession  of  those  who  were  to  take  part  formed  at  the 
Union  League  House,  under  command  of  General  H.G.  Sickel.  The  right 
of  the  line  was  accorded  to  General  John  F.  Reynolds  Post,  No.  71,  which 
had  been  assigned  to  the  special  duty  of  unveiling  the  statue.  Then 
came  the  Reynolds'  Monument  Association,  the  Military  Order  of  the 
Loyal  Legion,  the  Pennsylvania  Reserve  Association,  U.  S.  military 
and  naval  officials,  Governor  Pattison  and  staff,  Major-General  Hart- 
ranft and  staff,  General  Snowden  and  staff,  Colonel  Weidersham,  of  the 
1st,  Colonel  Dechert,  of  the  2d,  and  Colonel  Bonnafon,  of  the  3d 
Regiment,  N.  G.  Pa.,  and  such  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  as  had  re- 
turned from  the  State  Fair.  The  Girard  College  Cadets  acted  as  escort, 
and  right  well  did  the  little  fellows  do  their  part.  Upon  arriving  at  the 
platform,  which  already  contained  the  distinguished  party  present  in  the 
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morning, — ex-Governor  Curlin,  Governor  Pattison,  Generals  Hartranft 
and  Snowden,  President  Samuel  C.  Perkins,  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Commission  and  Mayor  Smith  look  the  front  seats  reserved  for  them, 
facing  the  statue.  After  all  had  been  seated,  and  the  confusion  incident 
to  the  arrival  of  the  procession  had  subsided,  the  ex-Governor  called 
upon  Rev.  J.  Hervey  Beale,  chaplain  of  the  Pennsylvania  Reserves  As- 
sociation for  prayer,  at  the  close  of  which  Governor  Pattison  presented 
the  pedestal  to  the  city  in  the  name  of  the  State,  expressing  the  hope 
that  it,  and  the  statue  it  upheld,  would  be  preserved  to  be  a  memorial  of 
the  deceased  hero  and  an  example  to  posterity  of  the  noble  deeds  of  a 
brave  and  brilliant  soldier.  A  signal  was  then  given  and  the  statue, 
which  had  been  completely  enshrouded  in  the  American  flag,  was  un- 
veiled by  the  comrades  of  Post  71,  amid  the  cheering  of  the  immense 
crowd  and  the  playing  of  the  bands.  When  order  had  been  restored, 
Governor  Curtin,  in  behalf  of  the  Reynolds'  Monument  Association, 
presented  the  statue  itself  to  the  city.  Mayor  Smith,  in  accepting  the 
gift,  said  — 

"  I  have  the  honor  of  receiving  at  the  hands  of  the  great  war  governor 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  the  monument  of  one  of  her  bravest  and 
most  distinguished  heroes,  who  gave  his  life  to  the  nation  upon  the  soil 
of  his  native  State  upon  the  first  day  of  the  greatest  battle  of  the  war  of 
the  Rebellion.  In  accepting  this  memorial  of  the  departed  and  distin- 
guished soldier,  General  Reynolds,  permit  me,  on  behalf  of  the  muni- 
cipality, to  guarantee  the  reverence  and  admiration  of  a  liberty-loving 
and  loyal  city,  whose  proudest  page  in  history  shall  be  that  which  marks 
her  influence  in  all  that  makes  the  nation  prosperous,  her  people  happy 
and  her  heroes  respected. 

"On  behalf  of  the  city  I  am  pleased  to  accept  the  monument,  and 
guarantee  its  protection  and  care,  feeling  satisfied  that  time  will  add 
still  greater  esteem  and  glory  to  the  illustrious  hero  whose  fame  it  cele- 
brates." 

After  the  president  of  the  Public  Buildings  Commission  had  taken  offi- 
cial charge  of  the  statue,  ex-Governor  Curtin  introduced  the  orator  of 
the  day,  R.  Biddle  Roberts,  late  colonel  of  the  1st  Regiment  Pennsyl- 
vania Reserves,  who,  in  a  most  eloquent  address,  sketched  the  career 
of  General  Reynolds  from  West  Point,  through  the  Mexican  War,  the 
campaign  in  Utah  under  General  Johnston,  back  to  West  Point,  in  com- 
mand of  the  cadets  ;  then  to  take  his  place  at  the  head  of  a  brigade 
early  in  1861  ;  on  the  Peninsula,  in  command  of  a  division,  and  at  the 
second  battle  of  Bull  Run,  where,  "owing  to  his  exertions,  the  rebel 
army  was  held  in  check  ;"  and  so  on  to  South  Mountain  and  Antietam, 
and  at  last  to  Gettysburg,  where,  at  the  head  of  a  corps,  on  his  native 
soil,  he  gave  up  bis  life. 

The  last  words  of  the  oration  closed  the  ceremonies  and  the  great 
throng  dispersed. 
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
